The God of missions has 
succeeded these labours of love, for the conversion of a 
number of Burmans, who have turned from their dumb 
idols to serve the living and true God. 

Notwithstanding the many discouragements which have 
attended this mission, we have reason to hope, tliat the 
precious j^ft/ which ha^ there been sown, will yet springajid 
rise, and produce a glorious harvest. Thirteen Bur- 
mans have given evidence of real conversion to God, 
and have been solemnly baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus ! These ail, as far as we can learn, have continued 
steadfast in the faith. One has been called to a better 
world. 

We have heretofore given the mournful intelligence of 
the death of Mr. Wheelock', one of the two young breth- 
ren who sailed from this port on the 16th of Nov. 1817, 
to join the Burman mission. We have now the painful 
task, to announce the death of Mr. Colman. This promis- 
ing young missionary closed his life and labours at Cox's 



Bazar, 60 miles from Chittagong, on the 4th c^ Jiiljr last. 
He died of the jtmgle fiver. Mrs. Colmaii was ill of the 
same fever at the date of our last accounts. 

I'he Burman mtssitm has been recruited the last year, 
by the arrival of Dr. Price and family, and by the return 
of Mr. Hough and his family from Serampore to 
Rangoon. Our long tried and faithful Missionary, Mr. 
Judson, remains in health and firm at his post. May God 
preserve him for a long time to come, and crown his ardu< 
ous labours with abundant success. Mrs, Judson is now 
on a visit in this country on account of her health. We 
offer our sincere prayers to Almighty God, that her visit 
may not only be conducive to her health, but be happily in- 
strumental in promoting a deeper interest in the Burman 
mission.

would have spoken of it in his 
farewell address to the tribes of 
Israel.

speech very natural, the sun and 
moon may be used for day and 
night. ■ 

Again. The word rendered 
moon, also means a months and is 
in the plural : would it not be 
better to say, ' the precious things 
put forth, or brought forth in ' 
the months, (in each revolving 
month) than to say, the precious 
things put forth by the moon, or 
mocMi 

The cold influence of the 
moon must certainly be as up- 
productive as the oblique r^ 
of a winter buq; and could af^ 
ford but cold praise of the 
fruitful soil of Ephraim and Ma- 
nasaeb. But if we consider the 
holy prophet aa saying, such shall 
he tbe fertility of their soil, and 
such the excellent temperature 
of their climate, that they shall 
have an increase of all precious 
fruits, not only annually, but 
even monthly ; we shall discover 
not only a propriety, but a beau- 
ty in the phraseology. 

I consider, therefore, tbe ex- 
pression as a poetic figure, as if 
he had said : 

Abundant harveBta aveiy yeai iball 



on CniTT IN A SERHOET. 

One of the highest exceU 
lencies of any work of art, 
is. Unity of Design. In the 
case of painting and of poetry, 
this has long been considered an 
established canon. One of the 
acntest critics of antiquity, after 
mentioning that the poet and the 
painter are both amenable to the 
same laws, observes, 
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In eiaminin|f a paintincf, we look 
not upon the gilding of the frame, 
nor the glare of the colouring, 
but we ioqnire wbat was the ob- 
ject of the artiet ; ani) we decide 
upon the qaestion of his succeis 
or failure, by considering whether 
or not be has accomplished that 
.object. And if the painter had 
not in his mind^s e;*, one single 
effect which he intended to pro- 
duce ; or if, notwithstanding bia 
efforts, that effect be not discern- 
ible, the man of taste instinctire- 
ly passes apon his work the 
■entence of disapprobation. 

The same rule applies with 
«qua] force to poetry of every 
kind, but especially to epic and 
dramatic compositions. Homer, 
in the commeocement of the Iliad, 
announces that he shall narrate 
the wrath of Achilles and the 
consequences which resulted 
from it. The critics have long 
since remarked that the whole 
work ia summarily comprehended 
TFithin this announcem^t. Vir- 
gil proposes to sing the woes and 
the wanderings oiEoeas, and to 
this subject be rigidly adheres. 
The immorUl author of Paradise 
Lost, confines himself to the story 



And the reason for Such a rule is ' 
almost intuitively evident The 
mind of the writer cannot be sus- 
tained in a tone of vigorous exer- 
tion, unless a single object be 
constantly presented before it. 
And, on the contrary, the mind of 
the reader, distracted and per- 
plexed b; a cunlinual shidiug of 
purpose, at last, abandons a 
guide whom h^ in vain eodeav- 
oors to follow. 

Equally important is this re- 
quisite to the character of a good 
oration. Every man who speaks 
in publick should have in view a 
definite effect which he designs 
to produce. The perfection of his 
^t consists in keejting this object 
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constantly before him,- and so 
preseniiitg the subject, as to pro- 
dnce that effect. Destitute of 
object, a spf:aker may amuse or 
astonish hiis hearers. They may 
admire the volubility of hit 
tongue, or be amazed at the vig- 
our of his lungs; but hi^ words 
are to them only like a sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

The same rules which apply 
to publick speaking in general, 
apply equally to addresses from 
the pulpit. Nay, we here require 
a more rigid obedience to them; 
and we do this with reason, for 
the preacher is permitted to 
choose his subject, and is allow- 
ed to select the manner in which 
he will eihibit it. 

A sermon has been defined a 
religious oration. The object 
of a preacher may be to illus- 
trate something that is obscure, 
to prove something that is doubt- 
ed, or to exhort to something 
that has been neglected. A 
good sermon may hare either of 
these objects in view; and it 
can have but one of them. Nay* 
more, it requires not only a g<?n- 
eral, but also a particular unity. 
If iis design be to illustrate, it 
must ifluslrate but one single 
topic. If it be argumentative, it 
must prove onty one doctrine. 
If it be hortatory, it should ex- 
hort to only one duly. And it . 
matters not what other excel- 
lence a sermon may possess; 
destitute of this, considered rhet- 
orically, it is radically and cap- 
itally defective. 

We are well aware that this 
rule would sweep from our 
shelves many volumes which 
have been preached and read 
with considerable commendation. 
We are also well aware that at 
the present day, no one dictate 
of common sense is more fre- 
quently departed from, than the 
one in question.

What would be the effect of 
such an oration, we shall nbt stay 
to inquire. But we ask, in the 
name of common sense, whether 
tbe orator would not be consider- 
ed a candidate for a mad-house ? 

If I may be allowed to follow 
the illustration a little further, 
let us suppose a lawyer address- 
ing a court upon an important 
cause, in which it was his design 
to Dousnit tbe plaintiff. In this 
oration, his text would be. The 
Plaintiff ought to be nonsuited. 
We will suppose him to divide 
the subject in the usual method. 
Under the first heMi He might go 
into a very learned iDvestigation 
of tbe meaning of the word /ibin- 
Itj^, and ^ew, incontrovertibly, 
that it was derived immediately 
from tbe French. He might also 
e»lain how many sorts of plain- 
ti^ there might be ; and this 
would afford an opportunity of 
going deeply into the general na- 
ture of law and obligation. He 
night pursue the wve course, in 
treating, secondly, upon the term 
mmniited, and having. bewildered 
his hearers in a maze of defini- 
tions, and disgusted them by his 
scientific foppery, he might en- 
deavourto impress the almost for* 
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gotten thought, that the plaintifi^ 
in this case, should be nonsuited. 
Now we do not ask whether » 
lawyer might not, by such a plea, 
discover a very deep erudition ; 
but we do ask whether he would 
not also render himself very 
profoundly ridiculous ? 

It will, of course, be said by 
many readow. It is much easier 
to discover fanlls, than to point 
tbe way to excellence. 

We should pursue the subject 
further, but our limits at this time 
forbid. On some other occaaion 
we may resume it. We close 
our remarks by ajjplying tok 
good sermon the well koowa 
lines of Cowper, with reference 
to that gospel which it should be 
the great object of every sermon 
to exalt.

" Public gaming by Lotteries, 
so far from being less criminal 
than otherspecies of that vice, is 
the worst of them all : for it abets 
and Salmons, as far as example 
and coDcurrence can do it, a 
practice which opens (he door to 
every species of fraud and vil- 
lany ; which Is pregnant .with 
the most extensive, evils to the 
community and to individuals ; 
which seldom fails annually to 
bring several to an untimely end 
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bj inicide or the seoteDCe of the 
law : vtiich Qoeetlles an im- 
mense multitude from ihe boo- 
est emploj'meDts o( tbeir station, 
to run in quest of imaginary 
wealth ; and which exposes 
them fo maoifold temptations, un- 
fits them for returning lotheiruaU' 
al mode of life, and often materi- 
ally injures their ciaeu instances, 
breaks their spirits, sours their 
tempers, and excites the worst 
passions of which ihej are sus- 
ceptible. Indeed, the evils, po- 
litical, moral, wd religious, of 
Lotteries, are too glaring to be 
denied even by those who plead' 
Dece3.^ity for continuing them, 
and too numerous to be recapit- 
ulated in this ^lace. Can 
it therefore consist with the 
law of God, " Thou ahalt not 
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coret,*' or with ths character of ■ 
christian, to concur in sach an in- 
iquitous and injurious Bystem, 
from a rash desire of irregular 
gain ? Whatever argument proves 
it unlawful for two orlhree men to 
cast lots for a sum of money, or to 
game inany other way, much more 
strongly concludes against a mill- 
ion of persons gaming publickly 
by a Lottery for a month or six 
weeks together, to the stagna- 
tion, in a great meaanre, of every 
other business; whilst the gain 
made by government and by iudi- 
viduals, from the stakes deposited 
with them, renders it as impro- 
deot as it is sinful in the adven- 
turers; for every individual 
stakes three to one on . an even 
chance, if a covetous appe^ to 
providence may be calledcbance." 
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The Importance of the Scriplvret to 
a Teacher of Religion. A Die- 
course delivered in the Meeting- 
kouie of the Sec. Baptist Church 
in Boston, Sept. 18, 1822, before 
Ike Boston Baptist Asiocialion, 
by Lueins BoUes, Ji.

We seize the first opportunity 
to introduce this sermon to the 
attention of our readers. If we 
might anticipate the effect which 
it will produce upon others by 
that which it produced upon our- 
selves, we should feel oonfident 
that they will ris6 from the peru- 
sal of it, gratified and instruct- 
ed. Both ill the choice, and in 
the diecussioG of his subject, we 
think the author has been emi- 
nentlv fortunate. It is addressed 
specially to clergymen, aod its 
design is, as it purports to be, to 



illustrate (he importance of the 
scriptures to a teacher of relig- 
ion. This is the grand thought 
which is constantly kept in view 
throughout the whole of the dis- 
course. It is the centre towards 
which every line conveigei. In- 
deed we have rarely met with a 
sermon which presents a happier 
model of unityt'of design. 

It is the duty of a " teacher of 
religion to give instruction on 
subjects not easily explained by 
men, but involving their highest 
interests and eternal hopes. He 
ought to be able to teach with 
clearness and certainty ; to hesi- 
tate, would paralize his efforts ; 
to presume, might mislead the 
learner to his final destruction." 
Hence arises the necessity of his 
possessing a book which bears 
upon it the acknowledged im- 
pression of supernatural origin, 
and which comprehends within - 
its sanctions all that i» solemn in 
eternity.

Tm Board of tbe HamiUm 
BaplUt Muium Soeitt), lield an 
adjourned meeting at Oneida Caa> 
tiefoo, on tbe 9th of Oct. last 
They inspected the mechanics, 
the buildings and tbe School. 
They were highly gratified witb 
the proficiency which had beam 
made by two Indian hoys in the 
blacksmith's trade. The Com- 
mittee appointed to erect a 
house, two bams, and a carpeo. 
ter's shop, had considerably ad- 
vanced with them all, aad tbej 
were in a Sp^ degree of for- 
wardness. The School consist- 
ed of bnt a small nnmber of ' 
acholars. The last winter it av- 
erted about forty in a day ; hnt 
has been considerably less during 
the summer. As tbe children are 
under very little parental re- 
straint, and rove aboot at pleas- 
ure, they find many diversions in 
summer, which they pursue in 
preference to a regular attend- 
ance on tbe school. In the win- 
ter they are more shut up, and it 
is less difficult to keep them at 
school. The Board have v«ry 
little doubt, bnt the school will 
increase in a short time, beyond 
its feirm«r nnmber. 

A nnmber of the chief men of 
the nation manifested a desire for 
an interview with tbe Boardj 
which was granted. Tbey er- 
preiised much conSdence and sat- 
isfaction in the Board, iully a^ 
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proving tbe DMUom idopted t« 
improTe their degraded and luf* 
feting coDditioD. They request-

To car- 
ry this plan into elect will in- 
crease the expenaes tf the Beard, 
but will DQdoiibted>r seenre a 
Biore effeutnal application of all 
the public charities to this peo- 
ple.

It is with pleasnre that we an- 
nounce to oar Christian friends,

of our American Baptist breth- 
ren s and lay before our readers 
the object of hia mission. 

Besides letters from the Presi- 
dent of the United States, from 
(be principal Ministers of Slate, 
and from eminent preachers of 
differentdenominations, he brings 
the following official address. 

[As the objects of this College are 
known to American readen, we only 
giTB the (oilawiag extract from tbia 
addreis of the Trusteei to the friend* 
of leaiQUiS >» Great Britain.] , 

"Though incorporated by con- 
gress, this Institution depends 
solely on individual liberality for 
support. To onr brethren and 
the public in this country, appli- 
cation has been made with suc- 
cess. In the purchase of land, 
however, the erection of suitable 
buildings, and the actual opera- 
tions of the eslablifhmeiil, an ex-

pense of more than £11,000 hat 
been incarred, and only about 
half of this turn has, as yet, been 
collected. Considerable debt, 
therefore, eiistt at present, be* 
sides the necessity of providing 
support for iTie professors, par- 
ticularly in the Theological de- 
partment, and for procuring a 
Library and Philosophical Appt^ 
ratos, 

"Under these circtrnistances, 
the Trustees appeal to the well- 
known liberality of their British 
brethren. They remember to 
what country the United States 
owe their origin, and are indebt- 
ed for the means of literary and 
moral improvement. They re- 
member, that it is the British 
who have filled the world with 
the tokens oftheir benevolence ; 
and that, among them, their Bap- 
tist brethren are not the least ac- 
tive in their efforli to difTose the 
blessings of knowledge and 
Christianity. 

Animated with these considera- 
tions, the Trustees have found 
themselves encouraged to ap< 
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poiot the Rer. Alva Woods, 
whom they recommeod as a 
^brother beloved,' and who is 
one of the professors in the In- 
slitution, to visit England, and to 
receive such aid as the abuqdant 
muDJGcence of British generosity 
shall supply. 

In conclusion^ the Trustees 
beg leave to say, 'Brethren, pray 
for us. To do good and to com- 
municate, forget not; for with 
eoch sacriQcea God is well pleas- 
ed.' And may your prayers, and 
your alma, come up for a memo- 
rial before God, in that day, 
when they who sow and they 
who reap shall rejoice together."

" To the friends of learning 
and religion in Great Britian, we 
beg leave to say, that we take a 
very lively interest in the Col- 
lege which is now being estab- 
lished at the city of Washington, 
the metropolis of the United 
States of America, for the pro- 
motion of Literature and Science 
generally, and especially for the 
instruction of those who are to 
become the heralds of salvation 
in Christian and pagan lands. 
We have the most entire confi- 
dence in the men, who have the 
management of this Instilntion : 
and we have every reason to be- 
lieve, that it will be the means 
of diffusing extensively, in the 
western world, the blessings of 
literary and Christian knowl- 
edge. Much has been done, and 
ji itiU doing in the United States 
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for its establishment. But it 
seems its friends have already 
gone far beyond their pecuniary 
resources : in this crisis, they 
look to their parent country for 
help. We have not forgotten 
the kind reception they gave to 
our beloved brother Ward, and 
the prompt assistance afforded to 
that laborious missionary, by our 
American brethren ; and we 
trust, that the Rev. Alv* Woods, 
whom they have earnestly re- 
commended to U3, will not be 
sent away empty. A reciproca- 
tion of friendly and Christian of- 
fices, a co-operation in great and 
good enterprises, wilt produce a 
salutary effect apon the benev- 
olent ^n both»idesofthe Atlan- 
tic : it will also call forth more 
aid in the common cause of Chris- 
tianity than Would otherwise be 
obtained, while we put it to the 
trial, which has most faith in our 
Lord's axiom, ' It is more blessed 
to give than to receive.'

This Convention met, agreea- 
ble to adjournment, at Whitesbo- 
rough, N. Y October 16,182*. 
Delegates were present from five 
Associations and seven Churches. 
The Hon, S. Monroe presided. 
The nature and objects of this 
Convention may be learnt from 
the second, eleventh, and twelfth 
articles of their Constitution. 

AtHc^ II. This Convention 
shall consist of, 1st. Such Dele- 
gates as may be appointed an- 
nually by the ditferent Associa- 
tions, not exceeding one Delegate 
to five Churches, nor more than 
live from any one Association : 
2nd, One Delegate from any Ed- 
ucation or Missionary Society, 
which may contribute to its funds. 
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ArticU XI. II shall be the doty 
of the Board to appoint Mission- 
iriea and Agents, determine their 
compenaation, give them instruc- 
■ tiona, and dismiss them under 
SDch regulations as may from 
time to time be imposed by the 
Convention, at the Meetings of 
ivhich they shall render a fair ac- 
coant of all (heir proceedings, 
recommend to the Convention 
such measaree as they may thinlc 
expedient to be adopted, and man- 
age the concerns of the Conren- 
lion during its recess. 

Article XII. It shall be the du- 
ly of the Delegates of each con- 
stituent Association and Missiona- 
ry Society, to produce a brief ac- 
count of the state of religion 
within its circle ; also such other 
information as may be calculated 
to promote the designs of ihis In- 
stitution : (he reading of which 
shall constitute one of the first 
items of business in the Conren- 
tion.

The people are 
in general abtCi and wiah to Mucato 
their children, if they could obtain 
good teachers.

in our meetinga, to conclude, that the 
Lord would soon appear by tbe power 
of his Spirit, and build up bia church 
in this place. But I at length ob- 
served to my great diaappointment 
and grief, that the people heard aa 
though tbcy heard not, and seemed 
to see at though they saw not — for ai 
soon as our meetings were diimiMed, 
the most of tbe people appeared lu 
have lost all aense of eternal things, 
artd it was manifest that the word 

? reached had no place in their heart*. 
'bus it continued with them until last 
apring, when the Lord waa pleased t& 
work efftclualfy by the power of bia 
spirit, upon the mlnda of some, who 
usually assembled with those denom- 
inated Free-will Baptiita, who resid- 
ed in the easterly part of this town. 

In the month of March, it was atat. 
ed to me by a friend, that a number of 
individuals who attached themselves to 
that religious denomination, gave evi- 
dence ot a change of heart i and that 
the work waa spreading in that part 
of the town, from house to bouse. At 
the time the above information was 
imparted to me, I did not attach that 
credit to the statement, that I have 
since believed it demanded. In or- 
der, however, to satisfy myself relative 
to its being a genuine woi k of the di- 
vine Spirit, I attended a prayer-meet- 
ing where a number of the young con- 
verts were aasembled. 8oan after the 
meeting was opened, iieveral of those 
converts who had recently entertained 
a hope in the pardoning meicy of Ciod, 
arose, und gave sucli scriptural evi- 
dence of their having pissed fVom 
death lo life, that I could no longer 
doubt cf their having become the hap- 
py recipients of (he saving grace of 
God. lu the course of (lie evening, 
while uniting wiib lliemin prayer, and 
listening to (he eihortations which 
flowed from their lips, my soul caught 
the sacred flame, and I nas led to 

five glory to God. From that time, 
fell my soul enlarged for ilie pros- 
perity at Ziun, and that sinners might 
be converted to ti.e Lord. About ttua 
lime, christians belonging to the dif- 
ferent rellgioua denomiBalioni in tottn 
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were roased in S ^ater or Icii de- 
^ee 10 • sense of the importince of 
their becoming workers together with 
Christ in the ^nrioQi work which now 
hcgtn to apreul in >lmost erary di- 
rection, ■mong' the three religioui 
denominUions in the town. Lecture* 
were attended ne»rly erery dwy of the 
week in different pirts of the town: 
and notwilhitiindin^ the trsTcliing wu 
extremely bad in the month > of March, 
April and May; yet. generally, the 
meetings were crowded, and in al- 
■nost every coontenaoce waa depicted 
an unusual degree of concern. The 
aged, middle aged and youth, listened 
with profound attention to the impor. 
tant truths imparled by the ambaiia- 
dors of Christ. Numbera of dilTerent 
ages and sexes realized, for the first 
time, that the religion of Jesus was a 
personal concern, and that, without a 
aavin^ interest in his pardoning mer- 
cy, they must Ue down in eternal sor- 
row. This ^orioua work progreued 
in silent majesty from house to house. 
Its divine influence was not conBned 
to one vicinity to the 'exclusion of 
another. No, blessed be Gud, there 
has evidence been exhibited of ita 
having visited almost every family lo> 
oated on the same road, leading from 
sue extremity of the tawn to the others 
a distance of from 6 to nearly 14 
miles. And I would wish tu abaerve, 
to the glory of that grace which la 
rich, sovereign and free, that in al- 
most every instance of a saving con- 
version to God, which has transpired 
in the course of this Reformation, 
the work baa been effected by the all- 
powerful, soul-quickening, and soul -at< 
tracting inffuence of the Holy Spirit, 
independently of any human means. 
A tew instances, however, have been 
noticed, of persons having been sav- 
ingly wrought upon, by hearing Ihe 
nng converts declare what the Lord 
done for their souls. Some, 
irtiile at labour in their fields, have 
been powerfully arrested by the S[ur< 
it of God, and have eventually been 
enabled to rejoice in hii salvation. 

One young woman informed me, 
Aat after having passed an evening 
with her gay companions i and while 
netitming home in company with olh- 
ers, that a solemn sense of eternal 
things was instantaneously fattened 
upon her mind, and never lef^ her,, 
until she was enabled to believe in 
Christ, to the saving of her soul. 

In some of our meetings, there have 

been nearly 30 persoM of different 

ages and sex, that have manifested a 
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the people of God, when they engaged, 
in the duty of prayer, that the Lord 
would have mercy upon them, for the 
Redeemer's suke. Elder Files, of the 
Free-wilt Baptist connection, has tteen 
the honored instrument, in the hand 
of God, of doing much good in this 
glorious work. Tlie deep humility, 
holy solemnity, and constant engaged- 
Dcss of soul manifested by him, has 
interested the feelings of the people 
remarkably in fais favour. Hi* 
preaching baa constantly been direct- 
ed to the hearts and commences of 
his bearers May the Lord reward 
him abundandy for his work and la- 
bours of love. 

This precious work has progressed 
without that noise, and those contor- 
tions on the part of those convicted 
for their sins, which have in some 
refbrmations remote firom us, jpvea 
the enemies occasion to malign the 
converts, and reproach the blessed 
cause. But in all our public meetings, 
(so far as my information baa extend- 
ed) an awful solemnity has been ex- 
hibited, while the g^d tidings of saU 
vation have been proclaimed, and 
moumingsouls directed tD"the Lamb 
of God, that taketh away the sin of 
the world." I shall now proceed to 
atate the numbers that t have bap- 
tized, and that have joined tbemaelvea 
to the church with which I am con-

Mrs. E. Pittman waa the daughter 
«T Elder John Goode, of Chesterfield 
Bounty, Vir, She was bom June 4, 
1774. She obtained a hope in the 
Lord at about eleven years of age, and 
was soon after baptized In 1798 she 
married Elder Williamaon H. Pitt- 
man, by H'hom she had five child- 
ren, two of whom she was called to 
commit to the dust. Allhoufrh she 
always seemed to be well grounded 
and eatabliibed in the faith of the goa- 
pel, yet about a year prior to her 
death, ahe was greatly revived by the 
sweet proniiaea of G(>d's word, which 
were given her in the dear Redeem- 
er, the delight of her soul. 

In the spring <^ 1821, she was tak- 
en ill wilh a tedious sickneas i on the 
eighth of April, having got tomeihing 
better, said she felt well enough to 
ride to meeting that day, which was 
only one mile. Her physician being 
present, thought it would not be inju- 
rious lo health. She accordingly went 
with her husbatid to the meeting, and 
was greatly animated onder the sweet 
sound of the gospel of Christ. After 
meeting she returned home, and never 
more had the privilege to go to the 
bcnite of priiyer, to join the saints in 
publick worahip. She never aller 
weot abroad, excepting to walk in her 
yard and garden a few atepa, until her 
diseaae wholly confined her to the 

In the farmer part of her illneaa, 
she at times appeared to be greatly 
distressed in mind, through darkness, 
doubts, and feara ; yet the Lord being 
merciful, according to the good word 
of his grace, kept her from being 
tempted more than ske could bear. 



She bore her afflictive confinement 
with great fortitude and patience. 
For many weeks prior to her death, 
she seemed to settiti down with an 
humble confidence in Gud her Sa. 
viour. Angels, death, and eternity,

broad beams of the lomiaary of 
day, reflected from mountain and 
from meadow, from woodland and 
from waterfall, in every variety of 
hue, and with every combina- 
tion of loveliness.

WILrUL lOHOnAHCE- 
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The following statement of a 
fact, is commuoicated in the be- 
lief that it may be instrumental 
in saving some from a similar er- 
ror and catastrophe. 

In my parish lived J — W— , aa 
industrious farmer, prosperous in 
business, single, sober, a good 
neighbour, and in a worldly view, 
an estimable man. He lived 56 
years, In the early part of his 
life, and to the age of aboat thir- 
ty, be had beeo a habitual at- 
tendant on the public worship of 
God. For several years, his 
mind had been under serious im- 
pressions, and at some seasons his 
exercises were of a strong char- 
acter, which led him to inquire 
*" what he must do to be saved," 
arged hioi to seek the conversa- 
tion of his minister, and to be 
much employed in religious coa> 
cems. But he quenched the 
spirit. He grew weary under 
such aniielies, and sought relief 
by a desperate escpedient, viz. by 
tailing shelter under wilful igno- 
rance. He was well apprised 
that his responsibility must be 

Eroportipned to his knowledge, 
nt seemed to have overlooked 
ihe tratfa, that he was account- 



and for all his advantagea, aa a 
as for the knowledge which h« 
actually possessed. He there- 
fere reaolved to envelop himself^ 
as far as possible, in ignofance. 
He entirely forsook the hooae of 
God, and' all religious meetings^ 
abandoned every attempt at pray? 
er, shunned hia minister, abut up 
bis bible, and wished to avoid 
every word and every thought 
which related to God and relig- 
ion. To inquiries into the reasons 
of his conduct, he uniformly re- 
plied, that he wished to lighten 
hia coademnatioQ by excladiaf 
knowledge; and he would gladly 
have been changed to a heatheit 
or a beast, as far aa religions in- 
formation was concerned. He 
refused the remonstrances of 
faithful friends — bis feelings wers 
callous to the intreaties of affec- 
tion — hia ear was abut against 
waming-— his mind was unassail- 
able by ai^ument la this state 
he remained for years. He was 
retiring, reserved, clouded in bi* 
aspect, and notwithstanding his 
apparent peace, his mind wat 
probably corroded with habitual 
dbconteat. 

1 often Visited Ihe house, and 
occasionally fonnd opportunities 
of addressing him directly. I fre- 
quently questioned him respect- 
ing his viewa of religion, but 
could rvely obtain a reply, and 
then only aa necesaity conatraiaed 
him, for the sake of passing off 
the conversation. I pressed bink 
with the absurdity of his course, 
warned htm of his danger, urged 
him by every motive to attend to 
the public exercises of the aab- 
bath, aad to other duties, but all 
in vain. He had died the prin- 
ciple in hia mind, that to avoid all 
instruction would be the happiest 
course for him ; and although be 
made no attempt to defend it by 
argument, he was inflexibloL 

Towards the close of his life, 
his mind was greatly distressed; 
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and Bt length h» horror became 

insupportable. Month artermootb 
b« appeared more disconsolate, 

Juitleii hu businesfi, seemed in a 
eep study, occa.4ioncd alarm to 
faia friends, and was a burden to 
himself. I visited him, tbougb 
Dot at his request, for he had no 
wish to see me. In this inter' 
view be was more free in con- 
TersatiOD than I had ever knoivD 
him to be. He nas in ^reat agi- 
tation and distress of mine), and he 
wished that God would immedi- 
ately take him out of the world. 
1 took the bible and explained 
the gospel to him, but he had do 
ear to hear. I aslied bim wheth- 
er he read (he bible, to which he 
replied in (he negative, addii^ 
that he had not read it for a long 
lime, and that be could not en- 
dure to read it. 1 asked him if 
he prayed, to which bis replj 
was, that be could not pray, and 
that neither the bible nor prayer 
could do bim any good. He did 
not, however, forbid me to pray 
with him. There hod been a 
time, he said, when b^ might 
have found the blessii^ of rel^f- 
ion, but that period had long since 
departed — his fate was now set- 
tled — and the sooner he was out 
ofthe world the better. I en- 
deavoured to alarm him by pre- 
sentinga view ofthe tendency of 
such sentimentK, but without ef- 
fect. Within a week, be was 
found in the morning, suspended 
by the neck, dead. 

I would suggest the following 
reflections on this melancholy 
case. ' 

1. How empty and unsatisfy- 
ing is the world without God. 
This man bad an abundance. He 
chose a close retreat for the pur- 
pose of destroying himself, and 
there he bung, a dreadful spec- 
tacle ,BarrouDded by bis treasures. 
lA iLOuniUd ipirit nho can htar ? 

2. Awakened sinners always 
resist the Holy Ghost, They see 
in some raeunre Jtheir conditioo. 
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but they will not labiBit to Ood. 
Their oppositioa (o the divine 
character is the only canse tff 
their distress. What a wonder 
of mercy that any are conqnered 
and saved. So thtti AalA he mercy 
oa vhoim ht will hav« nMrcy. 

3. Hen are aa certamly ac- 
countable for wilful ignorance, 
as for perverted knowledge. 
Neglecters of public worship are 
answerable for all the instructions 
which they ni^ht have received 
from their spiritual watchmen. 

4. Those who forsake the 
house of God, or lire in the neg- 
lect of divine appointments, are 
likely to ruin their own souls.

I have read with moch plea^ 
ure, an essay in your last num- 
ber, on " Unity in a Sermon.''— 
The principles which it illus- 
trates, although to me somewhat 
new, seem in general, jndicioas 
and h^bly important 

Were more attention paid to 
this subject by preachers of tbe 
gospel, I am convinced more ef- 
fect would be produced by their 
labours ; and that we should lew 
frequently hear tbe complaints, 
now BO common, of tediousnesB 
and repetition. Still there are 
some points alluded to, in the 
"Essay," npon which, I would 
respectfully solicit further infor- 
mation. I will put my inqniriea 
into the form of questions, that 
they may assume a more definite 
form, and thus more readily 
elicit tbe instruction 1 desire. 

1. Are there not some advanta- 
ges intimately connected with 
dividing a Sermon f Does it not 
enable the bearer to recollect 
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the InstraclioB to which he has 
atteaded ? Are not divisioos rest- 
UfT places for the memory, from 
which the mind may more lei- 
aurely sorrey the g^ronad which 
it IB passing over 7 

2, The author of the "Essay" 
■eems to aim bis remarks espec- 
ially against the system of tripU 
dirisioQ ; althoug^h 1 see no pe- 
culiar attraction id (hat Dumber, 
I see DotbiDg very repalsive in 
if. Why may not a sermon have 
three di?isions, or even four or 
fireT 

3. There are some subjects, 
«ii which it would be difficult to 
treat without several diviaioiis. 
If a minister were preaching up- 
on a particular doty, if be only 
explained its nature, would not 
his discourse appear more like aa 
essay, than a sermon ? If he were 
preaching upon repentance, would 
it not be proper and highiy ben- 
eficial to consider, first, its na- 
ture, secondly, its importance, 
and thiriUyjits evidences? 

By answering these inqniries, 
you will confer a peculiar fa-

We are sincerely obliged to 
Gaius for his letter, and with 
pleasure answer his pertinent in- 
quiries. We wish that more of 
our readers would follow his ex- 
ample- If we advance any opin- 
ions which will not bear the test 
of exaininatioD, it will afford us 
pleasure to retract them. If any 
of our sentiments are obscurely 
expressed, we shall seize, with 
avidity, every opportunity of 
presenting them with additional 
illustrations. , 

1. In answer to the first in- 
quiry, we remark, that doubtless, 
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advantages may result from the 
division of a sermon. Alaoy ser- 
mons require it ; some would be 
absolutely faulty without it. In 
such cases, by all means, let di- 
visions be made ; nay, more, let 
them be numbered. All this 
may be done, and yet no viola- 
tion be offered to the law of 
unity. Two, three, or four ar- 
guments may have a direct bear- 
ing upon one position, as many 
illastratioQs may shed their con- 
centrated light upon one doc- 
trine, and then the want of di^ 
visions would clearly be a defect. 
But suppose a sermon is fully 
occupied with the enforcement 
of one ai^nment, or the espan- 
sioD of one illustration! How 
shall we, in such a case, find a 
place for " firstly," " secondly," 
and "thirdly?" Here division, 
if not impracticable, would be a 
blemish instead of a beauty. Be- 
sides, it may be fairly questioned, 
whether the greatest effect is 
produced by that sermon of 
which the several heads and di- 
visions are most perfectly remem- 
bered. All this may be done, 
and scarcely any faculty of the 
mind, except the memory, be 
called into exercise. When 

(bis is the case, recollection will 
not be durable. A few days, at 
most, will efface the whole im- 
pression. Considering man sim- 
ply as an intellectual being, a 
speaker will produce the great- 
est effect upon an audience 
when their understanding is 
aroused, and they feel the neces- 
sity of some mental exertion in 
order to follow the train of his 
thought. If then his argument 
be conclusive, the effort with 
which it has been comprehended, 
will rivet it upon the memory. 
The effect then is somewhat the 
same as though the hearer had 
originated that particular illus- 
tration of the subject. And 
though perhaps he may not 
recollect immediately afterwards . 
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all the steps hj which he arrired 
at the result, he knowi that the 
reiolt ia true. 

S. These remarlu will fur- 
nish the necessary answer to the 
second question. ]We Entertain 
no pecnliar hostility to the num- 
ber threes We onlj" animad- 
verted upon it, because it is 
the number which so constantly 
marks the divisions of a sermon. 
We remarked upon it, not he- 
•ause it seemed ^'peculiarly re- 
pnlsive," bat because we could 
not see in it any thing " pecu- 
liarly attractive." Let a ser- 
mon have as many topics as in 
the time allolted can be discuss- 
ed ^ but let them all have a 
bearing upon one point. And 
the reaiOD is the same as we 
gave in the essay. The atten- 
tion becomes distracted by - di- 
veniily of subjects. If we wish 
to produce the greatest effect, 
we must limit ourselves to one. 
Or to advert to a common adage, 
" if a thing is worth doing at all, 
it is worth doing well." If a 
doctrine is important enough (o 
be inculcated, it is important 
Enough to be inculcated thor- 
•Dgbly. And what doclrine in 
the bible would a preacher 
wish to inculcate, upon which 
be could not pro6tably spend the 
time allotted to a pulpit dis- 
course ? 

3. This brings us to the third 
question, which may be sum- 
med up in the inquiry, why 
'^in preaching upon repentance, 
it would not be proper to consid- 
er, first, its nature, second, its 
importance, and third, its evi- 
dences?" We ansiver, this might 
be a good division for a treatise 
Upon repentance.. Were a man 
to write a book upon this sub- 
ject, he might very properly 
adopt such a plan. But let ua 
recollect that we are consider- 
ing what would be proper not 
for an octavo volume, but for a 
discourse of thirty or for^ win*

Again, were a minister to 
preach but once in his life on 
the subject, or were a people to 
hear it discussed bat ooce, this 
plan, we confess, might be eli> 
gible. For this reason were ■ 
missionary travelling through * 
heathen conotry, wherever he 
addressed an assembly, he might 
very properly present before 
them so outline of the whole 
plan of redemption. Bnt the 
circumstances of a settled pastor 
are widely different. He has to 
enforce fcequently upon his peo- 
ple the same doctrine. He 
must not exhsBSt all a subject 
in the first sermon, nor must he 
so preach upon any subject, that 
he can never allude to it again, 
without repeating a part of 
what he has said before. Other- 
wise his people will grow weary, 
and it will not be surprising if be 
become indolent. A certain set 
of phrases, and a certain train of 
thought, will mechanically sug- 
gest themselves whenever be re- 
curs to each particular doctrine, 
and thus, the labour of thinking 
will become almost unnecessary, 
and having become unnecessary, 
will soon be abandoned. 

But we may at last be referred 
to experience ; and it may be 
asked, are not such sermons as we 
censure more useful than those 
we commend ? We answer, with- 
out hesitation, other things being - 
equal, certainly not. We admit 
that if two men be compared, of 
whom the one is fiUed with fer*

Mr last informed you of onr 
expected departure from Cfaitta- 
gnng. Since that time, we have 
bad the happiness of seeing a 
bungalow erected at this place, 
vcbicb will render us comfortable 
durkig the dry seasou. Mrs. Col- 
sian has been able to raise a 
small school. It floarisbea be- 



yond our ftzpectitioiis,— espec- 
ially when we consider tfatf 
there it net a tingle Arrakaoeee 
who reside* on oar premitea. 
Could an appropriation be made, 
or fandt raited for its tnpport, 
much benefit might retuU t» 
these ignorant, wretched chil- 
dreii. 

Since our arrival, I have hed 
considerable con venation witb 
many who live aronnd ua, and 
with many who Ijve m different 
parta of the Burmao empire. 
The imperfect vievn of divine 
truth which have been given, 
(for imperfect they most be 
while I am deficient in the lan- 
P"***.) ''ill not, I hope, be en- 
tirely in vain. From some we 
have been favoured with sev- 
eral visits, and one or two \t- 
ford considerable evidence ofbft- 
ing renewed by divine grace. 
Inquiry bat been excited. The 
|>eople frequently meet together 
in small companies, and have 
warm debates concerning the- 
christian religion. These ap- 
pearancet are encouraging, and 
Bometimes lead me to indulge the 
belief, that the way fop the 
spread of divine truth will be 
opened, whenever myself and 
others are qualified to speak Ar- 
rakanese with fluency and clear- 
new. It is not however reason- 
able to suppose that the seed 
can be sown, and the harvest 
reaped in a single day. The 
present may be properly denom- 
inated the season of preparation. 
A regular aeries of labour baa 
not as yet been commenced. 
Most of my time is still employ- 
ed in study ; nor can 1 at pres- 
ent be more profitably engaged. 

It affords me, however, great 
pleasure to look forward to the 
time when 1 shall he partially re- 
leased from this work, and atiall' 
enjoy the privilege of dailr 
preaching the gospel to this 
pjerishing people. We need not 
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b« concerned aboat the final re- 
flnlt. For onr Lord liaii said, tbat

A few weeks ago I wrote lo 
yon, communicaling the mournful 
news of brother Colinan's death. 
It is now my painfal dat; to ac- 
quaint j'on that the da; before 
yesterday we were deeply aflect- 
ed with the uneipected intelli- 
S^ence from Rangoon of the death 
•f Mrs. Price. Dr. Price has fa- 
voured ine with Ibe account of 
her truly diatreasjag afflictiou, 
which at length leriainated in her 
dismisaal to a better state of ex- 
istence. I send with this a num- 
ber of letlert, which arrived here 
by the same conveyance from 
Rangoon, and which will doubt- 
less contain the particnUra ofthis 
bereaving providence, and pre- 
vent the necessity of my writing 
more lat^ely on the subject. The 
great Disposer of all things knows 
besthisown plans, and it becomes 
ne to bow submissively to his sa- 
cred will. I sincerely . pray that 
these successive dispensations 
may not discourage the friends of 
the American Baptist Missionary 
Society.

My dear Brother Sfffery, 

As 1 am in the habit of giringr 
you a regular account of the pro- 
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priocipally to this object. You 
ivill have learot from my last thqt 
we.bad met with a little eocoiir- 
gfemeot ; aod I am happy to add, 
tnatduriag' the last quarter our 
proBpecIa in this department have 
been Blitl more encouraging. It 
now being the Christmas vaca- 
tion, Mrs. Rowe is mere at leisure 
with respect to ' our boarding 
school J but she is fully employed 
in her native female schools, aod 

. I hope 9be is not labouring in vain. 
I shall how give you a short ac- 
count of the schools separately, 
and arrange them according to 
the time of their establishment.

Sckwl at pinafore. 

This School commenced in the 
.year 1818. A few females, be- 
I on'giog to His Majesty's twenty- 
. fourth foot, bad united with Mrs. 
Ro^e^in forming a society to pro- 
mote native female education, 
about twelve months before the 
«atabl^bment of the Dinapore- 
.ichooj. During thalyear, eflorla 
were made both at Digah and at 
another place in Dinapore, but 
they failed. At the time the pres- 
ent school was set up, the preju- 
dices of our native neighbours 
, against female education were so 
.'strong, that very few girls could 
jje obtained. To effect any thing, 
fit vvas necessary to employ a na- 
tive schoolmaster, and it was 
therefore -agreed thai Mrs. Rowe 
should admit a number of boys in- 
to this school till more females 
-could be procured. As a boys' 
school it soon prospered, and 'has 
continued jo a prosperous state 
ever sjince. The numher of boys' 
vwies from twenty to fifty, ac- 
cording to the season of the year : 
at certain seasons many of them 
are occupied in the fields. These 



boys read the acriptares and re> 
ligious tracts, without the least 
scruple whatever. In the female 
department, for about two yean, 
things remained tu a fluctuating 
Btpte. Evil disposed persons 
raised some silly repdrts respect- 
ing our motives, and though most 
of Ibem were perfectly ridicu- 
lous', yet they too oflen had the 
desired effect. On some of these 
occasions, the poor children 
woiild fly as jf they were about 
to be tied up in bags and shipped 
for England: Notwithstanding all 
tbese discouragements, the school 
now assumes a more setUed and 
respectable appearance. There 
ard eight girtt and In>o women at- 
tached to it. The girb 'attend 
the School, and the nomeh ai% 
taught at their otvn houses. As 
I was going through Dinapore a 
few weeks ago, I was surprised 
to see a woman in one of the shop's 
with a manuscript book lying op- 
en before hef, and she reading 
out of it with an audible voice.' 
On after inquiry, I found that 
she was one of the women taught 
by this master, and that she was 
then learning the lesson which 
had been written out for ber for 
that day. Wheo she heard that I 
had been inquirirtg after her, sh« 
came to our bungalow to make 
heraalam. One girl in this school 
has made considerable progress 
in reading and writing, and we 
hope she will, ere long, become a 
female teacher. Besides Mrs. 
Rowe's occasional visits, she has 
them at our bungalow abont once 
a month,' to undergo a general 
examination. These girls con- 
sider themselves respectable, aixl 
have hitherto refused to receive 
any rewards for learning, except 
a small quantity of native sweet- 
meats now and then. There was 
a goopooioe (female teacher) at- 
tached to this school, but Mrs. 
Rowe had to dismiss her for im- 
proper conduct. The school- 
master is one of the most rcsp«c(- 
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able we bave, and is in great 
e«leeiii antoAjf hia neigbboura. It 
was proposed to send bim to Cal- 
cQtta, for a montb or two, to see 
tbe Bcbools establisb^-d there, and 
to acquire some new iDforaiation 
on tbe subject of native schools ; 
but some natives who have fe- 
males al his school, sent to re- 
quest that he might not go, as 
they contd not send their children 
to any other master during' his 
absence. He reads tbe scriptures 
in Hiadoosfhanee a great deal, 
and his school is become quite a 
place of inquiry. He admires the 
morality of the Bihle. and is very 
iaqnisitive respecting its doc- 
trinps. He is also much in the 
habil of comparing scriplure with 
scripture, and frequently brings 
apparent contradictions and di^- 
cult passages to be eiplained 
Tbe Memoir of Pelumber Singh, 
now printed in Hiodoost^hanee, 
seems to delight him much. 
When one of his scholars was one 
day reading in this tract, tbe mas- 
ter exclaimed with emotion, 
*' Whenever I hear that book 
read, it pierces my heart, and at- 
taches it to God 1" 1 think he is 
by far tbe most candid and disin- 
terested native scbnolma^ter we 
have. Who knows but God may 
work effectually in his heart, and 
make him an instrument for doing 

Lyme SeKooL 

The nest in order of time is 
the Lyme Sehuol. The last ac- 
counts i sent yon of this school 
were rather dbcouraging ; so 
much BO that at tbe lime I wrote 
we bad some serious thoughts of 
givmg it up altogether, and of en- 
deavouring to establish one in its 
etead in some place where cir- 
cumalanees appeared more fa-- 
vourable. We feared the little 
enccess that attended our labours 
at this place would prove discour- 
■ flging lo our kind frienifs at Lyme. 
J-^xpenpncc, hoirever, convinces 
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OS that it i% by a patitnt eoNfimi- 
a»e«'tn well doing (hat we must 
eipect to attain our object. We 
have already seen many inveter- 
ate prejudices against native fe- 
male editcation give way ; and 
what may we not expect in an- 
swer to the united and fervent 
prayers of tbe thousands of GotTs 
people who have this object at 
heart ? The prospects at Ibis 
school are more faronrabje than 
they were a few mcnths ago, 
Tbe conduct of other masters, 
and the attendance and progress 
of females in other schools, have 
become an incitement to the mas- 
ter and children in this. There 
are thirty-Jive boys in this school, 
most of whom are in the lower 
claBses. They are generally 
taken from school, and occupied 
in some businesH, as soon as they 
can read, iv rite, and cipher toler* 
ably well ; and indeed frequently 
before Ifaey have made much 
proficiency in these branches. I 
believe (here were bat four girls 
in the school when I last wrote 
yon. One of these, who could 
read and write pretty welf, has 
, been married and has gone to re- 
side wilb her bnsband in another 
village ; and another of them has 
accompanied her. When she left 
tbe school, tbe master gave her 
a supply of books, which she 
promised to read. Since that 
there have been several additions, 
BO that there are now tmehtgirU 
and one woman. They have beea 
at our bungalow once or twice to 
undei^o a genera) examination. 
Little, however, can yet be said 
respecting their progress, asthej 
are nearly all new scholars. Soma 
of them have advanced so far ia 
writing as to be able to unite the 
vowel-symbols to the consonants. 
The woman wishes to be ia- 
slructad wilb a view to her be- 
coming a school-mistress ,' and has 
for the last month done all in her 
power, under the direction of the 
master, to brihy Ihe girls forward. 
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Sbe ag:reed (o coqia to our bun- 
galow daily, to receive inatruc- 
tioas from Afrs. Rowe, but after 
doing it a few days she fouad the 
distance so ^reat that she coald 
notcontiaue it. At Mn. Rowers 
last visit to the school, she found 
her busily employed in instruct' 
ing tbe girls. The school room 
is very cold at this season ; a 
neighbouring BrambuD therefore 
allows her to teach the girls on 
bis verandah, which is exposed 
to the BUD. Airs, itowe had some 
convenatioa with tMs Bramhua 
an the subject of female educa- 
tion, and was pleased to find bira 
Aomewhat . inclined to favour it. 
Aoother woniaD who can work 
pretty well at her needle, came 
to offer her services ; but when 
told she must Qrst learn to read, 
she declined. 1 wisb 1 could 
give ad favourable an account of 
this masleras of the last meation- 
«d, but this I cannot. He needs 
« vigilant eye over bim continu- 
ally. 

Jfative Ftmalt Sehoot at Digah. 

I believe I informed yoti of tbe 
commenrcement of a native female 
school at Digah, in which our na- 
tive brother Hureedas's wife is 
-Biistress, uoder the immediate di- 
■rectioaof Mrs. Rowe. This wom- 
an bas improved greatly ia her 
jearoing. She can read, write, 
4nd sew ; and sbe is learning to 
mark the English alphabet on 
'Canvass ; 1 wish 1 could entertain 
a hope of her heart being right 
with God, but I fear this is not the 
case. However, sbe regularly 
attends Hindooat'hanee worship. 
Since tbe formation of this school 
four girls have left under the pre- 
tence that they feared we wanted 
to make christians of Ihem. In 
one sense this was certainly true, 
but not in the sense they meant 
it One of them bas since re- 
tgroed. Several women havecom 
nenced learning to read, but after 
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continuing for a time have grown 
tired and givea it up. There 
are now el^engirU on the school 
list, but two of them are irregular 
in their attendance. The girls in 
this school have greater advanta- 
ges than Ihoiie in tbe other 
schools, in consequence of their 
being so near, and their progress 
is proportionably great. They 
come to Mr^ Rowe daily, except- 
ing one lai-ge girl wh,o ia very 
bashful, and has aotyet been able 
to muster up courage enough to 
come to the bungalow with the 
others, to repeat tbe lessons giv- 
en OD the preceding day, and 
to receive new ones for (he 
next. Three of tbem have near- 
ly read and written .^ut the 
whole of the- Hindee sppllmg 
book. Some of them have also 
learned to work with the nee- 
dle, and have made up several 
suits of clothes for themselves 
The rewards they obtain for 
learning are generally given to 
Ibem in cloth, whjch they make 
up, anil are not a little pleased 
with their performances. The 
boys in the school kept on out 
premises also come daily to the 
bungalow for school exercises, 
but as this school is quite sepa 
rate from the girls 1 need not 
say any more about it in this 
place.

ENOLAHD, DATED TAHtlTE, NOV. 

24, 1821. 

" All our brethren, the Mission- 
aries, received us with the most 
cordial affection, while the na- 
tives were not backward in giv- 
ing ns every proof of their joy 
on onr arrival. The power and 
wisdom of God, as displayed in 
the structure of this wonderful 
island, can only be exceeded by 
that stupendous and marvellous 
change which has takan place 
among its inhabitants; a change 
which fills me with inc^sant as- 
tonishment and joy. Had I op- 
portnuity and leisure to describe 
the former moral condition of 
this people, tt would be unnec- 
essary that I should do it to 
yon : suffice it to obgerve that it 
was peculiarly the place where 
Satan?8 seat was, and if ever that 
awful being were allowed an in- 
carnation, it was here. The de- 
tails of this wickedness, given as 
by the Hiasionaries since we 
have been here, are enough to 
fill us with horror. How many 
human victims have almost daily 
bled upon their crael altars! 
Two-thirds of the infants born 
were instantly murdered by the 
hands of (heir own mothers. I 
saw one woman the other day, 
who had destroyed eight of her 
own offipring. I have heard of 
another who killed nine, another 
seventeen, another twenty !! I 
The god of thieves, for there 
was such a god here, was faith- 
fully served, while crimes of 
other kinds too horrible to he 
named, every where defiled this 
beautiful land. .All the worst 
passions of human nature were 
indnlged in the utmost possible 
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extent. Bat, where sin kbouod- 
ed, grace mnch more abouoda 1 

God has doae great things for 
this people. The failbful and 
holy exertioQg of his servants 
are most ■mply rewarded. The 
prayers of the British churches 
are indeed beard; aod all the 
expenses which have been in- 
curred, are now fully repaid. 
O thatyod, and all erfaoie bearti 
are engaged in doing good to 
the heathen, conld but witnesi 
what I hive already seen ; it 
would fillyoursoal with amaze- 
ment and gratitude. 

Where I have been, the Sab- 
bath is oniversally regarded ; not 
an indiyidual is known, whether 
among the cbiefii or the common 
people, who does not attend di- 
vine wonhip OD the Lord's Day. 
The engagements of that holy 
day commence with a prayer- 
' meeting, condacted entirely by 
the natires themselves at sunrbe. 
Knowing the backwardness of 
Christians in England to attend 
early prayer- meetings, what do 
you think my surprise has been 
on going to these services, to find 
their lai^e places of worship lit- 
erally filled! This is the fact at 
all the situations which I have 
visited; the whole congregations 
indeed attend. At nine o'clock 
in the morning, and at three in 
the afternoon, there is public 
worship and preacbina^, when 
their places are crowded. The 
coDgregalioDs make a very de- 
cent appearance ; all is solemn 
and becoming. They have con- 
greg-ational singing, and it is con- 
dncted with great propriety. In 
the intervals of worship, there is 
catechising of both young and old. 
The natives dress all their food 
nn Saturdays, not a fire i-i lighted, 
not a canoe is Been on the wafer, 
not a journey performed, not the 
least kind of worldly business 
done on the Sabhath. So far as 
outward appearances go, this day 
is here kept indeed holy : by 
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muttitode*, I doubt not, it it kept 
really ao. 

The nissitmariea hare alreadj 
translated and printed the gotpeU 
of Hatthew,Lukfl and J oho, which 
are in the bandi of the people, 
and nothing can induce ibcm to 
part with them. The word of 
Ood it indeed preciotw be re. 
The acripturM ere tbs compan- 
ions of the people wherever tbey 
go. Not a family (I am told) w 
known that has not family wor- 
ship, morning and evening, every 
day. At every missionary station 
there is a church formed; and 
though it is only between two and 
three yean ago that they were 
orgaoized, many real christians 
have nnited to enjoy the benefits 
of the Lord^B Supper, and many 
mure at every station are wailm^f 
wilb eager deiire to obtain ad- 
mission. At one of these are '30 
members, at another 63, at anoth- 
er 74, at a fourth 103. 

No pnbliQ immorality or inde- 
cency ii seen. All drnnkeonots 
and profane swearing are anknoivn 
here. All their former sporta 
and amniements are completely 
put down. Their moraii are al- 
most all demolished, and many of 
them completely obliterated ; 
and it is a singnhr fact, that 
chapels now occupy the very 
ground no which many of them 
stood. Never before did the gos- 
pel obtnin lo complete and so v- 
niversal a triumph in any country 
over heathenism, cruelly, super- 
stition and ignorance. Think 
not ihit [ wish to represent 
these people a? perfect: No, 
alas, hiimun natnre is the same 
here as else where, but I state 
idcU, which speak for them-

Their pcrsans 
in general are equal to those of 
the best grown English, and the 
most agreeable of any foreigners, 
not of English extraction, that 1 
bare seeci, wherever we go; 
we are received with all possible 
friendship. The king and alt his 
chiefs have showed us every 
kindness. Bat the change i^bich 
has taken place among these 
people is what most of all de- 
fights me and fills me with as- 
tODishment. What ynu have 
read is all true. Ail the stations 
that we have seen are in the 
most flourishing circumstances. 
All the congregalioDB are large. 
-The profesiion of Christianity is 
universal J scarcely is the indi- 
vidual known who does not at- 
tend three times every Lord's 
Day at public worship. You 
would be charmed with a Tab«- 
ilao sabbath. O England, blush 
^t thine own inferiority, when 
compared in this respect, with 
4his so lately barbarous land! 
No doubt mncb of this is nothing 
but profession ; bn( that there 
is a great deal of vital pietj', 1 
daubC not 
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Yesterday (Dec. 5, ld31,) I 
partook of the Lord^s Sapper 
with a chnrch consisting of 106 
consistent members. The be- 
haviour of the Taheitan congre- 
gations is not excelled by any 
in England. All is solemn; all, 
apparently, is devotional. 

Civilization is making rapid 
progress. Crimea of all kinds 
are almost uoknown. EacooP' 
age missionary exertions and miB» 
sionary prayers. If any are re- 
laiingin these respects, or ore 
unbelievers in the importance o^ 
miedonary exertions, send thenf 
hither. 1 should not have 
thought the sufferings and in- 
convenience of going ten times 
round the world loo much to be 
endured for the sake of seeing 
what God has wrought in these 
idnlalroiM countries. We hope 
to see all the islands which have 
embraced Christianity before we 
return. Thirteen are kDi^^tn 
where the people have abandon- 
ed their idoU and received the 
trmh. Other islands are peti- 
tioning for missionaries. Indeed, 
if missionaries could be found, 
there is every reason lo hope 
that all the islands in this vast 
ocean would immediately em- 
brace the itulh."

He not only caused 
him to attend on the publick min- 
istry of the word, but exhibited be- 
fore him in the retirement of domes- 
tick life a prscticat iUuslration of 
the pure and holy nature of Chris- 
tianity. Tbi> good man had the 
happiness of knowing that his

_try, who called his o:vn servants, 
aod delivered unto them bis goods. 
To one be gave five talents, to 
another two, and lo another one. 
The approbalion of the Giver de- 
pended upon the right improvement 
ofhisgiflt. Upon his return, w« 
find him commending those who bad 
increased their stock, and exalting 
them to be rulers over many thing*. 
But he that had bid his Lord's tal- 
ent in the earth, was deprived «r 
it, and cast into outer darkness. No 
doubt this parable was spoken to 
stimulate the people of God ia tbe 
discharge of their duty, to arouse 
them from ioaclirily, and to make 
them faithful stewards of their Mas- 
ler** goods. If then the willing and 
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the obedient odIjt >k to cat the 
good ofibe land ; if Uthfiil •emnts 
ooly are to share the tmilea of their 
Mnter, doea it not become all the 
followera of JeRua, and eapeciaHjr 
the preachers of hi* goipel, to arise 
from the bed of alotta, and to do the 
work nhichGod hath ani^ed them.

I can 
do but little ; hat tbal little ahonld 
be done with all my m^ht. When 
looking within, I am almoit diacour' 
aged. Tbe wickedness of my heart, 
tb« coldnesi of my affections, con- 
nected with my 'want of talent, 
serve, >t limes, almost to destroy 
every expectation ofmy doing good. 
Forgive, dear sir, my complaints. 
If 1 had-not struck upon the thoughts 
which nearly fill my letter, 1 am 
apprehensive that you would have 
been pained with th^ sad tale ofmy 
feeling?. But I will forbear. 

In the autumn of 1813, and also 
tbe ensuing summer, Mr. C. was 
tbe subject ot" much bodily indispo- 
ailino. His sickness was occasion- 
ed by exchanj^ing the scenes of ac- 
tive life for the sedf^ntary habits of 
a student. The jifiraon with wbbm 
he passed several weeks, when com- 
pelled to relinquish bi9 studies, re- 
members very disiinclly the pleas- 
ing nnil yel painful state of his mind, 
A!< to bis own pt^raonal interest jn 
Christ, aod a participalioo in the 
final rest which remainetb for tbe 
people of God, Mr, Caiman had an 
bumble and steady hope. But the 
expectation tbat he might live, and 
yei be unable lo preach the gospel, 
produced at limes very gloomy sen- 
sations. Deatb appeared more de* 
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sirahl« to him, thin tbe continn- 
•nc« of life, nBleia ilconldbeipent 
in the aervicn of Cbriit, and in 
warning flinnsr* lo ftee from tbe 
wrath to come. Bnt althniifb b* 
was occasionally much depressed 
when he imafinsd tbat bis proa- 
p«cis of publick usefblnefls were 
ent off,' yet be manifeited a spirit 
of pions resignation to the will of 
God. 

Some idea may be formed of bia 
views and feelings while he waa de- 
prived of health, from the follow- 
ing letten.

The word* of Cowper within a 
few days past, have made a deep 
impression on my mind : 
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The divine proceedings frequently 
appear dirk and mysterious. No 
doubt tbe reason is this, the Lord 
of heaven and earth works upon a 
scale too extensive for man to com- 
prebeod. All the plana of God are 
laid in infinite wisdom, and we may 
rest assured that they will advance 
the best interesls of the universe. 
How pleasing is the consideration 
that a Being of infinite wisdom and 
bent^voleace directs the affairs of 
nations and individuals. When we 
can be suitably impressed with this 
idea, every dispensation of provi- 
dence which relates to ns, appears 
calculated for onr good; we view 
the divine dealings, as proceeding 
from a kind and tender Father, 
whose compassion is so great, that 
he will never aendus prosperity or 
affliction, unleas they are to answer 
raluafale and important ends. How 
sweet is Christian submission ! It is 
a plant which does not thrive in na- 
lare's garden. Tbe cold and ster- 
ile ground of modem philosophy is 
not calcnlated to produce it.

And we should be more 
likely to seize with aridity ihoae 
parts of a disconrae, which our re- 
flections bad made ns feel, wer« 
oaore particnlarlj adapted to our 
own iadividoal situation. By this 
previous process, the intaga of onr 
characters, presented to view in 
the glass of the getpel, would be 
so much more clearly and distinct- 
ly apprehended by us, that the iw- 
presuon would be longer retained, 
ud prodttcfiTe of more salutary 
effects. 

We should go to the house of 
God iu a spirit of prayer. Having 
inqnired into onr own condition, 
we abonld mourn over our imper- 
fections. We should approach the 
divine footsloot with humility and 
iQpplicatioa. And as we shall re- 
eeive DO benefit from pnblick ordi- 
nances without the blessing of God, 
we sboaiJ plead with him, that his 
own appointed means may be bless- 
ed to oar souls. We shonld labour 
to feel a 4eep sense of our depend- 
ence on him, who is the Father of 
lights, and the Qiver of every good 
•od perfect gif>. We shoald pray 
that the word may come with pow 
er to our hearts, so that we may 
be instructed, comforted, and edi- 
fied, by the means of grace, 

In our supplications, we should 
especially remember the ministers 
of the word. For, however they 
maybe distinguished by their tal- 
ents, fidelity, or zeal, they can do 
nothing of themselves. '* Neither 
is be that plantelh any thing, nei- 
ther he thaj walereth ; but Ood 
that giteth the increase." How 
important then, that we should look 
to Him, who alone can make the 
amialry effectual. If we go lo a 
place of worship with such a spirit 
as this, waiting upon God, and desir- 
ing bis blesuDg, we shall not be dis- 
appointed. Iq auwer to prayer, 
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the inflnences of divine grace will' 
be imparled to our souls. 

There should be a desire and 
detpnninali»n to profit by the min- 
istry of the word. Let a person, 
before he leaves his habitation, or 
whilst on bis way to pntltck wor- 
ship, resolve within himself: "I 
will endeavonr lo derive some ben* 
efit from what I may hear to..d^.

If the 
discourse is experimental, 1 will 
examine my own ^erciees and 
feeling, and see whether they ac- 
cord with what is staled If the 
sermon is practical, 1 will bring my 
practice to the test of ticripture, 
and not be satiiified until 1 am more 
conformed lo the will of Christ." 
O! how much more would Chris- 
tians grow in grace, and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and S«> 
viour Jesus Christ, were they (o 
pursue this course 

If there were less of a spirit of 
indifference ; and less of a disposi- 
tion to he merely entertained with 
the modulations of a fine voice, or 
the harmony of well turned peri- 
ods; and more of a desire lo hear 
with profit ; much greater advanta- 
ges would be derived from the ser^ 
vices of the sanctuary. There are 
few sermons, however defective 
they may be ai lo matter, or how- 
ever imperfectly delivered, but 
some subatantial good would be re- 
ceived from them. We should al. 
ways hear something, either lo add 
to oar knowledge, lo comfort our 
hearts, to revive onr hopes, to 
guard us against temptation, er to 
alarm our fears. 

We should, in prospect of going 
to the house of God, svoid every 
thinir that will nofit us for divine 
worship. And here it may not be 
improper to observe, that the ssme 
quantity of food which may be pro- 
per when we attend to manual aro- 
cations, msy be injnrions to ns on' 
the sabbath. Whatever producea

iry apparent that there 
was a criau in the revival, when an in- 
experienced person, or a stranger, was 
more Jikelj to do hurt, than at any oth- 
er time. ItwBBJust at this criijs, that 
the two joung men did the mischief, 
spoken of aboM. At that time, people 
needed eDcoumgeinenl, rather than 
alarm; to be drawn, rather than driven. 
And it might be distinctly seen, th.il now 
the gentle sound* of the Goij.el were 
more effcclusl than the thunders of the 
Law.

vival, might be ili-timed and injurious, in 
theprogrefisofit. . 

6. Towards the close of the revllal, 
Christians of all ages were uncommonly 
eager for iiulriiction. In the early sta- 
ges of it, their great desire seemed tu be 
for an excitement of (he feelings ; but 
uow, their ruling pasuon impelled them 
to seek for instruction. An attempt to 
raise the passions, was quite out of sea- 
son. Mere declamation would have 
been intolerable. People longed to 
know where they stood. The nature 
iind evidences of true religion, were the 
subject of anxious inquiry. Christians 
desired light ; and he, whose preaching 
and conversation was most luminous, 
was then most eiteemed. 

1 might here observe, that it was some- 
times found necessary to calm the feelings 
of persons, especially of females, befors 
conversing with them directly on the 
eonoemi of the soul ; — that the conduc- 
ts* of the public and private meeting*

were not greatly desirous of rai^it^ a 
tomult in the breasts of their hearers. 
lest those hearers should be unStied for 
repentance, and faith, and prayer ;— 
that better eflects were found to result 
■from a considerable frequency of meet' 
ings, than from having them hut seldom, 
(1 suppose, because few people hara 
habits of reflection 0— and that, though 
there was no reason to believe, that pri- 
vate oouversalion wouid avail long, un- 
accompaoied by public preaching, th« 
former appeared to be more effoolual in 
exciting the carejess to serious consider- 
ation, than the latter. 

Some of the.^cTifm/ reaulia, therefore, 
of mj observations during that revival of 
religion, are the followingr— that the an- 
cieat method of preaching the duty of 
immedialB repeatance and fiiith in Christ, 
it the most efficacious preaching, espe-' 
cially at the commencement of a revival - 
— that the excuses afid objections, which 
sinners make, if judiciously mBnn"ed, 
help forward the work ;— that different 
inditiduale, under serious ini:)re.'sions ' 
generally dtniand a treatment in some 
respecU different:— that public preach- 
ing should not have reference, during* 
revival of religion, to individual oases, 
when they are any wujs peculiar; but 
that fuch CB-es should be managed ill 
private ;— that, for the sake of leading 
young converts to seir-examiualton. it i* 
biLst, by a calm slatement of the eviden- 
ces of true piety, sometimes- to shake the 
hopes, which they have of their good e»- 
tate i but that we should be especiallr 
delicate with those, whose minds or bod- 
ies ure liable to great esuilen.enl ;— that, 
in the more advanced stnges of a revival, 
a gentlnr method of preaching must be 
adopted ! and when the people manifest 
a strong appetite for inftruclion, the op. 
portunily, which is a most precious and 
ra.-e one,.>hould be improved to impart it 
to them in abundant measure ; — tliat, in 
short, a minister of the gospel should pro- 
ceed, during a revival of religion among 
the people of his charge, with all the 
care, and adaptation of means, and 
change of expedients, of a icienliGc 
experienced physician. ji.

It is quite time to answer jour letter, 
1 do not lament my delay, however, 
since it enables me to send you pleasiux 
information as to the work of grace wi<S 
which we have beeu favoured. We sijll 
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enjoy the tokani of tha ditime . 
So far. faowsicr, oi Ihe white paople are 
concerned, the Tillife of Saaburj » the 
Mat or the revival. That ii, iDdeed, a 
nott favoured apot ; Ibc r«li)nou> influ- 
ence ii br far more poverrul than anj 
other. The camnienoenienl of thii work 
ofgrHce igaj be traced back to lajt Ju- 
It 1 durinf which month, there wai a 
three dajt' meetJDg at one of our re- 
trcRtiiig place*. 

Id October there wan another meeting 
at not n rreat diBlance ; while Ibii meet- 
ing wai claeicf;- manj were perceived to 
be under Tiry pungent ci'Dvictioni. It 
was at tliii aeaion of worfbip, that tfae 
freater part of the vvbitei. who liave 
aince made proff ifion of religion, receiv- 
ed their ahidinif ierjoue iuipre»ionp. 
Early in Novfmher, the Sunborj Amo- 
eiation met st Newpert, in thir count;) 
previouilj to which, aeieral had obtain- 
ed hope of pardon, while attending ■ 
two dajrg' meeting, or soon after. Da- 
ring the aestion of the Auodatien, and 
the da; after, (Sabbath) there waa con- 
atant preacliinr. The meeting-hooie 
wut crowded wilb attentive and anlioul 
heareri, while the buaiueu of tbe Aaaooi' 
atian waa conducted in tbe Teatrr. The 
religioua exerci^ei were bleaaed to the 
deepening of wrioni impreuiona, to Ihe 
alarniiug of aeveral who came with feel- 
in^a of levitj, and to the bcinging of a 
few into a itale of faith in the Redeemer, 
On the next Fridaj, commenced 
•Dotfaer three daja' meeting in Suubarj, 
and on the Lord's da;, fifteen whites, 
and eight blacka, were baptized. Such 
a meeting waa held iu the next week, at 
the Cunj^regalioDal meeting- ho use in thi* 
count; 1 and on the Lord'a daj, thirt; 
whittle, and one black peraon, were ad- 
mitted into the church. At (he end of 
December, waa a Union meeting in Sun- 
bur;, of three daja' continuance ; and 
CD tbe Liird's da;, thiKjr-one white and 
black were baptised. In Februar;, was 
the regular communion seaaon in Sun- 
bur;, We enjoyed the ordinance of#e 
Lord's Supper, but were providentially 
hindered from the ordinance of baptism. 
At tbic aeafoD, however, the revival re- 
ceiied a freah impuUe ; a peculiar ao- 
Icmnit; «eemed to reat upon Ihe minii- 
tera, and their word waa accompanied 
with power. Aa we were prevented from 
attending upon the ardinance of baptism, 
the Grat i^ahhath in March waa appointed 
aa the ordinance da;, and on that Sab- 
bath, furlT-sevan white and black were 
buried with Christ bj baptism. The 
Cont^egational Church on the same day, 
' received lixty-oae blacks, and five or 
tn whites. There are aeveral more who 
give evidence of conversion, and who 



will probably, before 1(N», pvbHcUj de- 
clare (hemselTes oa the Cord's aide, Wc 
must hope and pra;, that God will slill 
continue unto us the jo; of hia saWa- 
tion. We cannot, aurel;, be luffioieDtljr 
grateful for what we have aeen and felt.

Tamui language, to be distributed by tbe 
American missionaries in Ceylon, for the 
iise of the people who apeak that lan- 
guage, and among whom they labour. 

The occaainn of (heee grand was, a 
memorial from the miasionaries atSeram- 
por^, and another front tbe missionaries 
in Cejion, soliciting aid from the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, in the great work of 
evangelizing (he Gentiles. 

We are persuaded that the religioiu 
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public of tbi* conntrj wiR rejoice in (heie 
appro pri&ti ODE ( and that nathing could 
(end more directly to repleniab the fundi 
of our national Bible Society, than tfaa 
neuure aboce described. II ii the no- 
bles! feature iu thst Societj, that it was 
origtTtally detigned to extend its beneG 
cence to ererf portion of the human 
Tamil}', bo far at the tneana ahould be af- 
forded, and acceis can be obtained. Let 
the frienda of the Bible, the frienda of 
miEiiona, the friend* of the heathen, en- 
ter into thia cynie with new zeal and 
alacrity; and vhile they provide the 
neana of lending forth Dew niiiiianariea, 
into new Gelds of labour^ let them eend 
forth Ibe Bibte to be distributed, where- 
aver miMionariet hare already prepared 
a population to receive it. 



SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
The Hcooonb which have been of 
late received from the Sandwich lilanda, 
by tbe American Board of CDaimtnaion- 
erf for Foreign Miuione, are peculiarly 
encoura^ng. Meura. Tyerman and 
Benoet, the deputation from the Lon- 
don Society to the Society Ulanda, have 
TJtited the American mianonariea, in 
company with Rer. Mr. Eitii, and two 
Tahttean chief*, who with their wivea, 
are decidedly pioa5. Mr. Ellia had 
been for aevenJ year* Itbooring at 
Huahine, and ia well acquainted wifli 
the langna^e of both the itUnds, The 
d«fi^ of Providence aeema to hare been 
very evident in Ibja unexpected viaH, 
Both of the Tahitean chiefi, with their 
wive*, tcgetber with Mr. Ellia, have been 
invited by the moat influential chiefa of 
the Sandwich hlanda, to remain amonj 
them. With Ibl* request, it ia their in- 



np and qualified, where it waa leaat ex- 
pected, additional aaiiitance to our 
American brethren, and (Qualified them 
frecihely forfhetituation m which their 
aid wan eapecially needed. 

Speaking of tBis vi^t, in a letter to 
the Correaponding Secretary, Heaars. 
Tyerman and Beunet remark : 

" Our arrival iqipeared to ba maat ap- 
portone. Manj falte and injorloua re- 
portibaiebeen propagated here by some 
foreigneM, reapecting the atate of religion 
in Ihe Society Islanda, in order to preju' 
dice Ihe miodi of the king, and chiefa, 



gospel and the i 
nonariea had projected, a abort time pre- 
vioui to our Bcrival, a voyare to the South 
Sea lBlanda,acoon)panie(l bj tome of the 
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chiefF, to aicerlain the real slate of 
things there; but Ihe foreigner?, b}' (heir 
influence, had prevbuted the vessel frooi 
nailing. At the time of our arrival, the 
people were Isbourine under the influ- 
ence of Ihe preiudices, which tbe for- 
eiguen had produced among them. But 
our teatimony lo the (fonderrul work of 
God in the South Sea Islnnda, to^rlher 
with that of the people who accompanied 
HI, appear* to have confounded the op' 
posera, and confirmed the kin^and chiefs 
and the people in the confidence, that 
the prejudicea which had been excited, 
were falae and unfounded. We had no 
idea that thia important object wan to be 
anawered by our 'oyagB, . Truly God i» 
wonderful in counsel, and mighty in ex- 
ecuting. 

Of Mr. EHia and bia wife, they give 
tbe following inlererting character. 

" We may alio add for your latiafac- 
tion, that Mr. Ellia poaseues excellent 
missionary talenta, real piety, and mucli 
of thes|Hrit of fail office ; an ardent zeal 
for tbe aalvatton of aoula, an entire de- 
votedneaa to hia work, a good share of 
genera] knowledge, and a uteful profi- 
cieucy in an acquaintance with medi- 
cine ; an ability to ingratiate himaetf 
with the natives, together with amiable 
and affeottonete ditpoailioaa. His wife 
is like , minded. She ia. also, well ac- 
qntinted with Ihe Tahitean language, and 
hea been very usefully employed in the 
titaation which she flila. They are both 
most highly eeteemed by tbeir bitthren 
and listen in the Society lalanda, with 
whom they are aOectiooately united. 
That whicb has rendered them so exlen- 
lirely aieful, and which has procured 
them ao large a abare of eateem, both 
tmong their brethren and the nativea iu 
the Society Ulandi, will, we doubt not, 
procure for them the same esteem and 
affection among our beloved fHendi>, your 
worthy miisionaiiea m the Sandwich lal- 
auds, and render them as useful there. 

Mr. Ellis accompanies u« back to Hu-. 
ahine, but will return aj^ain to the Sand- 
wich Islands as soon at )iosgibte ; — but at 
the expense of the London Missionary 
Society. And while we entertain the 
confident hope, that this will meet your 
approbation, we doubt not that you will 
join us in Jervent prayer, that this im- 
portant >tep may be the means of ;trci>gth- 
enirg the hands of your mission here, 
and promoting the glory of God in the 
salvation of multitudes of immortlil sonK', 



It will be recollected, that in our last 
number we published a letter from Mr. 
Tyerman, dated Tahiti, Nov.' S4, 1B91, 
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in vhioh ha ^tc an accnant of (he pret- 
«nt «latc or relicion on that Ulnnd. It 
will be intereitin; to abterve, that after 
n^tding there nenrlj a 7^»r longer, he 
•an no reaion to chanjre ni* opinion. On 
tbia >ub]ect, he remarki sa lallowi:

Itland — The following eitract 
of a letter written b; Mr. Beip^liton, and 
dated Malacca, June 10, IBS?, will giTe 
the hiilarjr of the few remaining dayi of 
bis life. 

We bid tbe belt madioal aid that 
could be procured at Prnang, bnt hi* dt- 
BCBse appeared (o baffle ill medioal (kill, 
and ioade rapid progjeH on hia almoit 
worn-out frame' Dr, Hilne wat very 
deiirou* «f returnini: to Malacoa, that he 
m^ht wran^ bis Bflairs,and in comform- 
itj with the advice of Dr. Alex auder, take 
a *q;'f '^ ^ *-^^ Cape or to Rogland. At 
that tine there wai no T«i>el Ukelj to 
Bail hoai Penanf for MTeral weeks, and 
a> Dr. M. Iwcarae worse eTery day, D. 
Brown, Rtq. kindly applied to tbe Gov- 
■iBor, and readily obtained the loan of 
the Aaufi/iu, one of the Ccapany'i 
cruiBert, which the Governor generously 
ordered to bt (ot in immediate readiness. 
Dr. M. wished me to accompany him; 
and indeed it was neceEiary that some 
DD« ibonld be eonstaniiy wiUi bim. 

We sailed on Thuriday etening, May 
IS, and arriicd at Malacca, on fridaj 
Borning the 34tb. The wind was conr 
trary most of the way, and Ur. M. be> 
came weaker and welder, so that we 
feared b* woald die on tbe pasiage. It 
was hie wish, if he died on board, to be 
ouivejed to Malacca for burial; but 
tbi* we feared would be found impTBoti< 
uble. 

On the Sabbath we spent at sea, he 
appeared to be a little mote conposed 
than uaoal. 1 was near hit conch, and 
be appeared to be fieqaently engaged in 
prayer. - On ope occasion his petition 
wae, "'O God, prepare me for lifo or 
death i" laddinf with pecoHar emphasis, 
"but death — death; that is the thing.*' 

Many expressions dropped from hi* 
lip*, intimating that be thought his eartL- 
)j ooorae iT«a nearly fii^ibed. Tba 
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Lord, however, was pleased to spare hie 
dying servant to see hie family at Malac- 
ca, where be arrived at the time befors 
mentioned. 

Dr. Mihie had previouilj made hit 
win, so that his worMly affairs were 
speedily settled. It ennn becume appa- 
rent that tbe time of hU departure wis 
at hand. Tbe Dutch physician atleoded 
bim, and piiraned the seme course of 
medicine which had been commenced br 
Dr. Bo;d. Tbe hiccough came on. and 
continued several dsy». Dr. M, did not 
appear to experience those raptures and 
joys with which some are favoured on 
the nearapproarh of death; bat his con- 
fidence in Christ was thus expressed : 

" in sm nnnd is Inui' huidi, 

MjwulMnot'nhelim." 

About five o'clock on Satorday after- 
noon, June 1, he was in extreme pain, 
and exclaimed, " My God, my God, help 
me!" He was afterwards somewhat 
more easy, but became gradually weaker: 
he asked for little during the night, and 
at half-part two o'cloc)[ on Sunday morn- 
ing, (Juno 2,) our highly respected friend 
and brother was released from all his luf- 
feringa ; and his happj spirit fled ta 
enjoy a glorious Sabbath in the paradise 
otGod. 

Thus has the Society lost a faithfal and 
laborious miieiouary, and four dear chil- 
dren are deprived of a tender fattier. 

Upon the inspection of the body, it 
was found that his disease was wholly 

Bilmonary, and not that of the liver, 
e had attained hii 37th year on tbe 
27th of April last ' 

Dr. Milne was tbe aothor of several 
hamed works on the liteiature of China; 
the historian of tbe first ten years of tbe 
Chinese mission ; and snperintcndant 
of the Anglo-Chinese college.

ANECDOTE OF A SEAMAN. 

At a Bethel meeting in New-York, 
in December latt, at a Sailor boardkig- 
houee, one of the seamen arose, and 
made the rallowing^ remarkt : 

" bly dear shipoiatea, I am willing ta 
, tell you that I art not aihaiued of Christ: 
be ia precioui to mj soul. Vou know 
by my method of ipeaking that I am not 
an American, I waa bom near 5000 miies 
from here, but I have rollowec! the ^ea 
14 yean with those who speak the En- 
gliab language, and it ii now as natural 
to me ai my own. Before 1 left my 
coonlry, 1 woa obliged to be baptised, 
and in tbe pretence of the Priest, make 
a oonfeuion that I would stricllj obserre 
all the rules and principles of the religion 
under which I had bren brought up : but 
i did not know nor fee) what it meant. 
I had lived a wickeil life, and confinued 
to live 10 until the year 1811. I often 
colled an God to damn my body and 
(oul. One day I waa ao angry with Gad, 
that I asked hitn to sink the ship and 
me with her, for he could not make me 
more wretched than I was. But in the 
Tear 1811, when on my paaaage froni 
f'i^bon te London, while 1 waa at kelm 
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in the night, my ayea were directed to- 
wsrds heaTen. I contemplated on the 
wondorful woika of Ood in tha Crmo- 
mant aboTe, and than oast my eyea on 
the ocean balow, on which I waa traver- 
aing . Ifbronght to my mind that there 
was a wondeiTuI being who had created 
then all ; and tbat it waa that God 
wham I bad promised to Iotc and wor- 
ship when I was boptiied, and left the 
place of my uatlnty. I began to Teel 



and wanted ta pray. Tha TMiel waa a 
brig, and her qoarter deck waa some- 
thing like a round house, there wna but 
■ small space between the break of it 
and the mainmast. 1 got into tbat place 
where no one on board could see mo, 
and there I preyed to God, and the m«re 
I prayed the greater wa» my diatreia. I 
then read the Bible for seTcnl dayt, and 
prayvd eameatly to God. The third or 
fonrth day I Came 'to that preoiona pa^ 
sage, whkh aaya, '^ Come Anto me, all 

re that labour, and are beaTT laden, aad 
will give yon reet." (Hbtt. xi. 98.) 
In (beae worda ] had lome coniolation. 
I then laid down the weapon of my re- 
bellion, and laid in the presence of God, • 
' ("ire nor water, briars nor thwiis, by 
divine assistance, shall prevent me from 
making proneu in a dirine life.' Tb« 
Lord heard and answered my prayer, 
and from that time to this, Chrht has 
been preciona to my soul! O my dear 
shipmatei 1 did you ever read the last 
chapter of the book of Revelation f If 
yoD have, bow can you live inyonrsina? 
1)0 not plead with God nor man, and aay 
yon are poor and unable to do this or that. 
O do not let your profanity, intemper- 
ance, and dissipation, prevent yon from 
coming to Christ ; for there ia not one in 
this ro«n that ia more so than 1 have 
been. I can teatify to the world, that 
poverty will not prevent any one from 
accepting the offers of mercy through 
Jesus Christ oar Lord : for when I ac' 
cepied the terms of salvation, I had not 
on^ cent of money ; no, 1 was wretched 
in poterly by ujy imprudence. O come 
to Christ now ; this is (be accepted hour t 
he ii calling you by his word, and by hia 
a^Tvants here. ' Ho ! every one that 
thirsleth, come ye to the waters, and he 
that hatli uo money ; come ye, buy, and 
eat ; yea, come, buy wine and milk with- 
out money end without price.' (Isaiah, 
Ii. 1.) O my dear shipmates, can you 
refuse this invitation tbia evpiting? I 
hope yon will not. I am luuch pleased 
in seeing so many females at thi; Bethel 
meeting ; your souls are as precious as 
aeamen's.

I feel an ardent desire to 
preach Ibe goepel to benighted 
beatbens. True, Providence seemt 
to forbid the attempt. I bear no 
friendly voice saying to me, Tbis is 
the way to p^an lands ; walk thou 
in it. Ever; door ajipears to bp 
closed against me ; nor do 1 see the 
most distant prospect of gratifying 
the dearest wish of my heart Some 
perhaps will say, that this is a plain 
intimation for me to desist from iro 
ing to a heathen land. I Join w ilh 
them, aad say the same. I respect 
and valoe the 'opinions of my breth- 
ren. O that my feelings might be 
umilar to theirs ; tbea should I have 
peace of miad. It is a source of 
grief for me to differ from those 
whom I love and revere. But what 
shall 1 do? I cannot have a single 
hearty desire to settle in my own 
land. And when an invitation is 
given me, then 1 must revolt at the 
thoogbt. Some time ago I came 
to a determination to sacrifice my 
feelings npon this subject, and ea- 
deavour to make myielf contented 
to remain in my native country. 
Af^er deliberating several days on 
the subject, I felt a resolution to 
' dismiss every idea relative to per- 
sonally engaging in the foreign mis- 
sion. Said 1 to myself, Providence 
frowns upon the attempt, and my 
beloved brethren aro opposed to it. 
Surely they know better than my- 
self, an inexperienced youth. Thus 
I reaaoned myself into the determi- 
nation above mentioned, and re- 
corded it in my diary. Permit me 
to transcribe it : — " Hjve felt, for a 
long lime, and still feel much dis- 
tressed as it respects my duty with 
reference to the roissioo in India.

When I wrote 
tbis resolution, I had no idea of 
showing it to any one. It was my 
design to keep it secret. 

Sfbcf^l came to the determioa- 
linn which I have written, my mind 
has had but little peace. 1 cannot 
read a missionary vccoont, nor hear 
the subject conversed upon, without 
feeling distressed. The tear wilt 
oi\en start from my eye, and the 
sigh heave from my bosom, when 
only the name of Burmah is men- 
tioned. Notwithstanding the dis- 
couracements which I have met 
with, I »t)ll feel the same desire for 
missionary work. In pointing the 
poor pagans to the Lamb of God, 1 > 
fain would spend my latest breatb. 
I long to arrive at a conclusion oo 
the subject Could 1 feel content- 
ed to remain in my native land, nev- 
er would I express a wish to the 
contrary ; never would 1 barlben 
my brethren with perhaps lueltu 
requests ; for so 1 suspect they will 
be. It is nothing but a sf'n^e of duty 
that impels me to write as I do. 
Perhaps 1 am too coofiilent. but f 
really believe, if any one of the 
Foreign Mission Society had the ex- 
ercises upon the subject which I 
have had, he would consider it to be 
a very ^ral sacrifice of pli>asure and 
doty to remain in bis own land ; and 
he would consider himi-elf highly

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Christ, even him crnci&ed, should 
be the bnrden of his preaching who 
goes to the heathen world. A de- 
scription of bis 8u9e rings, will touch 
the heart, and be the means of re- 
forming the man, more than all the 
lectures on morality which have 
ever been spun out by human wis- 
(]om. Since I have bad a prospect 
of goin^ to India, my mind has been 
in a very happy, and, I trust, gra- 
cious frame. The work has ap- 



ppared all important, and Christ, all 
sufficient. I have not enjoyed so 
much for years as wiibin three 
weeks. The trials which 1 have 
endured appear lai than nolkingt 
when conlrasteJ with the privitege 
which 1 hope to enjoy. If ever 1 
felt conscious of duly, if ever I felt 
sweet satisfaction, it has been in 
writing my address to the Board. 
I tried to prepare my mind for the 
solemn work. Several days were 
spent in medilaling upon the sub> 
ject, taking it, renewedly, into soli- 
emn consideration, and imploring 
th« direction of the Holy Spirit, 
I tose early, and tried to pour out 
my sou! to Goii ; took a walk, and 
serioQsly considered Ihe important 
undertaking; came home, and rea^ 
the 52ii and GUlh chapters of Isaiah. 
The 12th verje of the 52il was per 
culiarly precious. The whele of 
both was sweet and animating. I 
then deliberately sat down, and 
wrote my commuoicalion. To my 
brethren 1 commit my case.

1 have frequently at- 
tempted (o couD( the cost ; andal^- 
ter prayerfully and solemnly coit- 
eidering the difficulties of a mission- 
ary life, I had rather endure them, 
and have the rich satisfaction of 
preaching to the haathcn, than be 
exempted from them, and remain 
itt my own country, I do mor* 
than choose, I prefer the former to 
the latter. To deny me the priv- 
ilege of going to Burmah (by this 
1 mean any heathen land) would 
blast my fondest hopes, and my 
most cheering prospects.

An ac- 
count very similar may be found in 
the preachintr of Paul at Aniioch 
in Pi?idia, Acts riii. When Paul 
(Acts Tvii ) had preached at Thes- 
salonica only three i^alibath days, 
Bome (of the Jews) believed, and 
Cr>n«orted with Paul and Silas, and 
of the devout Greeks, a great mul- 
titude, and of the chief women, not 
a feiv. The revival at Corinth was 
slower in its progress, but i( was 
Ht last carried on with power, for 
fhe Lord had much peDi>le in that 



city. At Ephcsns, the work wn 
of longer continuance, and of wider 
vlTect. A device of Satan to slop 
ill progress, turned out to his niter 
discomfiture, and only promoted 
the attention to religion. For fear 
fell on them ail, and the name at' 
the Lord Jesus was magnified. So 
mightily grew the word oi Qud, and 
prevailed. Time will not allow na 
to specify more instances in illus- 
tration of the subject, Theae, we 
hope, will ajipear sufficient to es- 
tablish the fact, that in Apostolic 
timet, God did advance the inter- 
ests of th.e church, by preotely 
what we now call revivals of reli- 
gion. Our limits will not allow ui 
to pursue this «ubjecl so far as we 
could wish. We have only room 
foi' a few reSections. 

1. We see that if IhU is th« 
manner of God's dealiAg with bis 
church, Chrislians have reason (o 
expect revivals of religioa. We 
believe that they will multiply a* , 
Ihe church becoiaei more holy, un> 
til Ihe millennial morniug shall ush- 
er in one universal revival, 

2. Ministers ought to preach fre* 
qnently on ibis subject. They 
oirghl to feel as though everything 
was not light with them, and their 
people, ifthe influences of the Spir- 
it are not frequenljy experienced. 
They liave reason to humble them- 
selves before God, and in the dust 
to pray, Show us, O Lord, wberex 
tore thou conteodesl with us. 

3. If Christians lived as they 
professed, if they were really in 
earnest abouttheir own souls, and 
the souls of others, might we not 
hope that they would witness more 
frequeal revjvaU ? And therefore a 
minister may boldly charge home 
the fault upon them. lie must do 
his duly ; bni if they do not theirs, it 
can hardly be expected, that his h^ 
boors ivill be eiitensively blessed. 
He may throw the respousibleoesa 
at their door, and tell them to be- 
ware lest Ihey be found itambtin^ 
blocks in the tvay or^inaers.

TIte Bev. Janes BAnnABf sec- 
onded tbe motion, remarking on the 
obligations of the Society to Ihose 
worthy females, by whose prayers 
and coalribiilion^:, encouragement 
had been afforded lo those mission- 
ary operations, of which the Re- 
port gives a pleasing statement. 
The Report was then unanimously 

The Treasurer's account, as au- 
dited by the commillee appointed 
for that purpose, was titen read. 
Eight hundred and eighty dothra 
were on baud, besides 5U0 dollars, 
whic^ bad beep received in Ihe past 



year, as profits accruing from the 
publication of Ihe American Baptist 
Magazme, making S,60U dols. prof- 
its since Ihe publication of tbe new 
series. Upwards of 2,000 dols. had 
been received from different mis- 
sionary societies, and from dona- 
lions and subscribers in the past 
year, and about tbe s^me amount 
bad been expended by the Society, 
in Ihe emptoymeot of missionaries^ 
Sec— 1161 dollars were also in the 
Treasurer's bands, being donations 
for Ihe translation of tbe holy 
ficriplnres. 

The Rev. Abthdh Dhinkwatek 
moved the acceptance of the Re- 
port on the Treasurer's account; 
He observed that it gave him pe- 
culiar pleasure to be present on 
that occuiioti, especially as he could 
speak from his own knowledge ff- 
the necessitous stale of many parts 
of our country, deslitnte of gospel 
privileges, and some of them not 
very distant He had met with 
persons in New-England, who had 
formerly been favoured in occasion- 
ally attending the ministry of the 
venerable President, who were 
now so situated as lo be obl^ed to 
travel through woods and unfre- 
quenle'd roads, from 6 to J 3 miles, 
to come within hearing of the joy- 
ful sound. These facts, he said,-' 
evidenced Ihe utility of employing 
missionaries in our own country, anil 
of increasing their number.

REPORT OF THE BAPTIST MISSIONARY SGCIETI IN 

MA>SACHUSETTS. 



It has been freqaently urged by 
infidels as an objection to Cbriatian- 
ily, that it ii an noBOcial and repuU 
sive >ytlem; and that where it 
gains an ascendency, it contracts 
Ihe heart, and tranalorms men into 
gloomy bi;{o(s. lis friends also 
have been slij^malized as a class of 
narr Off •minded men, nho, wrapped 
in the mantle of seir.conceil, and 
proud in supposing' themselves the 
peculiar favourites of Heaven, look 
down upon olhere with insensibility 
and contempt. 

We think the enemiefi of reveal- 
ed relis^ioD could not have been 
more unfortunate in selecting an 
objeclion, because it is directly at 
variancp with all the facts which 
the history of Christianity exhibits. 
Instsad ttf giving ciisletice and 
strength to s^Ifi^h feelings, it con- 
trols and subdues them, and teach- 
es its possessors not to live for 
themselves, but for the good of 
their fellow men. 

Nor can the accusation brought 
against the friends of this system be 
substantiated. From the earliest 
ages of the church, to (he present 
day, they have signalized (hem- 
selves 33 henefactors to mankind. 
When the disciples of Christ espe- 
rienced (he power and blessedness 
of the gospel in their own hearts, 
they went every where preaching 
the word. Tliey rejoiced even in 



bonds and imprisonment, when 
they found that these had been o- 
ver-rnled for the furtherance of 
(he gospel. They had no desire 
to enjoy the blessings of salvatioa 
alone. They were aniious that 
others should participate with them 
in the mercy of God, It was not 
self-conceit, it was not bigotry, but 
an enlarged and pious benevolence, 
which filled them with transports 
of joy, when they learned that sio- 
nere were converted from Ihe er- 
ror of their ways. When informa- 
tion was received at Jerusalem, 
that the Gentiles had embraced the 
truth; the followers of the Re- 
deemer "glon6ed God; saying, 
then hath -God granted unto the 
Gentiles repentance unto life." We 
may venture then to assert, that 
the religion of the Bible is not a 
cold and selfish system. No ! it is 
Bi system that warms and eipanda 
the heart with supreme affection 
to God, and a tender concern for ., 
the happiness of man. And while . 
it administers io a thousand ways to 
the wants of the body, it does not 
overtook the wants of the soul. 

The spirit of genuine charity has 
never been extinct in the church 
of Christ. It has indeed been lim- 
ited in its operations by the strong 
arm of civil power, But it burned, 
with as strong and pnre a Same in 
the breasts of martyrs, as it now

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iloes in assembiieii, met for Ihe pnr- 
pose of aiding the plans of i>ino3 
bene?oleBce. in Ihe former case, 
they acted in their indiriilual ca- 
pacilj' ; aD<l ivere vatiant for the 
truth, even unto daath ; iD the lat- 
ter, havini; no one to molest us, we 
concentrate our energies, and thus 
more effectually promote the cause 
of humanity and religion. These 
associaljona are su(iicient |>roof that 

and that we are conscious tre owe 
a debt of kindness to our fellow 
men ; and cannot be ealis&cd until 
it 19 discharged. 

Theezialence of (he "Society," 
whose anniversary has this day 
brought us together, furnishes evi- 
dence, that the friends of evangel- 
ical trnlb, " look not on their own 
things, but also on the things of oth- 
ers." The object for which it was 
formed, was to supply the poor and 
destitute with the preaching of the 
gospel. A desire to convey in- 
Btriiction to the ignorant, conaola- 
lion lo the wretched, and hope to 
the guilty, animated the exertions 
ofitB first patrons. And, we trust, 
that the same feeling, ivith the bless- 
ing of God, will secure its stability 
and prosperity for years to come. 

in pursuance of the trust confid- 
ed in them by this Society, the. 
Board have appointed several mis- 
sionaries, who have laboured in dif- 
ferent parts of the United States, 
and with varioas degrees of'suc- 
ceM. Perhaps a statement of the 
persons employed, with a few ex- 
tracts from their communications to 
the Board, will give the best idea 
of the nature and eitent of their 
services; and it is hoped, will not 
only be satisfactory, but highly 
gratifying.

Rev. Emory Osgood has beek 
employed as our missionary three 
months in the State of New- York. 

After stating that he bad visited 
some fff the churches, with tho ob- 
ject of exciting a misBionary spirit, 
and of giving a wider -ciaculation to 
the American Baptist Magazine, be 
mforms <n in his journal, of the 
pleasure and success which had at- 
tended his mission. At Readfield, 
in Oneida county, Ifew-York, a 
place which bad been destitnte of 
preaching, with the exception of 
occasional missionary Ubours, the 
Lord has been pleased, by the in- 
Suenoo of bisi Spirit, to bring about 
sixty persons to a knowledge of the 
truth. After spending a few dayi 
in this place in preaching and visit- 
ing from hoose to house ; he bap- 
tized three persons. He remains, 
*^ there is surely blessed ppospect* 
thaf a Baptist church will soon he 
planted in this place." 

Hev. William Throop has also 
spent three months in the State of 
New- York. He writes, "I have 
fu[fill,ed my missionary appointment 
in thecountiei, on the Holland Pur- 
chnse. I visited last snmmer the 
town ofClymour, in the county of 
Cbantaugue. It is a -pongh country 
to travel in, but I was delighted iit 
seeing the wilderness blossom like 
the rose, end become as a garden 
wlucb the Lord had blessed. A 
church was formed, consisting of 
about 100 members, where a year 
before, ooly two persons were mem- 
bers. TlejoiceiOye heavens, forthe 
Lord hath done it. While preaching 
an evening lecture in the county of 
Erie, Hie Lord enabled me to pro- 
claim the riches of his grace, and 
to dpfcribe the joy which those ei- 
perieoce who receive it. At the 
close of the discourse, a pionsyooog

I can only pro- 
care a little food anJ raimnnt for 
my poor body, while my rouI ti 
famiahiog' for the bread of life.

p.ii, and there is reason lo believe 
that it was accompanied ivilh the 
blessing of God, At Brokenstraw, 
where there is a small Baptist 
church, he says, there was a strik- 
ing in^laoce of the happy effecls of 
prayer. When the church was in 
such a low sititation, as not even lo 
assemble together ; two Fislers met 
in the woods for prayer. This ihey 
<Iid on four succesaive eatfbaibs. 
The next sabbath another li^tcr 
joined (hem. After this, they met 
in a house, and some of their ucigh- 
hours attended. Perceiving (hal 
ihey were engasred in prayer for 
their hu!)bands,ciii]dren,andfrieDds, 
they were filled with solemnity. 
The Lord heard the prayers of 
these pious females. He poured 
out his Spirit, and caused their

hearts lo rejnice. Backttiders re« 
turned from (heir wanderings, ain- 
ner* were led lo cry oat lor mer-

In Venango county Mr. Ovi- 
att spent eight day*. Some of hie 
hearers h.td travelled ten miles lo 
enjoy tne preaching of Ihegoapsl. 
In Franklin Tillage be met with 
two persons, who had bean, debar- 
red by their lonely silnalioo from 
r.hnrch privileges for twenty years. 
They begged to he remembereri 
lo this Board, and that some mis- 
sionaries might be sent out 111 them, 
that again they might bear the glad 
newa of salvation by Jesus Christ. 
' Rev. Jesse Hartwell has Aaiibed 
a tour of Ibree months, under the 
direction of this Society. His la- 
bours were divided between (he 
States of New- York and Pennsyl. 
vania. He has not famished us 
with a minute journal of his servi- 
ces and travels, but his account has 
been highly gratifyiog tu the Board. 
He states tome facts, which we 
think, deserve a place in this Re* 
port, as they shew the progress of 
religion in a portion of couttli-y, 
which has been for years past, sup- 
plied with missionaries from thi« 
Society. He writes, " about four 
years ago there was no Association 
on the southern shores of lake Erie, 
beyond the Holland Purchase con- 
ference. At that lime I witnessed 
the formation of the Grand River 
Association in Ohio, composed of 
seven or eight churches: it is now 
composed of aboul thirty churches. 
Theic are noiv four Associations 
along the shores oflake Erie, where 
about four years ago, there were 
not so many churches to.be found 
on lliat cxlen^ivc consl. But yet 
they very much lack snilable 
preaciiera of Ihe gospel, No man 
duly impressed with their situation, 
can refrain from praying, O Lord, 
send forth labourers into Ihis har- 
vest.

We have thirty-six Indian s^olara 
actually here; several are absent, 
whom we expect here shni^ly, and 
laaoy more are expected, as soon as 
the season will admit Af tlieir travel- 
ling comfortably. We have no feai-s u] 
relation to pupiU for our »choo!. The 
Futawatamics appear to be well pleas- 
ed, that -we have settled among tlicm, 
and our prrs[)ects in relaljoii to them, 
are truly enCQuragiJig.

The fnllowingpanicnlara Were com- 
municated to me a short time since, 
and as they have neverbeen puUished, 
nhouLd you deem them worthy bf a 
place in ^our Magiaaioe, they ar« at 
your service. 

Elder Benjamin Andrewa commenc- 
ed preachiM to the Baptist church in 
(iroton, N. H. in 1816, Owinr to 
the great indifierence manifeUcdby 
the people to reti^cn, he concluded 
that It could not be his duty to continue 
hb labours with them, Accnrdingly, 
onthefirst of January, 1832, he preach- 
ed a farewell sennon. He spent the 
fidlowin^ Lord's day in a neignbooriiig 
town, but his heart remained in Gi-o- 
ton. He returned, after he had com- 
pleted the labours of the sabbath, to his 
iormer people, visited a ichnol, and 
prenchea a lecture with them; in which 
exercises, he experienced great «»-" 
largement. He appointed la preach 
to them the next Isold's day, at which 
time, the church Bt;reed to meet on 
the following Saturday, fnr jiraver. In 
a letter dated at the above lime and 
place, a deacon of the church obiervea, 
rn a'llusion to that prayer-meeting, 
" We met to number the camp of 
licael." It was a iqiedal time, ^ram 
tus period, the church begaa to 
■riK. January 36tb, we bad a ccnier-

CDce, atlbe close of which, Mr.' -^r- 
came forward and owned himself OOH- 
camed fir his soul. The next vrcek 
we had several meetiiigs, wlicn the at- 
tentinn became genenU. Several who 
had live<l without a hnpe, were deeplr 
Imprraaed. Backsliders returned." 
On the first of March, they observe, 
** Brother — -■ ■■, a licensed preacher, 
visited us, and continued for several 
weeks, labonring with Elder Andrews, 
His coming was like the coming of Ti- 
tiU.

John Jarobt, (he subject af the 
following- oiemnir, was born in VirgJnin, 
on eeptember 34, i1S\. When a small 
child, the flood of enri^ration carried his 
parents to the 4ildi of Senlncfay, where 
thepf ettled in Boiirbon eoiiMy. 

Ata tender age, he lost bisfatbert alter 
which he was bOimd to a tfade.

It is pleasing, however, to 
state, (hat during this period, toe subjeot 
of these ' memoir* sbll enjoyed inter- 
course with his God. Religion was an 
abiding principle with him.

by the friends of missions, Aa his 
chief object was to preach the gos- 
pel to the Arrakanese, who live 
on the borders of the BurmaR em- 
pire, he leSt Chiltagong for Cox's 
Bazar, a place which coataini a- 
^out thinly thousand inhabitantt, 
A^ whose language is very,, similar 
to the Burman. ' 

In this new ailoation he met with 
vnexpecled and cruel opposltioD. 
A boodhist priest from Ceylon ex- 
cited a popnlar tamnlt against him, 
and he especled every moment 
(hat Ihe mob who sarronnded his 



house, would conlpel him to leavs 
the town. But io patience he poB< 
seaaed bis soul. Indeed the tran- 
qnillity which he manifested at this 
time was such, as (o fill his oppos- 
era with astoaishmeDt. in a few 
days an order was received from 
the worthy magistrate be&re al- 
luded to, prohibiting any one from 
injuring Mr- Colman, on pain of hil 
displeasure. This order had tha 
desired effect, and no one attempt- 
ed to molest him afterwards. H« 
also wrote a kiod tetter to Hr. 
Colman, containing assurances of 
future protection, and in addition 
to thia kindnesa, he furnished the 
miwioDaries with a native officer, 
who waa to. he' in constant attend- 
ance, and render them any anist- 
ance reqnisite. 

Mr. Colman nov resomed his 
stodies under the direction of an 
Arrakanese teacher, and besides 
convening with inquirers on the 
nature of the Christian religion; 
with the assistance of bis wife, he 
established a school for the educfr 
tton of children. A powerful ap- 
peal was made to the friends of 
Christ in the United States, in fa- 
vonr of (his school, and s Society 
was immediately formed in Boston, 
to defray the expenaea of female 
children in this school. The pros- 
pect of BQccess at Cox^s Bazar was 
bright and encouraging. Chris- 
tiana were looking forward to (he 
time, when they should receive 
the joyful intelligence (hat the Ar- 
rakanese were con*er(ed to the 
faith of Christianity, and that fe- 
male schools were manccessfol op- 
eration. But the thoughts of the 
^Imighty are nnsearchable, and lu» 
ways are past flnding oat. Instead 
of this delightful informatioo, the 
next vessel that arrived from In- 
dia, broi^hl us the melancholy tid- 
ings that Ur. Colman' was dead

There is a good deal of in- 
consistency in (he conven^ation of 
most men on (ba subject of (ime. 
They complain billerly that time 
in the aggregate is shor(, that hu- 
man life is only as a iiight dream ; 
and yet complain just as bitterly 
that time bangs heavily on their 
hands, and that it seems as if (he 
tardy day)', and months, and years, 
would never pass away (o make 
room for a period fraught with 
some desired event. 

Not only in conversation but in 
action also, is the same inconsisten- 
cy observable. . Vou will aee a man, 
at one period, hastening as if the 
day was not half long enough for 
the various and multiplied business 
which demands his attention ; and, 
at another^ loitering about with 
listless iDac(ivily, spending a great 
. portion of bis (ime in steep, and tlie 
remainder in such pursuits as are 
professedly calculated to pass lime 
away ; as if the business of his ex- . 
istencc were all accomplished, and 
he now waiting to be released 
from its burthen^ 

Most moral writers have noticed 
this conlradicticn in human senli- 



ment and conduct, aai have set 
themselves at work (o devise some 
remedy. Some, (o stop ibe mouth 
of him who is complaining of the 
tardy movement of (ime, will grave- 
ly remind htm, (hat life travels with 
a pace- sufficiently swiO, but yet 
keeps even step with the hours, 
and day^, and yeare^, be thiuks so 
tardy.

ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION. 
CALCUTTA. 
A LEvrKB from our brethren at tbii contiina s more particular account of 
•talion, dated September 26 lut, will the twrearementa they h*i juit loa- 
be read with a aaournriU interest, as it tained.

It frould giv« m pleatare at all 
timet when we nrite to 70a, to 
commuDicaCe iomethiog of a pleat- 
ing: nature; because *re know that, 
** 18 cold water to a tbirstj soul, 
so is good news from a farcoao* 
try." But you are too well ac- 
quaioted with the changes of life, 
aud the versatility of bumab af. 
fain, to expect that such news can 
always be sent, if facts are stated 
correctly. As we are io a dying 
world, we must expect lo see or 
bear of the death of those whom 
we, from the ties of nature, friend- 
ship, or grace, most of all desire to 
lire. It devolves upon ni in this 
letter, lo make known to you the 
truly afflictive dispensation of Di- 
vine Providence whtcb we have 
experienced in the deaths of our 
dear brethren, Harle and Annnda. 
In their life time tbey were inti- 
mately connected together in 
preaching the unsearchable ricfaes 
of divine grace to the heathen; 
they were not long separated from 
each other by death ; and they are 
now fa the pretence of the Lord, 
enjoying tbe fruit of their laboun. 
Though their loss will be severe- 
ly felt in this part of the vineyard, 
yet the 61'm conviction which we 
have, from their conversation while 
living, and from the happy maDoer 
in which they died, that they are 
now present with tbe Lord, recon- 
ciles us to the bereavement, and 
permits us " not to sorrow aa those 
(hat have no hope." 

Brother Harle was bom and 
brought up in the coanty of Nor- 
thumberland. He posse»ed a re- 
markably strong constitution, and 
from his youth to the sickness which 
terminated bis life, scarcely knew 
what it was to feel pain or disease : 
as lo strength of body, therefore, 
be bid mnch fairer for usefulness 
among tbe natives than any of un 
whom he hat left behind. 

Added to strength of bodT) ba 
posseeaed vigour of mind. Corpo- 
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real strength, without uenta} qual- 
ifications, can do little in miasiona-^ 
ry work. He, however, had aC' 
qnircd sach akirowledge of the na- 
tives, of their modes of thinking mi 
religions subjects, and of Iheif lao- 
gfuage, as qnati&ed him in an emi- 
nent degree to hold forth among' 
them the word of life : and from 
that part of bis journal which is 
just published in our last Report, 
you will see bow faithfully be waa 
enabled to en^tloy these talents for 
the glory of bis Redeemer. But 
something more than a good con- 
stitution, and an active mind, ia 
necessary to complete the missioo- 
ary character — we mean personal 
religion ; and of this he was po» 
sessed in no inconsiderable degrea. 
Before he was brought to the 
knowledge of the truth, he went 
to great excesses in vice, but after 
bis conversion (which took place 
in 1813,) those powers whioh bad 
previously been devoted to sin, be- 
came proportionably active in the 
porsuitof better things. Hisneiglt- 
bours,and all who knew him, mark- 
ed the change. Having now form- 
ed something tike a correct esti-^ 
mate of tbe value of his own soul, 
it was not long before be began ttt 
feel for the eternal saivatioa of oth- 
ers, particularly for the beatbe% 
whom he daily saw in so degraded 
tnd miserable a situation.

This Society has been in exisf- 
cnce for three years, but has nev- 
er before published a Report. The 
rt^ason of this is to be found in the 
nature of its incipient operations, 
which, being chiefly preparatory 
and prospective, furnished nothing 
of sufficient magnitude and inter- 
est to form the body of a Report. 
Dunog'this period they could do 
little else than survey this vast un- 
trodden field of the future victo- 
ries of their Lord, acquaint them- 
selves with its surface, and consid* 
er the labour necessary to be ex- 
pended m its cultivation, open a 
correspondence with their fellow 
servants in distant places, and hav- 
ing prepared to commence opera- 
tions, await the signal from (he 
great Proprietor of the soil, the 
'* Lord of the Harvest." 

This signal they considered as 
given them, by the arrival from 
Europe of Mr. Jadownicky, a con- 
verted Jew, as special agent from 
Count Von Der Recke, a German 
nobleman, who is devoting bis ex- 
tensive influence and large proper- 
ty to the furtherance of the con- 
version of (he Jews. Of Mr. Ja'^ 
downicky, the Report speaks in 
honourable terms of commendation. 
He is prosecuting, at Princeton, 
the appropriate studies requisite to 
prepare him to be a mifsionary to 
his unhappy countrymen.

THOUGHTS ON THE STATE OP 

RELIGION IN THE UNITED 

STATES. 

TmKS Is notbibg in which good 
men are more likely to mistake 
than in judging Of religion. Thig 
error probably arises from the pre- 
ponderating influence of our feel- 
ings. Hence we are too prone to 
jodge according to the degree of 
excitement, or depression that we 
feel at tbe time. 

It was undoubtedly in a moment of 
despondency, that the prophet Eli- 
jah uttered those deep and gloomy 
apprehensions respecting the slaiR 
of religion in his day.

Johu Putnam, and after 
him, Spencer Bobo,- and Thomas 
Oreer The first two have gone 



to receive (heir reward ; the lat- 
ter is still labouring among them. 
They began to prosper; and since 
tbe difficulties above named were 
removed, it has experienced seve- 
ral precious revivals ; three hun- 
dred and thirty-eigbt were added 
in one year by baptism, Iheir num- 
ber at one time was five hundred 
and nine. It has been the fruitful 
mother of not less than five or six 
different cburcbes, and raised op 
eight or ten preachers, and their 
number at present is considerable.

Another sermon waa pubtiRbed 
by Hie Rev. liilward Wiggles- 
worth, D. D. Hotjiii Ptotessor 
in Divinity, preiicbed in the hall 
ofHnrvard College, which enu- 
merates the same facta respecting 
the mntii&cence of their departed 
benefactor. The followiog is an 
extract:— 

'* The expressions of hia boun- 
ty were not confined to a party.. 
And indeed, by his frequent and 
ample benefactions, for the cn- 
conrngement of theological as 
well as humari knowledge aiDong 
us, who are Chfistiaos of a differ- 
ent denomination from himself, 
be halb act Guch an example of a 
generous, catholic, and Christian 
spirit, as hath nerer before fallen 
within my obeervation, nor, so 
far as I now reDoember, within 
my reading. However, it khi 
nothing but what appeared in the 
constant tenor of bis letters, that 
he did not apprehend the kingdom 
of God to coniift in meat and drink, 
but in rigkUomntai, and ptace, and 
joy in th* Holy Gkoit. 1 hope the 
shining example he halb Bet 
herein, will be an irresistible io- 
dncement to those that shall have 
the government of this society in 
all times to come, reiigionsly to 
comply with the very modest re- 
eervatioDB he hath made In favour 
of those of Ills own deDominalioD 
among us." 

A philosophical discourse by Mr- 
Isaac Greenwood, M. A. the Hol- 
lis Professor of Philosophy and 
the Mathematics, was read to the 
Students in tlie College, April 7, 
1731, io which he extolled the 
virtuea of their deceased foun- 
der ID turgid and glowing Iad- 

Tbe president of the college, 
Mr. Benjamin Wadsnortb, also 
prefixed a dedication to the ser- 
mon of Dr. Wiggles worthy ia 
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which, fAr the pprpMe ofiDtro-, 
duciog the BplenJid gi^BofMr. 
Tbomu Holiis, which he ename- 
rales, he givet the foliowiog af- 
fecting statement of the «rigia »f 
Hirvartl College. 

'^The using of proper msani 
to proiDole' and pi'opagate right 
knowledge, must needs be looked 
on as ver; beneficial to mankind. 
Our fathers, who flnt aettled in 
lbi« wildetneis, were well aware 
of thia, and therefore in their 
early limes, though they were 
few in number, poor, and low in 
their worldly circumalences, con- 
flicting with many dangers and dif- 
ficuKies, did found a college here, 
called Harvard College, in Cam- 
bridge in New England, to train 
up youth in good knowledge, 
learning, and f irtae, that thereby 
they might be the heller qualified, 
eminently to promote the glory 
-of God, and good- of men. That 
God of all grace, and giver of ev- 
ery good giA, who etvabled and 
JDelioed our fathers to engage in 
this noble work, has owned and 
imiled on their pious deaigni in 
thia matter. He has hitherto con- 
tinued the college, and made it 
a riser, ike tlreatai vhertof make 
giadike city of God. That many 
edocKted here have been emi- 
nently serriceable in promoting 
both the (piriloal and temporal 
welfare of thia people, as well as 
in some other countries, ia too 
well known to need any proof. 

" To the college thus began in 
weak and tow circumstances, God, 
of his mere grace, has raised up 
sundry kind, generous benefac- 
tors, some at one time, luid some 
at another ; some in doing less, 
and some more, to promole the 
noble and pious entb aimed at in 
founding of it ; thanks be to God 
for bis smiles herein. Bot the late 
Thomas Hollis, E«q. of London, 
aterchint, now gone to his ever- 
.lasting rest, did in his donations to 
our college, far exceed any other 
ofitabeoefacton.'* 
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11 is impossible to read the ex- 
tracts from' these American pub- 
lications, without noticing hanr 
much the miniclers^.ppear to be 
astonished that «ucb princely lib- 
erality tnd^«ohle tKnevoIence 
should hav>^ been manifeiled to- 
wards them by a person of anoth- 
er denomination of Christians ; 
and ihatperson too a Baptist. It 
was not a century before this, 
when their forefathers impris- 
oned, fined, punished, and even 
banished several Christians, for 
the crime of asierting that infant 
baptism had neither precept nor 
precedent for it in the New Tes- 
tament, and for presuming to bap- 
tize those who, the General Court 
said, had been before baptized! 
It is probable at that time soma 
might have been living ivhose fa- 
thers had seen good Roger Wil- 
liams in the depth of a hard winter 
driven out of the colony, going be ■ 
knew not whither, nor did they 
care ; when he found that hos- 
pitality and friendship among un- 
civilized Indians, which bad beea 
refused him by his countrymen 
and brethren, ft is gralifyiiig to 
know that the spirit and conduct 
of Thomas Hullis should have so 
effectually taught these Masiachn- 
sett Independents what their fore- 
fathers, (he venerable Cotton 
and bis associates, Inc. might 
have learned from the founder of 
Rhode Island Colony, the perse- 
cbted Roger Williams, viz. that 
those who best understand the 
right of private judgment in re- 
ligion, will be the most liberal ia 
granting the free eiercine nf it in 
others who differ from them. A- 
merica owes her independence as 
a nation, and ibe unrestrained lib- 
erty, of conscience which her 
citizens . enjoy, to the principles 
taught by Roger Williams, and 
the example set them by Thomas 
Uollis, (bolb English Baptists,) in 
the seventeenth and eighteentb 
centuries.

And although one individual is 
the mouth of the people lo Ood, 
and makes confeMions and peti- 
tion" tritb thanksgiving in their 
behalf; yet acongregaliooHbould 
not feel as though ihey had noth- 
ing to do in this service. If they 
would be really proBtted by thia

should call off their thoughts and 
«yes from all worldly objectR. 
And while they reverently stand 
before God in the attitude of 
prayer, they should be anxious to 
feel aspirit of prayer in their own 
sonls. Isthe minister expressing 
■entimenis of adoration to God, 
for the displays tvbicb he hu 
made of himself in the norks of 
creation, providence, and redemp- 
tion; his henreri should endeav- 
our to impress their minds with 
adoring and exalted views of the 
works and attributes of the Ceity. 
Is be making humble acknowU 
. edgments of dependance, sinful- 
ness and gnilt; their hearts should 
join with him in ibis exercine. Is 
he offering petitions to the God 
of grace, for pardon, purity, and 
- Inward streoglh ; they should en- 
deavour to make these pelitioni 
their own.

But shall we shrink from 
any effart with our own b«arti, 
that would be so likely, with tha 
promised aid of the Holy Spirit to 
briug us, in our feelings, oearar to 
God T Surely we shall not ! Let 
OB then keep our hearts with all 
diligence ; watching unto prayer. 
In this way we shall offer spiritu- 
al sacrifices, holy and acceptable 
to God, which ia oar reasooabla 
service. 

Let us beware that we do not 
tit down in spiritual sloth, excus- 
ing ourselves with coiapUinta of 
our helptessnesa, and espreuing 
a heartless hope, that the time 
will come when we shall be ele- 
vated to a high degree of religion, 
without our effort or consent. 
This is a lure of the great adver- 
sary to bribe as to negligence and 
inactivity. Where such a state of 
feeling exists, it is Uie bane of 
Christiaoi,and operates like hUsI- 
ing and mildew on the churches 
of God. 

Another part of worship is, sing- 
ing the praises of God. 

This is a delightful service, 
and, when rigbUy performed, 
bears a greater resemblance than 
any other to the worship of heav- 
en. As we ought to join with the 
minister in prayer and supplica- 
tion, we ought also to join in 
eingingtbe praises of God. How- 
ever desirable it may be for some 
persons to lake the lead, it wis 
never intended by Ibe Head of 
the Church, that this part of sa- 
cred worstiip should be confined 
to a few individuals. All that 
have breath should praise the 
Lord. We are commanded ta 
sing with Ihe spirit ; and to make 
melody in our hearts to the Lord. 
If we would be profitled we must 
join io this glad service ; and eu-

Thus an hour or tno of the time 
of an hundred iadividnals is abso- 
lutely thrown away, for want of 
enforcing the well known prin- 
ciple of parliamentary order; 
that DO remarks can be offered 
on any subject, unless a molion 
respecting it has been regular- 
ly made and seconded. Few 
Associations with which I am 
acquainted, have ever adopted a 
written order of business. Hence 
it is frequently the case, that 
when one thing is done, no one 
knows what is to be done next ; 
if a member has any thing to 
propose, be knows not when it 
will be in order,aod hence it is the 
case every year that many things 
of importance are neglected or 
foi^otten- 

Now both ofthese above men- 
tioned delecis admit of*ery.sim- 
ple and effectual remedies. 

1. If an Association is so large 
that its business cannot ba trans- 
acted wiihin the allotted time, 
let it be divided, or let more time 
be devoted to Ihe objects of ils 
meeting. It is an old and useful 
adage, if a thing; is worth doing 
sit all, it is worth doing well. 
Or if neither of tbeFe coor*es 
seem advisable, let the business 
cotntnence at 9 o'clock on the 
first day, and the sornion be de- 
livered at 12, or at 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the aflernoon. By this Utter 
coarse, if no belter one could be 
adopted, it is evident, much tiine 
might be saved. 



2. Every Assmiiation might 
adopt an order of bu^ines^, and 
a system of bj-Iaws for the 
regalalion of its proceedings. 
These laws it tbout-I be the duty 
of Ihe moderator rigidly to en- 
force, and in enforcing (hem, be 
should meet with universal aop- 
porl. Thus no member shonld 
leave the house aOer he has ta- 
ken hit place, nnless the mode- 
rator has signified' his assent, 
and no one should absent hiDiself 
from the meeting, before tbe fi- 
nal adjournment, withnat having 
stated his reasons and ohlainud a 
vote of excuse, Every one will 
instantly see how much easier 
and more expeditiously businesa 
would be transacted, were a 
course of this kind invariably 
adopted. 

And here, before 1 dismiss the 
snbject of want of time, allow me 
to offer one other suggestion. 
The commimicationa from the 
churches are always written 
throughoat. In part, it is evi- 
dent theysbould be. The names 
of tl)e delegates, the vote by 
which they were appointed, and 
all numerical information should, 
doubtless, be written. Hut all 
this might be compnzAd in a 
few lines, and thirty such letters 
might be read in twice as many 
minutes. The report on tbe 
slate of each church, her trials 
or her prosperity, her religious 
history during the past year, 
might be given orally by the 
pastor, and with much more in- 
terest than in the present meth- 
od. A time might be publicly 
appointed for the bearing of such 
inlormalion, and surely it might 
be made more animating to the 
christian than almost any other 
part of tbe business. The eve* 
ning of the first day, whicb is 
very generally devoted to 
preaching, might be chosen for 
this purpose. In this manner 
much lime would be saved, and 
the religious purposes of the 
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meeting more Ailty answered. 
Aootber benefit which would ac- 
erne from the a<loptioD of this 
plan, might be baretj' mentiened 
in passing. It would prevent 
the hearing ofthoie long letters, 
which, on snch occasions, are 
tometimei presented. I well rec- 
ollect being present at an Asgocia- 
. tionnotmanjyeare since, in which 
a letter on some doctrinal Hobject 
of 15 or SO minutes long was 
read from a church of scarcely 
BO many members. The dele- 
gate who presented it, would 
not consent to har^d it to the 
clerk, but insisted on reading 
it himself. Every one was 
abnndantly fatigued long before 
it was finished, and wonder- 
ed why a church shonld send 
such a letter. But the whole 
mystery was solved when the 
reader very audibly pronounced 
his own name as church clerk. 
It was his own production I If it he 
said that the same difficulty may 
occur in oral communications, 
it is sufficient to answer, that it 
should always be the business of 
the moderator to keep the speak- 
er in order, and not to suffer 
him to digress from a simple 
statement of facts.

3. The- neit which 1 shall 
mention, is the want of atabliahed 
prteedenl. No regular journal 
of proceedings is ever kept. 
The Minutes ' of each annual 
meeting, it is true, are always 
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published and distributed. A 
fe^v members bring a copy with 
them as a matter of convenience, 
at the next annual meeting. 
This is almost nniversally the 
last that is ever heard of them. 
Hence whatever has once been 
done sinks forever into oblivion. 
And hence improvement is al- 
most out of the question. I 
doubt whether a single Associa- 
tion in the United Stales, has ev> 
er kept a regular succession of 
the Minutes t)f its proceedings^ 
nor do I believe that fire of 
them can tell in any other man- 
ner than by casual recollection, 
what was done at a meeting 
eight or ten years ago. It is 
possible, that here and there s 
brother more curious or more 
provident than the rest, may 
have kept a series of the pub- 
lished Minutes on file. But if it 
he the case, it is all a matter of 
chance. The body itself never 
took so much pains to rescue ila 
doings from forge tfulness. Now 
the result of this must inevitably 
be, that we must always remain 
stationary. If an order is taken, 
or a resolution passed, of ever so 
much importance, in two or 
three years no one cafl certainly 
tell any thing about it. If a pre- 
cedent is established, it is soon 
foi^otten, and no one can tell 
where to appeal to it. Hence, 
whatever ia done, is only written 
on the sand of the sea shore. 
The neit returning tide oblite- 
rates it, and leaves every thing 
a level surface. Whatever we 
would have permanent, must be 
done every year, or it is the 
same as though it were Dot done 
at all. 

How easily might all this he 
remedied, by making it, the duty 
of the clerk, to keep a book 
and record the doings of every 
meeting. This would always he 
present, and might be referred 
to, in case of doubt. We should

he no limits to this method of 
extending the gospel. So far at 
it regards impediments, we might, 
for ought that appears to the 
contrary, have neafiy all the 
schools in Ibe coDotry under oar 
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care, and mii^ht teaeh in Ibem 
witlmat resarve, tbe plaioeBt 
triithf of chrisfiaoily. The way 
alio Keem<( o)]eii for the disiribu- 
lion of an endleis niimlfpr of 
tracH. The fi*tl(t, you knnir, is 
immense; it is but a »ery litlle, 
hitvever, that can he done by so 
small a onmher of labourers, ai 
are, at prfeaent, employed. In 
attdilion to our other operatioDi, 
we continue to preach the gos- 
pel dnily, which we conceive to 
be our moRt appropriate, and es- 
peripDce to be oor mo«t delight- 
ful emptoyment. As yet, it 
pleases God to withhold his con- 
Tertinpf grace; but we indulge 
the pleasing hope, tbal our poor 
unworthy labours will yet be bless- 
ed, and that many more labourers 
will, ere long, he sent to this 
legion of darknes"] and death. 
I am happy to infurm you. that 
one mii'sionary from the Edin- - 
burjth .Society, has jnst arrived, 
aod three n^ore from the same 
Society are soon expected. The 
place of their desiioatioo is not 
yet fixed ; but L uncli;rstaDd it ti} 
b>^ their intention to establish a 
mission at Poonah, if govern- 
ment will permit il. We feel 
ilreogthened and encouraged. 
I have no recent infnrmalioa 
from the other side of India, ex- 
cept that a note a few days 
since, ioformpd me that the Rev. 
J. Lawson. of Calcutta, was very 
sick. Before th^ reache'f you, 
you will have been informed of 
the great number of removals 
by death and sichoe^, from a- 
mong the missioaaries and chap- 
Wms in India — A solemn, warn- 
ing voice is constantly sounding 
in our ears. May it be duly re- 
garded 1 

It may interest you to know 
that we have a Miasion Chapel 
building, which we expect will 
be finished hy the end of next 
inoDth. This encourages iis, and 
oar hope is, Ibat t^od will make 
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it the gate of hearen to tnany of 
the perishing natives.

EXTRACTS FROM THE JOVKBAL or 

THE BEY. MR. It' COT. 

March 19, 1833. — Hati He re- 
covered my health so as to be 
able to ride moderately on horse- 
back, the eslablishmenl was left 
in charge of brother Lykins, 
while I, in company with one of 
our Indian lads, and two other 
travellers, set out for the State 
of Ohio, on business which ren- 
dered the journey indispensable. 
Sorry, indeed, to be ander the 
necessity of leaving home at this 
time, and seriously doubt my a- 
bility to endure the joaraey. 
The waters are very high, and 
the low grounds generally inun- 
dated. Tbe roads are almost 
impassable. 

Marck 20, — Engaged a French- 
man to go with us 7 miles, and 
set us on a road by which we 
might avoid Etksheart river. 
Proceeded a few miles; when, 
perceiving that we were going 
very mocb out of the direct way, 
we altered our course, and oo 
reaching Elkaheart river, found 
il too deep to ford. We now left 
the path, and proceeded without 
the footsteps of any one for our 
guide, through a tract of wilder- 
ness which the Indians had in- 
formed us was extremely nnfa- 
vourable to travelling, 

March 23 Having safely 

reached this place last evening, 
I had the happiness of preaching 
today to a goodly assemblage of ^ 
my old acquaintances, whose at- 
tention was not alittlegratifymg.

J^tril 10— rl h>*e pcrfbrmed 
my tour in Ohin, and find myself 
acain within *0 milM of Port 
Wayne.

row and preach. I am happy to 
iud thin member of onr church 
•till walktor in the path of chrti- 
■iao obedience. 

Set o»l/o^ St. JowpV*. 

April 13. — Preached again at 
Fori Wayne, 

April ie.— Prom this place we 
■hall take oa with an 13 head of 
cattle, 110 sheep, collected in 
Kanoa county, Ky. by brethren 
Uarlin, Warder, and Morris, and 
three wagone loaded with Sonr, 
corn, potatoes, Itc. We have 
laboured hard two dava in ferry- 
ing our property across St. Ma- 
ry's river, having no craft for 
the purpose better than a peri- 
ogue. Travelling about three 
mile!>, we found Hie road so soft 
with the iiile rnins, that we cooM 
not prnceed with our loads. Ea- 
cnmpcd anil sent two men back, 
and hired another yoke of oien 
and one horse. ()ne man nt a 
time, during the night, guarded 
the sheep to keep off the wolves. 

Bad road: 
' April ir. — The roads so intol- 
erably bad, we were forced to 
leave part of our loading, though 



greatly Mcdcfl Bt hoD«, and 
have it taken bttk to Fort 
WajM. 

Lou •fprtptrty. 
April S4 — Our periogae, which 
vre brought to the river last eve- 
ning, served us for a ferry boat 
to-day. Sent back the two hired 
wagons, I crosisd and proceed- 
ed with our wagon. Block, Stc. 
a little distance d<twn tb£ river, 
to a suitable encamping place, 
leaving ttiree young men to load 
and bring down the periogue. 
When we saw it coming we went 
to aasisl in landing. The river 
was very full, and ran as swift al-' 
most as a mill-tail. A short bend 
in the river unarnidably brought 
the vessel on a tree which ex- 
tended some distance into the 
stream; from which, hotvever, 
it was, ihongh with some difficul- 
ty, disengiiged without baving 
taken ranch water. A more 
dang:eroos tree tying in the river 
a little below, myself and others 
from the shore got hold of the 
periogse ; neverttieless she ran 
foul of the log. and upset, not- 
withstanding our nlinost exertions 
to prevent it. AM bandg w^re 
now in the river, endeavouring 
to save what we could; we fol- 
lowed down the river the prop- 
erty that woald float, ko long a' any 
was to be seen, and some barrels 
were saved more than » mile be- 
low where the accident occor- 
red. By great exertion on (he 
part of every one, we saved 
more than half the load, though 
a part of what we brought to 
shore was much datnaged. 

A torrowful evening. 
This was a distressing event. 
We had made almost incredible 
efforts lo get the loai) to this 
place, when the mads were gen- 
erally considered impaa^abie t'- 
ven for the mail, and the Cbiga- 
go espres*. We had with na, 
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flour, f^am» potfito«N peae, edit, 
&c. itc. The potaloeHand som^ 
oi'.tbe gf:9in wer^ for seed. Our 
»tac(E <i1^ l^eaddtii^ at hame, ^e 
Bupi^.^aed, jvpiiid Ijve .f xKauated bf 
tb« tMUH we fibould arr^v.e. Ua- 
der tbe^circgiiLStaaces tha mis- 
ibtCunp apfenred parCicaUrly 
diair«9sip^.

Procted onthejounty. 

-^pril 25 — Emptied the irater 
out </f our periogue, reloadefl it, 
nod it again moved doivQ the 
river with three meo oq board, 
whilst myself and two roeo, be- 
sides the Indian ;ouih, conveyed 
by land (he wagou, 8 horses, 12 
cattle, and the sheep. This nas 
not a 'li^ht task. Our salE is lost, 
BO that the little meat we cao 
geit of the Indians mast be eaten 
•withoiit. 

Jlrrhe at St. Joieph's. 

Jpril 3S.-r-[JaviD^ twice ferri- 
ed our sheep, ijc across St. Jo- 
^ephla river, at places where the 
.periogue touched for thai pur- 
Ipose, we were peroittted to jaiu 
the company of our family at the 
.eetabligbment, which was not, a 
.little gralifyiog, after au abseoQe 
of almost six weeks, most of 
which time had been spent in 
the wilderness. Two Indian 
jooth had been taken into the 
family in my absence. The 
school and all, the business of the 
concern was moving on pleas- 
,aotly. 

The family had been on short 
allowance of bread two days, and 
we arrived ip lime barely to 
jiave them from suffering! Many 
are thy mercies, O Lord I By 
thee we have run through a 
troop of difficulties, and by our 
GoJ we have leaped over walls 
of opposing o1»tacles.

I 
embraced the opportiinity of eo- 
forciog on them the propriety of 
a change of habils Tbey added 
warm expressions of approbation 
of our deportment, and of the 
pleasure they felt in the forma- 
tion of (he establishment.

Grateful refleetttms. 

Tbe resolution of the Board 
to name the eMablishmeat after 
one of the best men m the wtortd, 
we view as a high encomium on 
the mission, and as an expressioa 
of etpeclaiiOQ relative to ita 
osi^ fulness. 

We esteem it a aingnlar fa- 
Tour, that at the dating of ever; 
letter, and at the transacting of 
all business at the esCablisbment 
which requires a record, we 
shnlj, by the reiteration of the 
nerd Carty, be admonifbed to 
selfdenial and derotedness to 
the caase of God and religion;

Another io*s ofproptn^. 
May 32.— On the lose of onr 
property by the apsetting of our 
penogue on the 34th ult. reem- 
ployed a man to bring us od Iwd 
wagoo loads more of seed corn, 
seed potatoes, together with 
corn, fiour, salt, aod olher ar- 
ticles of which we were in great 
want. The rivers being full, 
thi« man was induced to malie a 
periogue, and embark with (he 
loading at the same place we 
bad done; and it is, with in- 
creased grief, that we hear, that 
in the same bend of the riter, 
and not more than four rods 
from the place where our first 
load was turned into the river, 
this periogue also ran upon a 
tree and capsized. A far less 
proportion uf the loading was 
r^coed from the waves thio 
time, than at the former. All 
ear potatoes and peas are lost, 
and we are io danger of losing 
almoHt an entire crop of those 
articles for want of seed. A tit- 
tle seed corn was saved, but 
mostly wet, aod has since sprout- 
ed. ^ot more than one third 
of the load was saved. The 
loss is considerable, aod we fear 
it will be felt by the mission 
even another year. We are 
left to a scanty allowance of 
breadstuff. 

May 23, — We are malting er- 
' ery possible exertion to save the 
family from suffering, at pre-<eQt, 
for waat of bread, and the estab- 
lishoient from scarcity aootber 
aeason for want of seed to plant. 
Have sent again to Fort Wayne 
ID haste. Here we are endeav- 
ouring to purchase a little corn 
and potatoes at the several la- 
dian villages.

Muy 31. — I have now been two 
days among the Ottawas on 
Grand river, about 90 miles from 
its mouth, on the eaatern shnrQ 
of Lake Michigan. It enters the 
Lake at the computed distance 
of 75 miles, partly north of the 
mouth of St. Joseph's. The riv- 
er at this plaoe is about 130 
yards wide ; its general course ia 
about west. It is navigable for 
boats that conid run on any of the 
Mississippi waters of the same 
size. The water is not clear, 
but resembling tea, from which 
circumslaoce we infer the eiis- 
teoee of the numerous marches 
and small lake* [hat contribute 
to its Ibrmation. It pa-sea 
through an nnevea though not 
mountainous country, in which, 
however, the traveller aeldom 
taeets with a spring of water, or 
even a ravine to lead off the wa- 
ters that fall. The rains which 
fall are generally either drunk 
in by the loose sandy soil, or 
gathered into small lakes, in size 
from 10 to 500 acres. 

It is worthy of remark that 
some of these lakes, even those 
which have no visible commu- 
nication with other waters, a- 
bound with fish of the kinds coia- 
DBOO in the rivers of this coaotry. 
By what meanp were they settled 
io these waters? Were they 
placed here when the waters 
were tii-st peopled by the Crea- 
tor? Or did the ancient inhahit- 
ants place them here that they 
might serve for food? Or have 
fish existed in these small lakes 
ever since their formation b^ the 
retiring of the great flood ot wa-

The 
drove when it atarted contained 
upwards of 800, They came as 
safely as could be expected as 
far as Port Wayne, where they 
left about 60 to irecrail and to 
be brooght on at another time.

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concera for hU people, aad 
thiok^ irthey only knew of tbe 
Saviour, all nnuld believe. He 
asked whether Ihe ungodly white 
people ever heard the gospel. 
Wbeo aoBwered that they did, 
be wa§ astooithed thtit tbey 
could continue in sin and un- 
belief He goe« about amonj 
his people to tell what a precious 
Saviour he has found. He praya 
ivith them, and for them, and per- 
anadea them to look to the Lamb 
of God for tbe pardon of ain, and 
their acceptance irilh Heaven. 
He aays that he used to dread 
the thoughts of dyin^, hut now 
his fears are alt gone, and he 
feels very happy. I naked what 
made him feel ao happy ?

Miss Smith, aged 3S years, was 
bom March 6, 1791, and died at Am- 
herst, M. H. March 10, 18S3. From 
her childhood she occauonaltj had 
MDous reflectioni respecting' the 
iielfare of her soul ; but during the 
year 1812, she was deeply and effec- 
tually impressed with a view of her 
lost condition as a sinner, and the val- 
ue of an interest in the lalvation of 
the Gospel. 

After pasiimg several months in 
affliction and sorrow on account of her 
sins, she was led to hope in the mer- 
cy of God through Jesus Christ But 
her hope was attended with so many 
fears lest she had deceived herself, 
that she neglected lo name the name 
of Christ by a visible professioii of re- 
ligion till May &9, 1814 ; at which 
time she received the ordinance ofBap- 
tiun, and was united with the Baptist 
Church in Milford, a town adjoining 
imbsrsl, the place of her nativity. 

After pnblicly espousing the cauce of 
Christianity, she went on ber way re- 
joicing, and continued to adorn the 
doctrine of God ber Saviovr, by giTisg;

purifying tendency of the religion she 
bad professed. 

In the autumn of ISiS, her health 
began to decline. She applied to a 
physician, and observing that he ex- 
hibited some fears respecting the 
issue of her disease, the desired that 
he would toll her plainly what he 
thought of her case ; assuring him it 
would neither surprise nor terrify ber 
to hear his opioion that there was no 
hope of her recovery ; for she had be^ 
liei^ed she was witnessing her last iil- 

Akout this time she remarked to a 
friend who expressed apprehensions 
that she would not continue long, "■ I 
fear I shall not have patience to mil' 
till my change come." Subsequently 
to tliis she discovered no anxiety to 
recover, but a perfect willingness to 
depart whenever she should be called.

She was feeble, and exer- 
cised wilb considerable faint distress, 
but she manifested great patience and

Upom 
the duties of thii new titustion in life, 
ihe appeared, to enter with peculiar 
diffidence, and made it frequently the 
■ubject of eameat prayer, that ahe 
might U enabled to Ml it and dis- 
charge ill important dutiea, (her hus- 
band bavin*; then a family of amall 
children,) in the fear of the Lord, 
which ahe waa enabled eminently to 
do. Reing remarkably placid and 
mild in her diaposition, she waa g^eat' 
ly beloved by all who knew her. 
Tho house of bcr bniband, which waa 

was much frequented by the pioua 
traveller, which appeared always to 
give her peculiar aaliafaction ; for to 
her it seemed even to be a privilege 
to wash the feet of the aaioti. In the 
promotion and support of Missionary 
and Bible Societiea ahe took a very 
lively interest, and lor a number of the 
laat yeara of her life, was a very ac- 
tive member of them. In rendering; 
acts of kindness and charity to the 
needy and unfortunate she distin- 
guished herself, and it might truly be 
said of her, " tbo blessing. of many 
that were ready to perish came upon 
her." When her health would ad- 
mit of her going there, her seat waa 
never empty in the bouse of the 
Lord on the Sabbath. Naturally of 
a feeble constitution, and sirongly pre- 
disposed to a pulmonary complaint, in 
the latter part of the leaaon at 1833, 
she began evidently to decline. As a 
matter of duty, aa she often remarked, 
she submitted to the trial of all the 
medical assistance which could be 
obtained, without any lasting benefit. 
Strongly impreaaed with the belief 
that this would be her last illoeas, abe 
appeared to be very earnestly ei^- 
ged to set her house in order, and to 
have her lamp'trimmed and burning. 
She gradually declined until sometime 
in April, 1828, when she was ao redu- 
ced as to be confined to ber bed. 
Dnring her long confinement she ap- 
peared to be greatly blessed with the 
presence and enjoyment of God ; and 
often remarked, '^howgreat itthecon- 
dctcenaion of my Saviour to such a 
worm as I am; truly he isafrtend that 
aticketh closer than a brother." To 
berhugband, who was much affected 
hy the prospect of soon being obliged 
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to f iTe the parting hand, when he in- 
quired, Are you willing to go and leave 

me in this Qiifriendl]' world ? — she an- 
swered, ''Yes, while U has been 
traly » very great trial to me to (hink 
of it, and tor a long- time I conid not 
be reconciled to it, jel God, I truit, 
bj hig grace has enabled me to give 
you and the chiidrco up with my own 
■oul lo him, and now my only anxiety 
h to he perfectly reconciled to bis 
-will." When she discovered that he 
■wept, she added, '■ why weep! if we 
are wha.1 we have hoped, we shall 
part but for a oight, as it were, lo meet 
in the' niorniDg in the presence and 
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ministering lervanta of 
her Liord and other piousfrienda called 
upon her during her illness, it was ev- 
er her privilej^ to have prayers. On 
their inquiring, a« Ibey often did, for 
what shall we pray f She would an- 
swer, " that my will may be swallow- 
ed up ia the will of God, that 1 may 
never be left to murmur or repine at 
bis providential dealing with me, and 
especially that 1 may have patience 
to wait my appointed time.V She ap- 

Kared to enjoy her reason to the 
it, and when the trying hour 
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■,e than she had fo 
weeks before. On being asked by her 
ireeping companion, " Do you still 
"feel yaur coa^dence in God, and a 
■williliguess to resign yourself lo him? 
She answered, " U yes, while I feel 
that I am but a worm, and have noth- 
ing of mine own to recommend me to 
the favour ol God, the Haviour ap- 
pears all-sufficient and altogether love- 
ly, and I know that he is able (o keep 
(hat which I have committed to his 
care ; pray for me that 1 may have 
patience to wait his coming." When 
'the children, who had been so kindly 
nursed by her care, gathered about 
■her dying bed and wept, she took an 
affectionate leave of each of them, 
smd esborted them not lo weep for 
her but for themselves, and to pre- 
pare to follow her. After which, 
■he uttered the exclamation, " Can 
this be death' Oh, come. Lord Jesus, 
cone quickly," and without a struggle 
or a groan closed her eyes in death, 
apparently with a smile upon her 
countenance, and entered, wo fondly 
hope, into that rest, that remaineth 
lor the people of God. Well might 
ibe sing with piens Simeon —

Mrs, DoiLT RiPLEy was bom in 

Halloweli, Me. July i!7, IBOO, Sha 
was the daughter of Mr. Jacob, and 
Mrs. Deborah Smith. Her excellent 
father died of a pulmonary consump- 
tion, at a distance from his bunily, ia 
Epping, N. H. His end was peace. 
1 have often heard my dear wife relate 
the very interesting particulars of his 
last sickness and death, as witnessed' 
by her mother and eldest brother. 
Sever did a child manifest greater re- 
spect and affection for a parent, than 
she did towards her father, though re- 
moved from her when she was but 
eight years old. A short time previ- 
ous to her death, her mother related 
(o me the particulars of his departure. 
Her daughter lialoQEd to the narrative 
with interest and pleasure ; and at lis 
conclusion, remarked, that before her 
conversion, she desired to go (o heaven, 
because her father was there, butaftet 
that change she desired heaven, be< 

In (he year llill, the family reiboved 
to Bath, in coniequence of (he mar- 
riage of her molhor to Hezekiah Wy- 
man, Esq. of that place. And 
during the great revival of religion 
which took place there ia ISIS, Mn. 
Ripley, we trust, experienced the 
renovating influences of the Holy 
Ghost. Though her views and feel- 
ings on religious subjects were changed 
while she was at Bath, yet she did not 
enjoy settled peace or comfort until af- 
terwards, while attendiug a school in 
Portland. 

On the 4lh of May, 1817, she was 
baptized at Bath, by Rev. Mr Stearns, 
and received inlothe church of which 
he i;i pastor. The deep solemnity and 
holy joy connected with these traniac- , 
tions appear from the folio-wing extract 
from writings, penned at intervals, in 
the year 1B17. 

" Have this day, in the presecce of 
God, of angels, and of men, confessed 
Christ, and solemnly engaged to be 
his Yea, 1 have covenanted to walk 
with the people of God, in all the 
holy ordinances, and to live sobi^rly, 
righteously, and godly, in Ibis present 
evil world, denying all itngodliness and 
every worldly lost. I have no strength 
of my own; bull can rejoice in all my 
infirmities, because in Christ all fulness 
dwells. I have this day experienced 
ranch of the goodness of God. I trust 
I can say, in the ordinance of baptism 
I received a blessing 1 never before hi 
■ensibly felt — the spirit of adoption. 
The langosge of my heart was, ' Tb<re 
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it Dona la he*T>n but GM, and aona I 
d*«rc OD th« earth iMiidc fain.^ Sure- 
ly, *in keeping tb« commandawQti 
there ii gteM reward.' O, beavenly 
Pafher, keep ma by Ihy mighty Dower 
throiigb failh unto MlratioD. Uphold 
mj (flat in thy pathi, that they ilip 
■ot; that I mayDcvarbv left to wound 
thy preoioai cause, or diihonour the 
holy profei<ioD 1 have madn I teel a 
■troog deiirs to be userul to tbe church 
— >D>y Ood grant me thii privilege. 
O, how highly hat God honoured me, 
by taking: "it in youth ; and, ai 1 hum- 
bly truit, adopting: me into hii family. 
I can conceive of do higher honour 
than that of being a young diicipla of 
tbe meek and lowly Jeiui. Unto God 
«11 praiie be ucribed. To him alone 
a glory due. For nothing ihort of 
MVarcigD grace ever carried a loul to 
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During ber loag illnen, our bepe» 
and fean alternately prevailed. She 
herMlf wai encouraged lor a learan. 
Bill Bome time before her dea:h, ih* 
affirmed that *he should not ntcover. 
Tbe medicine!, which were perMVer- 
ingly tried, mitigated, bat did not re- 
move her diteaie, A hectic fever wai 
cangumiog her, and her fleih and het 
itronglh wsre waiting away. 

Lord'i day, June aS Wben I went

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In the autumn of 1819 ihe 
blKDght very low by lickneii. Many 
of her frieddi aJmoit despaired of ber 
Tocovery; but through the mercy of 
Ood, the wai gradually restored to a 
comfortableatateofheallh. Everaince 
October, IB33, her health wai poor, 
though a( times, the appeared to be 
much better than ihe really wai. She 
told me, duririg her last Bickneii, that 
■be had nol enjoyed perfect health for 
a lingle day iiioce lait Fall. 

Id the monlh of April last, she took 
■everal violent colds, which seated on 
ber liings, and terminated in a pulmo- 
nary affection. She went to her 
chamber,' April 36, and died juit 
eleven weeks afterwards Tbe stale 
of her mind previous to this confine- 
ment, appean in the following extract 
from a letter writteo to her mother db 
tbe mh of April.— 

" 1 am frequently admonished by ill 
health that I am mortal, fait hasting 
to eternity: lolemn, awfully solemn is 
the thought of Appearing before a holy 
God. O, that 1 could more fully and 
constantly realize this truth, that time 
is shoit and eternity near,; and (hat 
what we sow here, we must reap there : 
if to the flesh, corruption; but if to the 
■pirit, etei-nal life. In reflecting on 
this paisage, I do feel guilty indeed. 
Tei, for two year* paal, (how painful 
Ihe redection) I' view my time and af- 
lilctions as devoted, in a criminal de- 
gree, to this vain, onsatiiffing: world. 
May God, in inflnite mercy, pardon 
me, and afford me repenlance onto 
life, and reclaim me fully to himself. 
If not deceived, 1 do desire to live a 
new life. O, hnw important to live (he 
life of the righteous, as well as die 
their death."

July 3 One of Iho offican of tbe 
church prayed with ber. In conven- 
ing with him, she obierved, that ih* 
wished to have but little laid about 
ber, after her decease, more than ibia, 
that ihe wa* a poor sinne r, saved bj 
grace. 

July 4, During this day of baitle, 
noise, and hilarity, she seemed to 
take no notice of any of it She view- 
ed herself as just about (o launch int« 
eternity, and eiprewed a great desire 
to have her christian friends come and 
eing hymni of praise in her cbamtur. 
One of the brethren came to see her. 
Id conversing with him, she said— that 
her hope was in Christ — thai he wai 
precious to her — and that she felt (bat 
her sins were pM'doned About noon, 
her eldest brother and his wile arrived 
from Bath. She talked with them and 
heryoungestsisterverf loleautly. May 
these admonitioDs never be fbrgottea 
by them. This afternoon, at her re- 
quest, several friends came in aud 
sung with her, Ihe I7tb Hymn, 1st 
Book, and the I7th Psahn, l h. We 
were afraid that loud tinging would 
distress her, but she said that it did not, 
and that she wanted to hear many 
sing together. Rev. A. Rand prayed 
and conversed with her. In her COO- 
versatioD with him and others, ah« dia- 
covered deep humiliation and Eorrow 
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tion of all coniideDce in her own righ- 
leouBDess. " O, if 1 may but occupy 
the lowest seat in heaven." 

Jul; 5 Her fever was very bi^ 
to-tlay. In tbe erening she appsued 
to be dying, but afterwards revived 
considerably. God kept my mind in a. 
slate of unusual calmness during (he 
solemn scene. Sleired . be bis name ! 

July 6. In convening with ber after 
the afternoon meetiog, she complained 
of herself, thai she was impatient; 
said, she was afraid she ibould dishon- . 
onr God ; wished me to pray thatGod 
would forgive this sin, and grant her 
patienca. A more patient suOerer I 
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□arer *!t<V. On anottier oecEuioa, aha 
laid that she wished to weep for her 
(ins continualty. i>eep humilitj and 
ielf loafliiaj wora the moal pramineat 
traits in her exerci.e). These are et- 
■eatial elemeati id the religion of a 

July 10. She said to me, "Pray 
tiiat Satan may not overcome me — that 
1 may hare patience, and tliat God 
■would forgive my impatience." In 
aaawertomy inquiries, she Baid, "I 
bare no desire to recover, except it be 
to manifest the sincerity of m; repent- 
ance, f acquiesce in Ihe plan of sal- 
Tatioo by grace. It is all of (race, 1 
desire to praise ChKst." Her unwor- 
Ihinesi she deeply felt "1 am as 
vile as the thief on the cross. I am 
Tiler. O, it would be perfectly just in 
God to cast me away forever." She 
listened attentively to the hymiu and 
chapters I read to her from time lo 
time, as her strength would permit. 
The third chapter of Philippians, and 
the hymn, "Jesus, lover of my soul," 
appeared to be particularly interesting. 
July 12. Thisaftemoon she thought 
she was dying. We went up to her 
chamber, from tea, and perceived she 
viat dying, tn the afternoon, she had 
said lo Mrs. B — . who asked her, if her 
mind was stayed on God ! " I Crust it 
is." Just before her voice became in- 
articulate, she said to another aiater, 
who.had been much with [ " " 
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This reqiTest was granted. She ceased 
to breathe about 'lalf past nine o'clock, 
an Saturday evening. She softly fell 
asleep. I accompanied her to the 
Veige of Jordan, but could go no fur- 
ther. Tet then, I trust, our great 
High Priest was with her, and lauded 
her safe on Canaan's side. What an 
ineKpre^sibly solemn geaaon was that! 
God was present, supporting and qui- 
eting my spirit.

A)titid. Before they left the bar- 
liour, their turbulent spirit was 
so manifest, that the lirea of 
some naval officers were in the 
most im mi neat danger. The 
Doctor was advised not to ba^ 
ard himself among them; bat 
not withstanding the confusion 
and desperation that prevailed, 
he viiited them) sat down among 
them ; conversed freely with 
them, and endeavoared, by 
every lenient ar^ to soothe their 
agitated minds, and recoticile 
them to their fate. His endeav- 
onrs were not fraitless ; he pro- 
cured for them a mitigation of 
those severities which, their 
mutioDOS spirit had rendered 
necessary : they became less 
refractory, and listened with 
respect to his admoDitions. A 
.few of them appeared to be es- 
sentially improved, and there 
was reason to hope that sotne 
became sincere penitents, and 
true converts. 



But dangers of a new kin4 
presented themselves : — death 
began to make dreadfal havoc 
among the crowded coovicts. 
The darkness, the heat, the pu- 
trid' effluvia, with the groans of 
the sick aad dying, re n da red tli« 
hospital a scene of inexpressible 
wretchedness; but this intrepid

read to them. 

Secondly, the fitetkod, time, Oitd 
manner of reading, 

1. Method of reading. As a 
general rule, it will be found 
beneficial to read the chapter 
which contains the text. This 
giresa view of the connection of 
the subject, which is always the 
safest vfay to interpret doubtful 
phrases and idioms. Or, if Jhe 
text be in the New Testament, 
and refer to some traasaclion in 
the Old Testament, (a case which, 
very frequently occurs,) then it 
has an excellent effect to read 
the whole account as it stands 
in the Old. For instance, a cer- 
tain minister, not long since, took 
for his text, on a communion sea- 
son, 1 Cor. V. 7. "For Christ 
our p'assover ia sacrificed for us, 
therefore let us keep the feasi," 
Sic. and read the 12th chapter of 
Exodus, where we have an ac- 
coant of the original institution of 
the pasiover. 
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2. Thetimeofreadvig. Some 
introduce the public exercises of 
each meeting by reading. Some 
defer it till after prayer, and im- 
mediately before sermon. My 
own custom is, generally, to 
commence by 'singing, then read 
a portion of the Holy Scriptures, 
&c ; but it will have a good effect 
to* vary the time of this and other 
parts of divine worship, and pre- 
vent our falling into a dull uni- 
formity, and a listless formal- 
ity. 

3. The maTMtr of reading. 
This is of vast importance, and 
must not, therefore, he passed 
slightly. It sliould-be done audi- 
bly,to that the bearer's attention 
be not fatigued, but that he may 
hear easily and leisurely in any 
part of the house. We should 
read deliberately. Indeed, great 
rapidity in delivery is very inju- 
rious whether in reading or 
speaking; it never fails to fa- 
tigue. the attention of tbe hebr- 
era, and to destroy the solemnity 
of the subject. Tbe mind has 
no time to reflect on tbe last 
idea before it is hurried away 
witli , violence to something 
else, until, finally, it' abandons 
the thought altogether of fol- 
lowing the reader or speak- 
er, and, losing the connection, - 
contents itself with picking up a 
few disjointed ideas here and 
there at a gfreat disadvantage. 
We should read distinctly. Many 
persons think, if they do hut 
speak loud enough, they will not 
fail of being heard; but, .as those. 
who have treated on Elocation 
have shown, we may speak too 
loud to be heard, as well as too 
low. Tbe voice may drown the 
words. To read distinctly, we 
should endeavour to acquire a 
habit of correct pronunciation, 
and give every syllable, and if 
possible, every letter its proper 
sound. We should read intelli- 
gibig. Two things materially 
assist in this ; first, that we care-

ferent character. Instead of 
vapid dissertations, bis eermons 
were the earnest nod powerful 
addresses of his feelings and con- 
viction to the hearts and under- 
staadiogs of his audience. Egidi- 
vs became the moat popular 
preacher at Seville. 

" No obnoxious doctrines bad 
hitherto been broached by the 
pinas cation. That the change, 
which had gained him such 
extraordinary popularity, wan the 
work of Valer, could not even 
be suspected by those who 
were well aware of the immense 
distance 'at which the laytnna 
was placed from bU friend's 
learning and talents. Such va% 
nevertheless, the fact. Valcr 
had, duEing bis retirement, learnt 
by heart a great part of the 
scriptures, and drawn from (hat 
source, a system of divinity, 
which seems to have agreed, in 
the main, with thiit of the north- 
ern reformers. Whether a sim- 
ple report of Luther's opinions 
and of bis appeaiing to the 
aeriplores as the only source of 
religious truth, had given 
the same direction to the inqui- 
ries of the Spaniard ; nr wheth- 
er, in the state of men's minds at 
thai period, and, from the promi- 
nence of the abuses which fixed 
the attention of the inquiiilive, 
similar inferences offered them- 
selves lo all who impailially 
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consulted the scriptares, we shall 
not take upon ourselves to de- 
cide. But it is a fact, that Valer 
required no other g<iide to lay 
the foundations of a church at 
Seville, which was found to be 
Lutheran in its principal tenets,. 

No slighter impulse than that 
of an ardent love of religious 
truth would have been sufficient 
to engage apy man in the despe- 
rate undertaking of propagating 
Protestant doctrines, under the 
watchful eye of the Inquiiilion ; 
DOW doubly alert from the ani- 
mosity which their sovereign, 
Charles V. was showing against 
tb^ Lutherans in Germany. But 
no danger could appal the enlhu- 
siasiic Valer. Regardless of his 
personal safely, or, what is still 
dearer lo a m^n who b^s enjoy- 
ed the respect of his fellows, his 
character for Judgment and sani- 
ty of intellect, he appeared at 
the most frequented pkces, ad- 
dressing all that would stop to 
bear him, upon the neceaaily of 
studying the scriptiires, and 
making Ihem the only rule 'of 
faith and cofnlnct. The suspic- 
ions of derangement, which had 
been afloat since the period of 
his reliremeot, were now fully 
confirmed, and saved Vaier, for 
a time, from the hands of the 
Inquisition. The humane con- 
struclion of the Holy Tribunal 
was not likely to be of long con- 
tinuance; and the lay preacher 
was soon confined to a folilary 
prison. His friend Egidius, 
whose orthodoxy remained un- 
suspected, appeared before the 
judges as Valer's counsel; a 
dangerous act of friendship, con- 
sidering the vehement zeal 
^thich actuated the prisoner. 
But that zeal found full employ- 
ment against the Inquisitors, 
whom he charged with igno- 
rance and blindness, without the 
least Hllcmpt at concjfaling or 
disguising his principles.

The derangement of the ' 
witness was so evident, that 
Zafra would not condrm ber ac- 
count by a flight, which must 
hare proved destructive to hia 
friends. But the inquisitors, 
who strictly keep the rule of 
coBsideriog every accusation as 
Iroe, though the most absurd, 
in appearance, allowed the alarm 
of the proteslants to subside, 
uid prepared themselves, with 
the assistance of government, to 
strike a 6ast and decisive blow 
OB a party whose strength they 
began to fear.

^ment. We bare Dot noticed 
a riogle eipressioD which at all 
MToured of unkind feeling, nor a 
■ingle arg^ument of which Ibecoa- 
cluMon, so far as we see, coald be 
resisted. Mr. Wisner attempts to 
establish the poailion that (he 
heathen who die in their present 
etate, so far at least, with one or 
two exceptions, as that state has 
been known, will be inevitably 
■bet. We witi briefly present our 
readers with an atwtract of bis 
ailment. 

The text is in Rom. vii. 9. 
" We have before prtnitd, both 
Jews and Gentitti, that thm/ art 
all under «'n," The sermon is 
4>«ided nry properly into two 
stages of argameot. The object 
of the first, is to establish the 
pontics, that the Apostle con- 
sidered the heathen of his own 
tiote exposed to the fearful cnn- 
■eqneDces of sin disclosed in the 
■criptarea; and of the second, to 
pro*e (hat the heathen ere now 
in the same moral c<»idition, and 
exposed to the same oondeoDa- 
tioB, » titef er«r were. 
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IsL The preof of the firrt 
position is drawn from the phraa* 
in the text, " under sin." Tbia, 
evidently, means ^' to be sinful." 
It indicates, they were coondeiv 
ed by the apostle as trao^rcs- 
sors of the law, and, as to every 
law a penalty must be attached^ 
they were exposed to that penal- 
ty, whatever it might be. The 
second ergnment is drawn frook 
the expression in the 19th verse^ 
" the whole world is guilty be- 
fore God.'' The proof from 
this argument is very nearly tha 
same with that of the 6rst. '^ To 
be guilly," and ^* to be a sinner," 
meaa sabstantially Ibe same 
thing; only in the latter case, 
the mind is directed specially t« 
the action, and in the former, to 
the offender. A guilty man is 
always a Iran^ressor, though a 
transgressor may not always lis 
guilty ; be may not have knowD, 
nor have had the means of 
knowing that his action wai 
wrong. The coDclusinn tbes, 
to which these two argumenli, 
bring us, is, that the heath- 
en are sinners and are guilty, and 
are, therefore, exposed to the 
condemnation of the law of God. 

But what is thiscondemnatioD? 
The author proceeds to show io 
the 3d place, that (fae apostle 
believed, that it was "the wrath 
of God." Verse 18. And in the 
33d verse, that in the judgment 
of God, those who possessed 
the character of the then heath- 
en, were " worthy of death."

Mission to HAITI. 

In some of the preceding num- 
bers of the Magazine we have 
giveo several extracts from tbe 
letter* of Re». Mr. Paul, the 8o- 
ciety'i missionary to Hayti.' Mr. 
P. has lately reltiraed to this 
country, having fuldlled the oh- 
ject of bis iminediate deslination ; 
and it may be interesting to our 
readers to be oiade acquainted 
with a brief and connected ac- 
count of the result of his labours. 

Mr. P. sailed from Boston on 
the 31st of Hay, in tbe schooner 
Alert, Capt. Lindsey. His pas- 
sage was gralnitously furnished 
by the liberality of the Hon. 
William Grny. Mr. P. bad been 
supplied with French and Span- 
ish tracts by Rev. Mr. Jenks, with 
Bibles by John Tappan, Esq. 
Treasurer of the Mass Bible So- 
ciety, and with several letters df 
introduclion, throagb the polite- 
ness of W Ropes, £:sq of Boston. 
The American Bible Society also 
commissioned him as the bearer 
of a splendid copy of the Bible 
lo his Eicelleocy President Bo- 
yer. 

After a very pteataot passage 
of 22 days, during which he 
received every token of kindnesa 
from Capt, Liodfey and crew, 
Mr. Paul arrived at Cape Hiiy- 
lien. Hsre he foand ihe officers 
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Jjerson to whom his mission be- 
came known, eager to receira 
liibtes. He remained here at 
IM9 time bui a week, being aox- 
ious to present his credentials lo 
the President, and solicit permis- 
sion to preach Ihe gospel of Christ 
to bis cuuDtrymeo uader the pro- 
tection of the government. He 
sailed for Port an Prince about 
the I't, and arrived there on lh& 
4ili of July. Al^er some dela/, 
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b« tocMcded hi (Atabing an an- 

dience with the PrMtdntt, anil 
the resnll of the intarvietr wai 
highl/ Hlisractor/ Mr. Ptiul 
jnUled to h'n Eicellency hii ob- 
ject, anil w»a allowed freely to 
urge the importaoce to tbe gor- 
crament of a free and full toler- 
Btioii of relifi'io. Thii subject, 
a delicale one in a aetrlj or- 
(BDizi'd govemmeDt, and ip a 
Catholic ^OQotTy, Mr. Piul maa- 
agnd with ^real jad^ment and 
diBcrelion. At the cloie of the 
conversation, m which Gea, Id- 
ginac acted at interpreter, and 
to which Prenideot Boyer listen- 
ed with deep Bttenlion, Gen. In- 
ginac eaid to Mr Paul, *' I have 
the pleasore to iafortn you thit 
it 18 the will and pteuare of his 
Excellency that you be permit- 
ted, and yoa are hereby permit- 
ted to preach the gonpel in pri- 
vate bouiea aod^balli ; but owing 
to the present taninformed itnte 
of tbe lower claai of the people, 
from a regard to your own per- 
■ooal safely he wiihei yon to ha 
prndent in Gonductiog your meet* 
ings, especially in tbe evening. 
His Excellency hopes that in a 
few yean meeting houses will be 
erected, and reltgioui privileges 
enjoyed as they are in the United 
States of America.*' It may he 
proper here to remark, that at 
this time and in subsequent com- 
moDicalions, Mr. Paul was given 
distinctly to understand, that ow 
ing to the state of society, tumult 
night be excited by incautious 
methods of religions iostrnction, 
and he might be exposed to in- 
convenience, before the disorders 
could he qaelled; but that the 
government would do all in its 
power to protect him, and that in 
the jadicious discharge of his min- 
istry he ahonld he allowed to suf- 
fer no moleptalion. 

After spending a few weeks in 
Port au Prince, in which time he 
visited fiimilies, distributed Bi- 
bles, and prosecuted the tmtineii' 
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ofbiaaiiMioB, Mr- P- retoroed in 
the htter part of Angnst to Caps 
Haytien. Before hie departure 
he was treated with every mark 
of respect and regard by Oen. lo- 
ginac, and was fumiahed by him 
with a very haudsome letter to 
Oea. Magnjr, the Commander in 
chief al Ibq Cape. In tbia letter 
not only was Ur. P. apoken of 
with great kindoass, bat wu ex- 
pressly declared to be ander tha 
proteclioD of tbe goveromeDL 
His pasitge on this occasion was 
grataitODsIy furnished by Capt. 
Nash, of BoalOQ, who hna, on sev- 
eral occasions, rendered to Mr. 
Paul important services, which 
the Board would most gratefully 
acknowledge. 

AHer his arrival at Cape Hay- 
tien, a commodious hall was hired 
and furnished by several gentle- 
men and natives, for a place of 
public worship. In this place 
Mr. Paul commenced preaching, 
and coatinued to occnpy it for 
this purpose till his embarkation 
for the United States. His nnm- 
ber of hearers varied, but was on 
soma occasions as many as SOO. 
The week days were generally 
occupied in visiting families and 
in diatribnting the Scriptares. 
Applications fi>r Bibles were fre- 
quent. He was ofteo solicited 
to bestow them when passing 
through the streets, and repeat- 
edly found, after having' been ab- 
•ent from bi^ loilgings for a few 
boun, that five or six applications 
for Bibles hnd been made before 
his return- He found tbe people 
universally willing to hear; 
but as he does not speaK French 
his opportonilies of doing good 
by public teaching toiong tbe na- 
tives were not so great as be 
could have wished. It was af- 
fecting, he remarks, to observe 
the eagerness with which the 
hearers listened, and the regret 
they manifested at not being 
able to nndernlaad (he preach- 
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Througboat the whole coane 
•f biR labours aad teachings in 
public, and Id private, act a eiD- 
gle case occurred Id which he 
waa treated trith disrespect. On 
the contrary, every one seemed 
to (vish well to bis object, and 
manifeDted a desire to further it 
b; all the means in their power. 
In Dot ■ single iastance did be 
meet with the lemblaace of 
molestation. On one occasion, 
doubtless for the first tioie in the 
island of St. Domingo, be admin- 
istered Ihe ordmauce of baptism 
by irooienion. The spectators 
were univerHatly eoletnn and re- 
Speclful as they tvould have been 
■a any part of the United States. 
Befo.-e the departure of Mr. 
P. from Cape Haytien, President 
Boyer and Gen. loginac arrived 
there from Port-au-Prince. Just 
before the vessel sailed, Mr.^ P. 
called on Gea. I. at the Gov- 
erument bouse to inform him of 
his intended relam. "On this 
occasion," says Mr. Panl, "he 
took me by the hand, and wa« 
pleased to say, that be was very 
sorry that 1 was about to leave 
the Island. But it was with 
pleasure he could annouuce to 
tue, that by my prudent conduct 
I had merited the implicit coofi- 
deoce of his Excellency, himself, 
aod the Government; and that 
they and himself wished me a 
pleasant passage, and hoped my 
absence would be short." Gen. 
Magny expressed at parting the 
■ame seotiments. Indeed, the 
wish for Mr. Paul's speedy re- 
tam, seems to have been very 
general. 

Mr. Paul sailed from Cape 
Haytien Dec. 25, aod in 13 days 
arrived at the Vineyard- From 
Ihls place, having been detained 
several days by contrary winds, 
be came to Boston by land. He 
has been absent from hnme about 
fl months, during which time, 
throogb the goodneu of Provi- 
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dence, not > single aapleuant 

occurrence transpired. 

We may thus consider the 
great object of Mr. Paul's drat 
destination accomplished. It is 
now ascertained, that Hayti is 
a field white for the gospel har- 
vest, it is ascertained, that Ihs 
governmeut is decidedly favour- 
able to toleration, and is only 
restrained from the public avow- 
al of its sentiments by a prudent 
apprehension, that it might, by 
sudden innovation, alarm the 
prejudices of an uninformed peo- 
ple. And more than this, it it 
ascertained, that the gospel may 
be publicly and statedly preacbed 
in the second town in the repub- 
lic, without exciting any espres- 
sion of unkindness ; nay, with as 
much security from moleslation 
as io any town in our own coun- 
try. But uur limits forbid ns to 
enlarge ; we may possibly pre- 
sent onr readers with some ex- 
tracts from Mr. Paul's journal in 
R succeeding number.

us, namely, the renovation of our 
minds, through £the faith of] Jesus 
Christ, ^nd by this ordinance we 
are received into the holy con^ega-' 
tion of God's people, preoiouuy pr6- 
fesaing and declaring our faith and 
change of life."

Two remarks suggest themselves 
on reading this article ; viz. 

1. That they considered baptism 
as the door of admission into the 
holy congregation, i.e. the church. 

2. That previously to their being 
baptized, they personally ^rq/esseS 
and declared their faith, and change 
of life. Whether either of these 
correspond with infant baptism, the 
reader will judge. 

We would cheerfully enlarge our 
extracts from this interesting work; 
but aa proposals are now issued in 
New-York, for printing an Ameri- 
can edition, which will place the 
work entire before the public, we 
forbear. A compendious, impar- 
tial, well written Church History, 
has long been a desideratum among 
all thp friends of vital Christianity. 
To learn the early opinions that 
obt^ned among the faithful follow- 
ers of Christ, to mark the errors by 
which they were annoyed, and the 
way-marks they were enabled to 
erect, to guide us through the 
dangers of this wilderness state, 
must be both pleasant and proSt- 
able to those that follow after. 

We hope our readers, by a liberal 
subscription, will encourge the puh- 
lication of the foregoing work, and 
in this way, contribute to the gene- 
ral diffusion of ecclesiastical know- 
ledge among all our churches.

School eotnmenea. 
Oar school by an asistants 
teacher whom we had hired, went 
into regular operation at our new 
abode, on the 27th of Januifry. 
Having to haul all our bread stuff, 
and ooier supplies through a wil- 
derness of nearly 300 mites, the 
consequence was, that we were re- 
jieatedly destitute of bread, and at 
one time, ate our last com, which 
article, when it could be obtained, 
was a substitute for bread. 

Protpect brighteng. 
It is remarkable that all our sick- , 
nesses, privations, and difficulties, 
have not vitally affected the prog- 
ress of our afiairs with the Imuans. 
Otir sphere of operation has been 
circHmscribed, and our opportuni- 
ties of imparting religious instruc- 
tion to the adjacent natives, lim- 
ited. Nevertheless, we have been 
gradually gaining an ascendency 
over (heir prejudices, and moving 
onward wiUi instruction. 



Arrival of Mtiiionaritt. 

Last November, a brother Wil- 
liam P(rike and his family, and a 
sister Fanny Goodridge, a woman 
in single life, joined the mission, 
and promise to be useful and lovely 
missionaries. 

Sla£e o/ iU SchooL 

Our school has increased to 53 
native scholar^i fed and clothed at 
the expense of the Mission. S7 of 
these are males, and 16 females. 
31 of these can read the Bible with 
tolerable facility, and T others read 
imperfectly. 18 write a tolerable 
hand, others imperfectly. 13 are 
studyuig arithmetic, and the resi- 
due are in various stages of im- 
provement. During the cropping 
season, the boys are required to 
labour on the farm about half their 
time. Two of them are ap]M'entice8 
to the blacksmith's business. Ilie 
girls are taught to spin, weave, sew^ 
knit, and all kinds of domestic la- 
bour, and many of them are, in aev~ 
eral branches, second to none of 
their age among the whites. Sev- 
eral of the youth are capable of dic- 
tating and writing letters, which, 
tbou^ not free frodi inaccuracies, 
evince a happy improvement, and 
promising strength of mind. 
Diapoiition of the Naiivet, 

The neighbouring natives are 
friendlv, and would pve us any 
tolerable number of their children 
for instruction, did we possess the 
means of supporting them. We do 
not know of any lasting religions 
impressions being fastened upon 
any of our rude neighbours, but we 
have at least the satisfaction of 
finding them disposed to listen at- 
tentively to religious instruction. 
And it is chiefly on this account^ 
that the necessity which has obliged 
the writer of this to leave the field 
of his labours for a while,(is to b9 
regretted. 
Present ttaie of the miaeion alCarey. 

For dwellings we have erected 
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five hewed log caUns : the luseat, 
30 feet by 26, and the smallest, 
16 feet by 18; a school house, 20 
b^ 26 feet; a blacksmith's shop, 
kitchen, smoke house, milk house, 
and a. stable 24 feet by 36. We 
have fenced 60 acres of land, 40 of 
which we cultivated last season : 
the product of which was about 900 
bushels of corn, 100 bushels of po- 
tatoes, 3000 cabbaoea, &c. We 
hope to cultivate, the coming sea- 
aon, SO acres in corn and potatoes, 
beside our large garden, and to sow 
in the fall alMut 25 acres of wheaL 
Hay for our stock is procured on 
the exteoaive prairies around us. 
We have six horses, abgat 175 
head of cattle, 80 sheep, and 90 
hogs. We have as yet no mill to 
grind our grain,aDd no house for the 
female departm^t of our school, 
which is taught in one of the dwell- 
ing houses. 

Tenure of property. 
By an article in the family rules, 
subscribed by missionaries, "all 
monies, and property accruing to 
the mis»on from whatever quarter, 
shall be thrown into the common 
missionary fund, and be sacredly 
applied to the cause of this mission; 
and no part of the property held by 
us at our stations is ours, or be- 
longs to any of us; but with the 
exception ol the clums of the Uni- 
ted States, it belongs to the Gen- 
eral ConTenti(»i miieh we serve, 
and is held in trust by ua, ao long 
as said society shall continue vs in 
tbeir employ.'' 

Business of the day at the I^ssion. 
At the opening of day in sum- 
mer, and at half past 4 o'clock in 
winter, the sounding of a trumpet 
calls us to rise. Soon aftlr which, 
we are called by a bell to morning 
prayers ; at which we also read 
and sing, and which in winter con- 
cludes at day-break. At half past 
6 o'clock we breakfast. No dis- 
ttjtttions are made at table in con- 
setjueuce of colour, and one of ihe 
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missionaries superintends until tb* 

table is dismissed. The boys are 
directed to morning's, as well as 
evening's work. In summer, the 
schools are called at 8, dismissed 
at 12, called in again at 2, and 
dismissed at 5. About dusk in 
summer, and never later than 8 
o'clock at night, in winter, even- 
ing prayers are attended, at which 
we read and expound a portion cf 
scripture, sing, and pray. In win- 
ter, all are required to be silent 
after 9 o'clock, f.h. 

Sabbath day. 
Only two meals are eaten on Sab- 
baths. Morning service, preparing 
the children for public warship,&o. 
occupies - the morning. At hatf 
past ten o'clock, the trumpet ad- 
monishes us to prepare for public - 
worship, which commences at 11. 
Sunday school in the afternoon, 
and in the longer days, a lecture, 
end a while spent in mng^ng spirit- 
ual songs, in which many of the 
youth jom, and perform with much 
credit to themselves ; and otkeM 
whose English is more imperfect, 
follow by note on their books.

No one, who has read the his- 
iuy of the Reformed Churches ia 
France, aod recollects their former 
jfuity and zeal, their martyrlike 
coaruje, the fiery persecutions en- 
dured by them, and the terrible 
destruction wrou^t among them 
by higDtry ud fanaticism, can re- 
l^rd them without deep sympathy, 
9r hear, without ^tefiu joy, of the 
movements of wiritual uie smoti^ 
tbem.

I know there are yet re- 
maining many prejudices against 
incorporations, but I believe they 
are alt founded in a want of a 
clear understanding of the subject 
They are called "Cesar's law," 
«r in other words, that it goes to 
establish religion by law. This is 
not true. The gospel provides that 
the ministry shall be maintained. 
An incorporation merely sanctions 
and gives effect to the syBtem which 
the people are agreed to adopt 
Every society must determine ibr 
themselves, what they can or will 
do in amount ; then, by equality, 
by real justice, it ought to be ap- 
portioned on the whole according 
to their several ability. In this 
manner, one would not be " eased 
and another burdened." Let no 
congregation agree to pay more 
than they think they are aole, but 
let them faithfiilly make good their 
offers, and not disappoint the man 
who lays out his strength to serve 
them. 

I do hope, Messrs. Editors, that 
a reformation will be produced 
soon, that churches in the country 
will be more generally fiimished 
with regular instruction, toid faith- 
ful ministers be relieved from mady 
embarrassments under which they 
have long laboured.

But it is our happiness to live at 
a period when Chnslaans combine 
their efforts for the attainment of 
pious and benevolent objects. They 
now are convinced that union is 
Strength; and the fear that some 

Sossible evil may hereafter arise 
■om associations of the wise and 
good, is not allowed to paralyze 
their exertions, and thus render 
them comparatively useleaa. Con- 
scious of the integrity of their own 
motives, they are willing to believe 
that others are upright; and there- 
fore go forward, confiding in each 
other, and in God. 

We rejoice in the multiplication 
and prosperity of societies, which 
are intended to promote the pres- 
ent and eternal welfare of man. 
They are ominous of the rich and

Her mother was a pious, 
exemplary member of a Baptist 
church, who brought up her chil- 
dren in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord; but this daughter dis- 
appointed all her hopes. Her latter 
days were spent in mourning, and 
her pillow at night was wet with 
tiie team of maternal grief, for a 
child who had wandered from a 
father's house and a mother's care.

The 
circuit over which he will travel, is 
about 160 miles in circumference, 
in which there is no other Baptist 
preacher. 

My mind is often deeply im- 

firessed with the thought, that I am 
abouring for future generations ; 
and that the principles inculcated, 
and the habits introduced in the 
Baptist society in this country, will 
last for ages. Under what hish 
and weighty responsibility shoidd 
every professor, and particularly 
every preacher act, who lays the 
foundaaoQ in a new cwmtry] It 
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vill now be my object to t 
Bible societies in each county, and 
Sunday schools in each principal 
village and settlement. To these 
will be added, as circumstances 
may admit, the very usefiil institu- 
tions of Bible classes for youth. 



A sermon I delivered at Ed* 
wardsville, at the execution of ii 
criminal, with that solemn event, 
was the means of awakening one 
person who has since obtuned a 
hope. He wishes to be baptized. 
Four or five other persons are sa- 
rioufily impressed with what thev 
then saw and heard. These ang 
some other circumstances will in- 
duce me to devote some of my time 
to that place- 



I continue to be occupied in pro- 
moting that cause for which the 
Saviour bled and died. In addi- 
tion to a journey to Bonhomme, 
and St Charles in Missouri, where 
I spent a week, my time has been 
occupied in Edwardsville, Rock- 
spring, Belvilla, and Sb Louis. 
At the latter place, I expect to buir 
tize some candidates next sabbau. 
In Edwardsville, some individuals, 
and two of high rank in society, 
are in a state of earnest inquiry, 
« What shall we do to be saved?" 
The conversion and execution of 
the unfortunate criminal mentioned 
in my last, has left a salutary im- 
pression on the public mind, anfl 
circumstances indicate that it will 
be extremely proper for me, to a- 
bonr for some time in Edwards- 
ville and its vicinity. 

In a former lener,Iintimated mj 
intention to establish Bible socie- 
ties and Sunday schools, to which 
maybe added, Bible classes for the 
study of the sacred oracles. I have 
attended on two occasions with a 
Bible class of females in Edwards- 
ville. They are going through the 
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Vblft in eoune, with the help of 
McDowell'* Queitioni. 

^prii 7. I would inform 70U, 
that bj th« dtjr'B mul, I have re- 
ceived ui appointment u Agent for 
the American Bible Society, for 
four months, to form auxiliar; so- 
cieties, dtc in Missouri, Illinois, 
and the adjacent parts. This.with 
an agency from me Board of Mis- 
•ions for the Baptist Convention, 
will occupy more than half of mj 
time the current jear. 

HAVTI. 

The commumcations of Rer. 
Thomas Paul, concerning hia la- 
bours in Hajti, have already been 
published. It only remains for 
us to express our conviction, that 
could a person be found, possessing 
snitable ministerial qualifications, 
and a competent knowledge of the 
French language, the prospects of 
usefulness on that islwd are very 
encounging. 

A mimatering brother who is now 
there, makes in a letter, the follow- 
ing remarks : « I believe a large 
majority of this people are friend- 
ly to the introduction of the pro- 
testant religion. They are anxious 
to hear what the American father 
haa to say shout le bon Dieu. Prom 
the short acquaintance I have had, 
I am satisfied that a knowledge of 
the French tongue ia an indispen- 
•able pre-requisite to a minister of 
the eoapel here. I believe, if Mr. 
Paul had been able to preach in the 
language of thia country, his con- 
in^egation would not have been less 
oian ten hundred or fifteen hun- 
dred hearers. Hundreds enter the 
door, and tarry a short time, and 
when they find that they can derive 
no instruction from what ia said, 
they go out with countenances ex- 
pressing deep regret, that they do 
not understand the speaker." 

If there be any place where mis- 
sionaries are needed, it is here. 
The number of inhabitants, their 
moral and religious condition, their 



desire to hear the word of life, and 
their lamentations over the depart* 
ure of brother Paul, are so many 
indications that a teacher suitably 
qualified, might, with the blessing 
of God, expect to do much good.

AID TO CHVROBBB. 

The Board have also made appro- 
priatioDB to some churches, which 
were either newly formed, or in a 
feeble state. And they have the 
satisfaction af knowing, that they 
have, by these means, rendered 
essential service to the cause of 
Christ. In this department of char- 
ity, however, they would proceed 
with caution. They have with 
pleasure assisted societies, who 
gave evidence of their ~atrenuou8 
exertions to asrist themselves. Bat 
they cannot feel it their duty to 
afford help, where professors of 
reli^on are culpably neriigent, as 
it respects the support of tae gos- 
pel. 



At a special meeting of the Board, 
held in Boston bo the 19th of April 
last, personal commuoicatious were 
made by tte Rev. Isaac M*Coy, 
concerning the destitute aituation 
of the nuBsioD establishment under 
hia care, at the Carey station. 
Having given Buch information con- 
cerning tlie nature of his labours, 
and the expenses of that misaion, 
as the Board required ; it waa vot- 
ed unanimously, that two hundred 
dollars be appropriated fi^m oar 
fujt^ to the ftforesud object.

had not heard from her for ne^Ij 
fourteen months.

When 
the time «rrive8 in which we shall 
wholly put on Christ— him, in lov- 
ing whom we cannot tire, and in 
p«iung whom we can find no end, 
and shall be adorned with those 
ofnaroents, which the Lord will 
(fispense to us out of the heavenly 
treasure honw, dtat he has prepar- 
ed, then we shall love one another 
nore perfectly than we do now. 

Formerly I was in the habit of 
concealing my sins, that they might 
not appear; not now I am convin- 
ced, uiat 1 cannot conceal my sins 
from the Lord who sees and knows 
all things; and that I cannot atone 
fqr them, nor obtain atonement 
from my former ot^ects of worship. 
And accordingly, 1 count myself 
to have lost all, under the elements 
of the world, and through the 
g^e of the futh of Christ only, 
to have gtuned the sparitual graces 
and rewuds pertuning to eternity, 
wliich cannot be lost. Therefore, 
1 have no ground for boasting, 
piide, pauion and self exaltation.

In August past, I have buried twelve 
in baptism, and there are yet some &ew 
cases of conviction and convenion.. 
May the good work oantifiae and spretuS^ 
. tin all shall know the Lord. 

The means which tbe Lord has been 
pleased to bless have been various; in 
the Eommers of 1831 and 1SS3, tiiere 
was a very mortal diieate among ns.. 
The dysentery prevailed, which took 
awBv many, which was sanctified to the 
awakening of a number. Prayer and 
conference meetings, also appeared to 
teceive the divine approbation. The 
preaching of the gospel was sent horns 
with power on (onie poor perishing sin- 
ners, so that they trembled at the word. 

In tbe autumn of ISSX, I went intti an 
obscnre neighbourhood, consisting of 
but thirteen families, and while I preach- 
ed to tbem concerning the aie being laid 
at tbe root of the trees, the people ap- 
peared to feel the weight oftrutb. I dii- 
ntiised (be meeting, and started to leave 
them, but was soon called back to con- 
verie with them. 1 tarried some time ; 
fervent prayer was oSered up once and 
again, for weeping sinners, by their re- 
gues(,and left tbem deeply aflected. One 

J'ouug womatt was brought into gospel 
iberty before she slept. I repeated my 
visits,ai)d found tbe work prevailing. On 
the evening of newyear's day, I met with 
them, and while 1 attended to the lubject 
of the/rut(2<Mi^ free, foar voung people 
□fane family wept for an hour without 
intermission. The neit morning I call- 
ed on them ; they requested prayers, 
and while prayer was offered to the 
Lord, they kneeled, and some of theia , 
were greatly affected. The Lord cot 
his work short vrith some of tbem, for 
in twenty-four boors after their mind* 
became seriously impressed, they were 
brought to praiie Oed for pardoned 
sin. Truly we may say, " What batb 
God wrought." Since the work began, 
there have been added to the Baptist 
church in Northampton by baptism fif- 
ty-one, in Edinburgh eleven, and a 
number in Providence ; in all about sev- 
enty, and I should say the Presbyteriana 
and Methodists have shared about an 
equal number each.

DiKD at L«dlow, Matt. March 11, 
1834, Mrs. Folli Fcixbb. wife of Mr. 
Elnsh Fuller, aged 3S jears. 

She was the daughter of Mr. Letmard 
and Mrs. Marj Miller of Ludlow. In 
her jounger jears, she was often impres- 
sed with a tenie of her tioa ; hut nothing 
verj remarkable oooarted in her life, 
until after ber marriage. At the birth 
of her first child, tbe was deeplj oonvin- 
ced of her ruined condition bj oatore, 
and was constrained to implore tbe mere j 
of Ood, through the Bedeemer of lost 
men. Shortlj afterwards, she obtained 
hope ofaointerestintfae merits of CtffisI; 
which has since appeared, from her ea- 
emplarj life and jojful death, to have 
been well founded. About fifteen jeara 
before her deatbj the united with the 
Baptist Cbntcb, in West-Spiii^ficld, 
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under the pMtofal oira of E)d«r Thomw 
RbqcJ. Sioce that time, it hat eicr ap- 
peared to be her object, to life a life of 
■trict deratcdDut to Ood. 

She wtM Bttacked, a number of^aatj 
ago, with a ooniunptive disorder, wbicBt 
■everal times, brovgbt hei varj low, pm- 
vioui to the lait year of h«T uTe. 
Throughout the whole of ber illnew, ihe 
•xbibited much pnlienoe, and mbmiuion 
to the holy will of God. The doctrinei 
of Scriptare were ber conitant delifcht 
•nd fupport. She loved thme truthi, 
wbiel) exalt the grace of God, and bum- 
ble the linaer in the dust. 

During the latter part of 1823, it be- 
came manifest to ber, that she could not 
long lurvite. Ai ^e drew neer the 
grave^ her proipeoti of^lory brightened. 
She DOW oonvened with her ohiMren 
And other friends, with great freedomf 
charging them not to monm for her, but 
to prepare for death. For a few days 
before her decease, she was mscb affec- 
ted, in thinking of the value of the louU 



what supportreligion afforded her, on a 
dying bed. A fnend, one day, coming 
in to see her, while they were viewing 
her swoUen feet she remarked, " Thii 
looks like death;" and espreued much 
satisfaction, at the symptomi of her dit< 
solution. Btie sud, that dying was going 
home, and that she expected to sit down 
in the kingdom of God, with Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob, and many of her dear 
friends, witii whom she bed gone to (ha 
bouse of God in company, and bad often 
taken sweet counsel. 

The day precedlog t^at on which she 
died, she was able to converse to the 
aitonishment of those who visited her. 
She expressed great love to lucb as she 
thoDghl to be Chiistians ; telling them, 
that if she bad no hope, she should be 
nady to eall to the mountains and rockt 
to fall on her ; but that now, she aould 
cheerfully shake hands with death. 
There was, on her countenance, an ex- 
pression of tbe heavenly state of her 
mind, which cannot soon be foigetten. 
It reminded us of tbe face of Hoses when 
he came down from the mount. She 
addressed two of her hrothere who came 
in to Me her, in a most solemn manner, 
urging then to be engaged in the cause 
of religion. She abo oilled her hosbanU 
(» bei bed nda^ aoet affeotkmntelj en- 



treating him, to be faith hi to his own 
soni and to the louls of others. She 
exhorted her Christian friends to go from 
house to h6use,and warn siDners *'■ to flee 
from the wratfa to come," telKng them, 
that a Saviour is freely offered them. In 
her great distress sht often desired her 
friends to sing, And JDined with them in 
that delightful employment. At times,'' 
she was afraid her patience would fail, 
having " a desire to depart, and to be 
with Cbriit ;" bnt she would say, under 
her pain, God is good ; God is just. 
Her coufldeuce in the Redeemer was 
firm and unshaken, to the I^st. When 
riie was dying, she wanted to join 
wltii her fllen^ in prayer ; which beiD{ 

Cfbrmed, she wishe^ to bear them sing, 
tbe last time. Accordingly, the 66tii 
Hymn of the seoond Book or Watts, was 
song, beginning, " There is a land of 

Sure delight." When in the agonies of 
eatb, she requested to be raised up; 
bnt finding no relief, aAed to lie down 
a^siu, repeating tbe words, God is good ; 
^od is jast. 

A large circle of friends stood around 
her dying bed, deeply affected to wilnen 
tbe solemn scene. O may it never be 
fonfOtten by them '. About 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, ber spirit was released 
rVom its earthly tabernacle ; and as we 
have much reason to believe, winged iff 
flight to the realms of eternal day, to 
join those who are redeemed from the 
earth : leaving a husband and five chil- 
dren, to moom their irroparable loss. 
Bat her friends felt as though they could 
say, the will of the Lord be don*. "Pre- 
cious in the sight of the Lord, is tbe death 
of bis saints." 



Her funeral was attended at tbe meet- 
ing house, by a large noidier of friend* 
and acquaintance ; aad a discourse wa« 
delivered, by tbe Rer. Hr. Wright, from 
Heb. iv. 9. " There remaineth, l£arefore, 
a rest to the people of God."

From this period, he never 
took any literary or ministerial 
chare;e, Uiough solicited often so to 
doj out spent the remainder of his 
dajB in oie bosom of his funil^, 
preaching occaaioDally as the cir- 
cumstances of various churches re- 
quired. 

As a gospel minister, his charac- 
teristics were of the best kind, for 
he was tiplain preacher; he exhibit- 
ed die truth, and taught it as he had 
received it of God. His style and 
language evinced this; for while he 
avoided common place and low 
phraseology, still knowing the gos- 
pel was designed for persons of ev- 
ery grade of intellectual capacity, 
he'iHoent to, be understood, and 
ttierefore presented divine truth in 
such a style and manner, as was 
acceptaUe to the hearer of taste 
and acquirement, and at the same 
tim^ instructive to the plfun,unlet- 
tered Chiistian. In the best sense 
of the word. Dr. Rogers was a 
powerful preacher; he testified to 
the truth like a witness for God, 
being deeply impressed with its re- 
ality and importance. In his man- 
ner he was earnest, but not bois- 
terous and declamatory; his ca- 
dence and emphasis belonged to his 
theme; and the richest evidence 
was exhibited that he believed and 
felt what he spake. Dr. Rogers 
was a •profilnble preacher. System- 
atic theology had long engaged his 
attention ;%ia subjects were well 
chosen, and his sermons, clearly 
arranged and well digested, did 
not fail to interest the hearer ; and 
being a man of faith and prayer, 
and much in the haint of cherishing 
a sense of dependence on the Holy 
Spirit, his discourses were listened 
to by reli^ous persons of difierent 
denominations, with satisfaction 
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and benefit. AVith an extensive 
knowledge of human nature, and a 
deep conviction of the original sin 
and depravity of man, he kept back 
nothing desigriedly, that miglit be 
profitable to his heal-ers. He knew 
when and how to point the artille- 
ry of divine truth at the obdurate 
heart and stupid conscience of the 
sinner, and when, "in strains as 
soft as angels use," to proclaim 
peace to the awakened ana anxious 
Boul. He avoided a dry, meta- 
physical mode of sermonizing on 
the one hand ; and on the otJier, 
that careless kind of preaching, 
which is connected with no thought- 
fulness, DO study, and no prepara- 
tion for the duties of the pulpit. 
The feeling, spiritual, ardent, and 
correct course was his choice; and 
acquainted with the best helps, a 
great reader, and blessed witli a 
retentive memory, it is not strange 
tiat attentive Christiana retired 
from his preaching edited, delight- 
ed, and built up in the truths of our 
holy religion. He possessed tlie 
happy talent of exhibiting the es- 
sential doctrines of the gospel with 
such clearness of illustration, and 
scriptural connexion, as to remove 
doubts from the mind of the anxious 
believer, when perplexed with the 
plausible and confident assertions 
of the advocates of popular errors ; 
and by showing the intimate and 
necessary connexion between each 
doctrine of the gospel, und the 
whole acheme of grace, he was in- 
strumental in leading mapy a wan- 
dering and doubting Christian back 
to the simplicity which they first 
found in Christ Jesus. 

It is proper to observe, Dr. 
Rogers was a highly evangeHcat 
preacher. What arc called the 
doctrines of the Reformation, such 
a* were believed and preached by 
a Watts, a Doddridge, and a multi- 
tude of able advocates of virtue and 
religion, were ably and constantly 
defended by him. The doctrines 
of repentance towards God, and.

By the death of Mr. Howe, the 
Society has been deprived of an 
able and diligent coadjutor, who 
has been labouring for many yeara 
to promote the gospel in the East. 
His time of life was such as to af- 
ford a reasonable -hope of prolonged 
activity; as he was only forty-two 
years of age, twenty of whicn had 
been passed in India. But God 
tteth not as man neeth; by such 
dispensations as these he teaches 
us the great lesson of submissioa 
to his righteous and sovereign will, 
and calls us, in an impressive voice, 
to fix our hopes ana expectations 
on Himself alone ! 

Mr. Bowe was married, a second 
time, about six years since, to Mrs.

The plan of endowing a ProfeaMirabip 
bj lubacriptionB of $100 each, and enti- 
tUng the aubicriber to apecial benefit, 
hai enidiled the Treuurer to obtain 
hank atock at a rate conaiderablj below 
par, which diTidea, however, three per 
cent. iemi-aDnaally ; and in the conne 
cf tbe year $9,000 of atock baa been 
procured, making with what baa been 
Iwfore pnrchaaed, $SI,800. 

The propertj* of the College, indnd- 
tog the laid atock, may be furly e«ti- 
mated at the valne of $90,000. Thia 
property having been procured in the 
conne of four yean and a half, and at 
kait $10,000 expended in varion* wa^ t 
in the proaecotion of the buaineai in 
additioB to tbe coat of the property it- 
aelf now worth $90,000, it ia not to be 
lupposed tbe InetitutioD ahoold be found 
BO toon free of the incumbrance of debt. 
Indeed a heavy debt baa nnavoidably 
been created ; aay $30,000 on the pre- 
misea, beaidei $16,000 on that part of 
the bank *to(^ which baa been pur* 
chaied on credit. Thia debt, in the 
present itale of pecuniary cancemi 
tfaronghont the country, ii peculiarly 
bnrdensome. In the hope of obtaining 
lome kind of relief, the Tmateea in- 
atructed the Committee to addreaa a 
memorial to Congreai. Thii haa been 
done, [n the Senate, a favonrable re- 
port hai been made, and a bill intro- 
dnced. That report ii herewith lub- 
mitted to the Board. Some hope ii atiU 
eulertained that the bill will paw thia

Tbia ia about 
the oait of the Faculty. 

Since the lait report to the Board, a 
Fbiloaophioal Hall ha* been prepared, 
with one good room for lecture*, one 
for the apperalua, portraita, and the 
beginning of a Huaaum for tbe Gew- 
ral Philoaophical Department, and two 
room* for the Preparatory acbool. The 
pepilaof thi* achool spend, the dgq' to- 
gether, and their tutor with them, lliii 
arraDgement render* it uaneceeaary to 
appropriate roonia in tbe CoReg;e edi- 
fioe to tboae atndents in the Pre- 
paratory achool who do not board at the 
College. With thi* Bi^ngement, At 
College will admit the namber of etn- 
denta to be increaaed ao a* (b be equiva- 
lent to 100 pt.j student*, that ia, so u 
to bring in a revenae of $5,069 ■ year. 
The College, therefore, may' fie co«- 
ridered a* safe, and capable of rabtist- 
ing itialf by iti own rAonrcea, 

Two ^eiit* have reoeotl^ b*eii ap- 
pointed for the pnrpoae of colIectiDg 
funds for thia Inatitobon. One of them, 
Mr. Jeme*. R. Burdi<^ is now at the 
South, probably in Georgia. The atber, 
Mr. Onon Kello^, ia at tbe Nortfa, nra- 
bably in the State of Sew-Tork, having 
juat oommenced bis career of service.

preservation of our lives ; and it was by 
the greatest exertions nnl; that the boats 
were ^t out. and that we escaped shar- 
ine the fate of our ship. It does appear 
nlmost incredible, hut it is no lets true, 
that in Gftj minutes froBi the time the 
discovery was made, we were all in the 
bouts, and the ihip in one geoeral blaze, 
eYen (o the royal mast heads. The 
flames from aft niabed aling the main 
deck with anch impptuoaity, that the 
hlstafit the lannch struck the water, a 
lady pasaeDger. with three children, (one 
an infant) were actnally caught up and 
thrown into her. There was no poiii- 
bility of getting below after our first re- 
treat frooi the cabin ; coniequentl) not 
an article oonld be saved, either of wear- 
ing apparel, papers, or any thing which 
could serve us at food. Every thing of 
the atock kind was alto devoured by the 
fire during this scene of distress and con- 
fntian. We may surely account it a 
providential circumitanca, that we sav- 
ed the only cask, conlaining 13 gallons 
of water, all the othera being- under deck; 
with which, and a bag containing 15 Ibi. 
of bread with a baalcet of potatoes, we 
pushed oS froai the ship, being at the 
time so entirely enveloped in inoke, at 
not to be able to discern each other in 
the same boat. After pulling off, we 
remained at a short distance to wind- 
ward, with all eyei filed on the shock- 
ing scene before ua. The fiamet had 
DOW got potsestion of every part of the 
hull, and bad ascended the masts as be- 
fore itated to the royal mast heads — tbe 
whole preaenttng one solid body of fire — 
tbe dense columns oramoke abootingup 
and niiing with the clouds — a scene 
snficient to appal the stoutest heart. At 
balf-patt 6 o'clock, our gaodly ship be- 
ing ditmasted, and burnt to the lower 
deck, (which bad previously blown up) 
diiappeared, and aunk, and nothing re- 
maiaed of her except a few floalinf frag- 
naotiof borut ipan. Night doMd tho 
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acene, and left m to reaJbe the misery 
of our aituation. There remained no 
hope of obtaining any thin; that might 
float froDi the wreck. All tbe provisisns 
being below, were destroyed with the 
■hip, and our amall atock threatened us 
with starvation. We had therefore no 
time to loie, but to make every possible 
eierlion to reach the coast of Africa ; 
and with the help of two pierea of burnt 
sails, BTid a oompart. without chnrts, M 
covering dT any description, except what 
we stood in, we shaped our caurae (u 
weaiippoird) fnrthe neareit point of the 
Continent, in boa tf— myself, Mra. Nix- 
on and children, and ten men in the 
launch, the offinera and three men in the 
other. Strong southerly winda and a 
northerly current, greatly protracted our 
peasage, and prevented our making the 
coast until the 39th. We saw the laud, 
coaol oftjaffraiia, in lat. 19 9. a dreary, 
tterile coast, inhabited by wild negroea 
And wild hesat>i and presenting to us 
nothing but mountalDs of burning tandi, 
and, on the sea coast affording no freail 
water. To bare landed here, would 
doubtless have been fatal to ut all ; and 
notwithstanding we were reduced bj 
thirst to a state bor^lering on detpen* 



the land in sight — and after tuffering all 
that human nature could endure during 
twenty days, in the boats, we arrived on 
the lOth in<t. at this settlement, and 
were received by the Governor in a 
most kind and hotpitsble manner, wboso 
generous and unremitted exertions to 
supply am wants, and reader our aitna- 
tioQ comfortable, do honour to himselT, 
and entitle him to our lasting gratitude.

" It ;■ erident our blessed Lord wai 
a.t work upon the minds of the peopl* 
some time before it became Tisible, by 
this reviral. Such was the case of 
Cornelius and his family. When Pe- 
tw came to hii house, he found them 
already prepared to receive and obey 
the word of G od. The Lord Redeem- 
er always goes before hiimimsten, and 
makes preparation for the snccesi of 
bii Gospel. In some InslaDcea nearly 
tbe whole family have been baptized. 
I saw four sisters follow their Lord and 
Master into the liquid graTo a tew days 
past: the yoangest did not exceed 12 
year of age. This was a very thonght- 
less family, until this erent. Their 
conversion happened about the same 
time, and they were baptized also at 
the same time withmany others. The 
^accAunt which she, (the youngest) 
gave of her faith was sach, that it call- 
ed forth the admiration of all who 
heard it. Sl^ was very clear in the 
relation of her (ail^ and of her 
justification by Chrii^ without her 
own works. In him she trusted for 
acceptance with God. I cannot give 
a fall acconntofall snch instances, in 
a letter. Many old perwtas have also 
professed, some of wliom hare been 
called moral, others much addicted to 
vice. Yoani; ladies of the most res- 
pectable families, and young men of 
the most [Humiiing standing, have 
(^*a]y professed faith in the bless«d 
Redeemer, and have been baptized. 
Four doctors of physic have already 
become members of the cbarch. Three 
irfthem were married men, who with 
theii wives, a« among the zealous 



disciples of Christ. Our High Sheriff 

has been already baptized. I'he 
truth is, there are some of almost eve- 
-ry station in life. 

Every Sunday there are more or 
less baptized. Last Sabbath fortf 
submitted to that ordinance, and yes- 
terday, which was Tnesday, 1 were 
immersed according to the practice of 
Christians in the apostolic day. 1 
know of but few instances where any 
open concern has appeared in any 
person, who did not in the end profesi 
repentance and failh in th; Lord Je- 
sus Christ. Baptism by immershn Is 
scarcely called in qnestion. When 
they profess to be believers m Christ, 
they without hesitation seek for bap- 
tism. The young converts appear to 
have a great concern for such of their 
friends as remain nncoo verted, and es- 
pecially for those who seem distressed. 

The town of Windsor, which here- 
tofore had none who espoused tho 
cause of Christ, ii now entirely reform- 
ed. The Gospel, formeriy sli^ted, il 
now bearlity receired among them, and 
many have l)ecome members of the 
church. This glorious work is still 
spreading, and O may the growing 
numbers never end '. 

The greatest harmony prevails a> 
mong both the ministers and cburchai. 
The revival cannatbe said to be under 
any one minister more than aaotlier, 
as there is a general reciprocation in 
their labours. God blesses truth, 
whether it is expressed with the beau- 
ties of oratory, or ' in a more homely 
dress. Our churches are not unac- 
quainted with the danger of receiviD|; 
members, who may only be moved by 
passion or the influenpe of sympathy. 
Yet after all, we cannot expect to be 
exempted from what tha't^>oatleI were 
not. Simon Magus believed, and was 
baptized, and was yet in the gall of bit- 
temeasandbondsof iniquity. Itiihow-' 
ever one thing to be wiUingiy deceiv- 
ed, and another to be so unwillingly. 
Those who make no scruple to receive 
unconverted persons into their Socje^, 
do it with willingnese. But it was not 
so with the Apostles, nor is it so with 
ourselves. 

Up to this date; 410 have been re* 
ceived and baptized.
